[cletected the man in a car. He imme- 
diately grappled with him and attempted 
fto handcuff him. Murphy made a deg- 
-{>erate resistance and attempted to leave 
Mthe flying train by a window. He was 
Nflrmly held, however, and after s struggle 
iSobuiaon put the nippers on him and 
'awaited the stopping of the train at the 
fint station. 

On the up train the officer and his pris- 
oner went back to the jail, and Murphy 
will remain^in a d;u k ( <11 for sometime. 
Murphy, when searciied, wa? found to 
have posse>sir.n of a ticket Ixioking him to 
6an Krantist'u and c.irried several ugly 
Weapons. Robiii<i.m knew he was dealing 
with a desperate man, and grappled with 
him before the astonished enlprit oonld 
draw a revolver. 

The recaptured prisoner refuses to dis- 
close the whetesbonts of his fonr compan- 
ions. It is thought they will be captured^ 
however, as little chance is oBered tiietnto 
.£et outside of Solano County.

STOCKTON, Cal.. April 27.— At an early 
tour this morning the Farmers' Union and 
Milling Company's warehouse was de- 
etroyed by fire, nothing being left but 
charred timbers to show where it stood. 
There were .300 tons of wheat in the build- 
ing. The loss is estimated at $15,000, 
Which, is fully covered by insurance. 

It i'Jbelieved that the fire wasof incendi- 
ary origin. Yesterday coal oil was poured 
on the wharf near the warehouse and the 
Vharf was set on fire. The blase was dis- 
covered and extinguished promptly. It is 
believed that Uie same firebug did last 
night's work. _

Be Say the Mint Seatet Ba* Been Be- 
peatedly Tampere* WUh^ 

CARSON, Nf.v., April 27.— The Uking of 
evidence in the mint examination con- 
tinued to-day. Harris was again on the 
stand. He testified that, while on the 
previous examination he lia.l sworn to 
flndlng a duplicate key in Jones' desk, h" 
liad since learned that the key was found 
by O'Hare in the refinery vault and tlirown 
on the desk. He found in weighing the 
bullion that the scales had been tampered 
with so as to overwcigu a little over one 
ounce in 1000. He had employed George 
McLaughlin, an expert mechanic, to fix the 
acales, but tney were wrong again tb» next 
i*grtemtamp«in^ ^fhen it was known 



about the mint that the scales were being 
watched they gave liiiu no more trouble. 

The defense had attempted to show that 
the Savage mine bullion was similar in 
fineness to melt No. 77, but han been sub- 
stituted by .silver administration. .Ml of 
fhe Savage mine de|>osits were brought 
into court by the prosecution and ac- 
counted for. An attempt was made by the 
defense to prove that a man had been shot 
at in the refinery at night. The prosecu- 
tion showed that Watchman Kennedy had 
accidentally discharged his pistol one 
night and the bullet had gone into the 
floor. It was also shown that E. B. Za- 
briskie, the melter and refiner, who ap- 
pointed Jones, was hones| and died a poor 
man. 

Kllis and Cagwin testified that they never 
had any reason to susi>ect Jones with 
making false entries. 

The examination was then continued till 
Monday.

Price, an old pioneer, died at his home in 
this city early this morning. 

Mr. Price wa.s born in Elizabeth, New 
Jersey, in 1819 and came to San .lose in 
1^9, locating in this city. On his arrival 
here he formed a partnership with Lewis 
Corey, and they began running a freight 
and passenger service between tliis city 
and San Francisco, via .-VIviso. With his 
partner they opened a general merchandise 
store here, buying their goods direct from 
the ships landing at San Francisco. Since 
then Mr. Price has conducted numerous 
enterprises of the same character. 

A few days ago he was stricken with 
paralysis and sank rapidly. He was promi- 
nent in church affairs and belonged to the 
Odd Fellows and Pioneers, being one of 
the originators of the latter society.

TO MEET THE OFFIOEES. 



Appointment of a Committee 
to Conclude a Final 
Agreement. 



CASH IS snLL coHnra dt, 



The Fund Now Exoeeds the Amount 
Promised — Preparing for 
a Jollification. 



STOCKTON. Cal., April 27.--The Stock- 
ton Con'iuercial Association held a meet- 
ing to-night to consider the agreement re- 
ceived to-day from the directors of the 
Valley road. 

There were several important changes in 
the contract sent from heie, which were 
made by Attorney Preston on behalf of 
the railroad directory, notably as to dam- 
ages to be paid the Stockton people in case 
the lands given were not used for the ptur- 
poses specified in the aiticles of agree- 
ment. 

In order to have this matter settled a 
committee consisting of Trustees P. B. 
Eraser, William Inglis, I. 8. Bostwick, 
Fred M. West, Sidney Newell and Attor- 
ney Woods, Charles Weber and R. C. Sar- 
gent was appointed to confer next Tuesday 
with the diieetors ol the road in Ban Fran- 
cisco. 

Tnis committee was empowered to settle 

all questions to be covered by the all- 
important agreement binding the road to 
carry out its promises made to the people 
of Stockton. The members of the com- 
mittee were instructed to he backin Stock- 
ton by We<lnc^day night when another 
mass-meeting will be held in Masonic Hall 
for the purpose of dosing up the Stock 
subscription fund. 

-There is now enough money in the cash 
fund for the purchase of all the land in this 
city necessary for the purposes of the road. 
To-nieht something like 995,000 was re- 
ported as having been subscribed, and to 
this must be added $1606 collected by the 
ladies' committee within the past few 
weeks. The ladies held another meeting 
to-night to wind up all of their affairs. 

It was reported by Chairman Buell to- 
night that something like 300 acres of land 
will be needed for the rights of way between 
Stockton and the Stanislaus River. Until 
the survey is determined upon, it cannot 
be definitely settled what land will be 
needed, and so the Commercial Association 
does not know yet who will orant rights 
of way without a compensation, and who 
will demand damages for running through 
their lands. To provide for all contingen- 
cies, the solicitors wiU eontinue to secure 
cash donations in order to purchase what 
land will not be given by the farmers. 

The meml>ers of the committee do not 
anticipate that much money will, have to 
be spent in this way. 

The mass-meeting of Wednesday niglil 
will be in the nature of a veneral jollillca- 
tion by the citizens of Stockton over the 
raising of the funds necessary to carry out 
the f^reement made with the directors of 
the Valley road. Nearly all of the deeds to 
the land are already signed. As soon as 
the agreement between the railway offi- 
cials and the Trustees is signed little re- 
mains hut for the Valley road to com- 
meiicf liuildiiig out of Stockton. 

CoyfEJt AT KAKEBSFIEin. 

JUreetore of the fatleg Bead Beet With 
the Bxemtlee Commtttee. 

BAKERSFIELD, Cal., April 27.— At the 
meeting of the directors of the Valley road 
and the executive committee representing 
Bakersfield, held in the Kern County Land 
Company's building to-night, all parties 
had an informal talk over the prospects of 
bringing the road to this city. What was 
said was not ofticial, but, coming from 
President Sjireckels and his asso^tes, is 
considiT^-d in that light. 

Tli'-y ^tati-d that if the road came here, 
all that would pr .balily be asked was a 
right of way into town, a depot site, and 
right of way out of town, perhaps in the 
directton of Tejon Pass. This has been 
considered the most desirable route out of 
the valley, and this semi-official statement 
of the choice of route is no snipiise to reti- 
dents here.

Two Boys Play With Powder 
and Receive Frightful 
Burns. 



investigating the Jacobson Murder 
Case— Watson vllle Citizens 
Win a Suit. 



SANTA CRUZ, Cm.., April 27.— A horri- 
ble accident occurred in this city this after- 
noon, in which two young boys, Christie 
.'itudendorf, aged I'l years, and Manuel 
Pacheco, aged were the victims. 

The hoys were in the vicinity of the pow- 
der works a few days ago. and todk a keg 
ofDOwder from a spot where some men 
were working and hid ft some distance 
down the railroad tracik. To-day the boys 
left tbehr homes to haVe some sport with 
the powder. 

When they reached the cache they filled 
their hats and pockets with the explosive 
and built a fire. They then commenced 
tb rowing the powder into the flames, hut 
by Slime means the powder in their pockets 
became ignited and their clothe" caught 
fire. Every stitch of their clothing was 
burned cff, and, with their flesh in spots 
burned to a crisp, the boys ran to their 
home a mile distant. Thev were eohedly 
burned ~Aat on reaching VlftfM tMty were 
unable to unlock the door; 

Studendorf's hair is all burned from his 
head and his face is as crisp. The skin 
has been entirely burned from his abdo- 
men, legs and arms, and his flesh is 
almost baked. The attending physician 
says he will not live till morning. Pache- 
cho is also badly burned, but his burns are 
only superficial and he will recover. Both 
of the boys are suffering untold agonies.

Logan this afternoon rendered a decision 
in the opening of the Second-street (Wat- 
sonville) case, which is of much interest to 
that city.

Incidentally Brown informs Chief Rawle 
that he will soon be in California to re'rive 
the Sam Jacobson murder in San Fran- 
cisco. He says that he has been quietly 
investigating the case for the past three 
years and to complete this work it is neces- 
sary for him to go to Ban Franoiaco.

The I'imt More i» the Connlmrllon of a 
\eir Trartarontitiental IJne, 

VICTORIA, B. C, April '27.— In an in- 
terview James Dnnsmuir, vice-president of 
the Esquimalt and Nanaimo Railway, 
said it was the intention of the company to 
extend its line to Wellington and Comox, 
sixty miles, if it could get the usual sub- 
sidy of 13300 a mile from the Dominion 
Government. 

This is considered by many to be the first 
link in the British Pacific Railway, which 
Victorians have been endeavoring to build 
for many years. It is generally understood 
that it is tlie intention of the British Pa- 
cific people to purchase the Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway as the first move in the 
direction of building the new transconti- 
nental line. 

If the Esquimalt and Nanaimo extends 
its Hne to Comox it will be just so much 
more of the British Pacific built. 

It is very likely that the Government 
will refuse the subsidy, as it has to ecorao- 
mizc in view of approaching elections. If 
it does refuse it will go hard with its 
candidates in the Victoria and Vancouver 
Island district s. .

His Attorneys at Once Serve Notice 
of an Appeal to the 
Supreme Court. 



FRESNO, Cai,., April 27.— Unless an ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court is successful 
Professor Sanders, who was convicted of 
forgery last Tuesday, will serve a term of 
ten years in San Quentin. 

XX, 10 o'clock this morning Sanders was 
taken before Judge Webb to receive his 
sentence. The courtroom was crowded. 
The convicted man sat with his head 
bowed and a hopeless expression on bis 
face. Before sentence was pronounced his 
attorney, Frank H. Short, moved for a 
new trial on the grounds that the court 
misdirected the jury in matters of law 
and erred in its instructios; that it 
erred in decisions on points of 
law; that the verdict of the jury was con- 
trary to law, and contrary to the evidence. 
The motion was promptly denied, as was 
one for a stay in the rendering of judg- 
ment, made on the ground that the in- 
dictment was defective^ JudgcLWebb then 
sentenced Sandets to serve -a term of ten 
years tn the State prison at San Qqentin. 

The condemned man looked dejected, but 
gave no other sign to show how the heavy 
sentence affected him. Attorney Short 
gave notice of an appeal to the Supreme 
Court. 

This afternoon Judge Webb granted a 
motion to admit Sanders to bail, pending 
the result of the appeal. Bonds of $5000 
are required, and Mrs. Sanders will try to 
secure the amount among the professor's 
friends at Beed ley. .

TACOMA, Wash., April 27.— Five 
masked men attempted to hold up North- 
ern Pacihc passenger train 2, last evening 
about 8 o'clock, six miles this side of 
Cleelum station, which is ninety mites east 
of Tacoma. The plot miscarried, because 
the train ran 1400 feet after being signaled 
to stop, instead of 1000 teet, which the rob- 
bers had calculated on. 

The railroad ciimpany had knowledge 
that the attempt was to be made, and had 
planned a warm rece)'tioii. Ten men were 
stationed where the e.xpress-car w.is to be 
rul/ijid of $30,000 sent to pay off the Ros- 
lyn miners for March. When the engine 
stopped the two robbers who were to board 
it were too scaired to run 400 feet and get 
on. The tiaiii sccordinj^y went ahead. 

These two men started across the bridge, 
ran into the posse, were captured and taken 
to EUensburg. Their names are Hank 
Harrington and Jack Harrison. The 
others escaped. 

Harrington recently finished a term in 
the penitentiary for burglary. Harrison 
came to the State three years ago from 
Kansas. They will be tried in Kittitas 
Count}'. Extra guards have been placed 
at the jail to prevent escape. 

One of the five robbers was a railroad 
man, who kept the company posted as to 
what was going dn. The robbery was set 
for Wednesday, but the shipment of money 
to Cleelum was postponed to Friday, to 
give more time to set a trap for the gang's 
capture. The robbers likewise deferred 
action. 

The cash was sliipped on yesterday's 
train, as e\].>'Cled, and a force of men 
were concealed in the express-car. Tlie 
company's plan was to kill all the gang 
except the man w ho was jiosting the offi- 
cers. Ten Tacoma men under Sheriff 
llintson of tbis county were posted east of 
the bridge, where the engine and express- 
car were, to be mn. Tools and dynamite 
had been left there, and a quick job in 
opening the safe was the programme. 
Hintson's posse was to co-operate witu the 
men in the car.

SAN JOSE, Cal., April 27.— The rains 
now prevailing wUl be beneficial to crops 
of all kinds here.

The directors of the carnival held an im- 
portant meeting last evening and tbe sev- 
eral committees were called upon for re- 
ports.

HE DIED NEUR SEATTLE, 



The Career of Ansel White Is 
Finally Traced to the 
Crave. 



The Inheritance Which He Never 
Received Will Be Divided 
Amons His RelatlvoB. 



SEATTLK, W,\sii., April 27.— A special 
to the Post-IntcUigenoer from Port An- 
geles, Wash., says: 

Ansel Whlto, the man referred to in the 
Fost-Intelligencer's dispatch of April 25 as 
being heir to an estate valued at $4,000,000, 
has been traced to this county, where he 
died in May, 138S, on his ranch, located 
between this city and Dungeness. 

It was stated In the papers it wa.s sup- 
posed that one of those unknown bodies 
found Hoating in the San Fraiu i--i o Bay 
was that of Ansel White, yet during tbe 
past two years W. Pierpont White, a son 
of insel White's nephew, has been seareh- 
ing for the lost heir, or for conclusive evi- 
dences of his death. 

He was traoed from his home in Utiea, 
N. Y.-; to MiaMnui and thence to Califor- 
nia, iriiere aB traoe of him was lost. 

The nephew then advertiaed in the 
pai>ers, and, from a description contained 
in the Post-Intelligencer, C. F. Clapp of 
Seattle recognized in Ansel White a 
rancher of Dungeness, whose place was 
next to that owned by Hon. Smith Troy. 
He immediately telepruphed this informa- 
tion to Mr. While at .'^an Frani:isr,), and that 
gentleman ciinie to Port An>:eles for the 
purpose of meeting County Auditor John 
W. Troy, who, for many years, was a 
neighbor of Ansel White. 

The identity of the dead man was fully 
established dnring the oonrersation be- 
tween these gentlemen, for Mr. Troy re- 
called many circumstanoea which White 
had spoken of as having oeonrred during 
his early life as, for instance, the fact of his 
been a schoolmate of ei-Governor Seymour 
of New York, and Pierpoint White was so 
confident that he had at last succeeded in 
tracing the missing heir to his grave that 
he left at once for New York, and stated 
before leaving that within two weeks two 
attorneys would be sent from New York to 
this city, whose mission It would be to 
secure legal and conclusive data in order 
that the will might be again probated and 
tbe 14,000,000 divided among the sixteen 
heirs, who have been waiting for fifteen 
years for the information now obtained. 

Ansel White had lived for twenty years 
on his farm east of this city, and at the 
time of his death he was 76 years of age. 
He was a sin^rle man, living alone, and 
was eicr-ed in-.'ly eccentric, yet he was well 
informed, esoi^cially on the political ques- 
tions of the day. Just pri6r to his death 
he had sold his farm at a nominal price, 
retaining a life interest in it, and ;it the 
time he died was supposed to have in his 
possession a conaiderable sum of money, 
vet none was ever found, and the neigh- 
bors were oompelled to sell his personal 
effects in order to pay his funeral ezpenses .

BOCKFOBD, Iifc, April 27.-The Grand 
Jury, after an investigation of a week, re- 
turned three imiictments to-day against 
George .lacob Schweinfurth, the pretended 
'■Messiah, " who lives near this city, charg- 
ing him with living openly with Mary 
Waldon, Isabel Tuttle and Hargnerito Teft 
Weldon. The women were also Indicted. 
A capias was Issned for Scbweinforth. 
The indictments caused general rejoicing 
among the people, who hope to break up 
the place. 

Sheriff Olirer went to the "heayen" this 
afternoon with a warrant lor tbe arrest of 
O. J. Schweinfurth, indicted by the Grand 
Jury. The alleged "Me??iab" did not 
come out of the house for an hour after the 
arrival of the officer?, but tinally accepted 
service without resistance. 

The Sheriff also had an execution to levy 
on his personal property on account of 
George W. Coudrey's J50,000 judgment ob- 
tained in Chicago, but every door and 
window was k^t etoaely locked and 
guarded and he was nnable to get in to 
make tbe levy. 

Schweinforth was under arrest and in 
custody ol the Sheriff in Rockford in six 
hours, but was finally bailed out, the bond 
being signed by the Wcldons. The bond 
is only good until Monday morniiii,', when 
Schweinfurth, Mary Weldon, Isabel Tut- 
tle and Margaret Weldon will probably 
enter pleas to the indictments returned 
against them. The investigation of the 
place has created a great sensation.

GAINESVILLE, Fr.A., April 27.— A let- i 
ter h.i? been received here from one i,>f tbe 
camp? nf Cuban insurs,'ent3. It was written 
to a friend in this city by Captain Hanna, i 
the Pennsylvanian in command of an in- i 
dependent company of American volnn- , 
teers from tbe insurgent camp near Puerto 
Principe, Cuba, April 20. He says: 

"After many days of battle we are in 
sight ot Puerto Principe. We left Camp 
Liberty on the mornine of April 14 and 
proceeded all day without noteworthy in- 
terference. Next morning we broke camp 
at :.'W o cloi k. About noon our advance 
guard was fired upon by Spanish guerrillas 
under command of Captain Ballabao, who 
mistook our advance guard for smallbands 
of insurgents. Our main command came 
on a double quick, and when Captain IJal- 
labao saw bow strong our forci s wero he 
promptly surrendered. We captured fifty- 
tire with their arms and equipments, losing 
three men killed and seven woimded. 

"We again took the march, camoing at 
4 r. H. Dnring tiie night our spies brought 
word that the Spaniards were out in force 
about six miles to the front and intended 
to give us battle in the morning. Colonel 
Artlno, who was in command, ordered us 
to advance and surprise them, but we 
found them dr.iwn up in lino of battle and 
ready to receive us. By this time it was 
almost daybreak. We soon fo\ind that 
thej- outnumbered us two to one. My 
company, together with Companies B, C 
and D, were sent at the Spaniards' center. 
Companies E, F and 6 were sent against 
their left and Companies I and K and the 
Texas Rangers were sent to break through 
their right, if possible. 

"Though battery and troops of cavalry 
were posted with us, my company had the 
honor of leading the charee. Our Oatltng 
guns did havoc among their ranks. The 
enemy held their fire until we were within 
IW yards of them, when they opened a 
deadly fusillade, doing much damage to 
our ranks and staggering us. We soon 
rallied aud in a moment were among them. 
Our Winchesters soon did tbe work and 
the Spaniards were flying from before us. 
They rallied and tried to dislodge xu, but 
having the advantage we held our own, 
driving them baok in oonfnsion. Again 
they charged, but eaeh time they were re- 
pulsed with heavy loss. 

"On the right the Rangers were as suc- 
cessful as ourselves, but on the left our 
forces were having a hand-to-hand conflict. 
We went to their relief and the victory 
was soon ours. Out of 1800 men we lost 
235 killed and wounded. Our colonel was 
killed, together with two captains and 
eight lieutenants, one captain being 
among the Rangers. 

"We came in sight of Puerto Principe on 
the 18th. We have been harassed by the 
enemy constantly on the march. We ex- 
pect to be re-enforced by two regiments of 
infantry to-morrow, when we will attack 
Puerto Principe, which is defended by a 
large force of Soaniards. In our battles we 
secured a supply of ammunition and arms, 
with a large stock of supplies. From ll^e 
prisoners we have learned that the enemy 
we engaged consisted of the Second and 
Fifth battalions of Spain and an infantry 
regiment of the regular army of Cuba. We 
are receiving help from the United States 
daily, and, as every Cuban in tbe insur- 
gent ranks has entered with the expecta- 
tion to win, we are hopeful."

It Is Probable That the United 
States May Be Forced Into 
the Difficulty. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 27. The 
events of the day in Jiplmnatic clrclts licre 
were the landing of the British tro at 
Corinto, the abandonn.eni of tl etov nby 
tlie native official? and the popu:.itioh, and 
the shrewd move of ilie Nicara(,''.«ns i de- 
claring Corinto a oIomxI port. Th- : r^t 
news of the prcat event lanie ii the liier- 
noon. Dr. Guzman had been vaitiiifT for 
several hotirs at the State Uepartmeiit to 
see SeereUry Gresbam. He wa^ in a fever 
of anxiety and in the absence of news from 
his own Government came to '. arn vhat 
the department nad received iB to tlie 
British movements at Corintfi He was 
unable to see the Secretary thi' niori.-ng, 
as Mr. Gresnam had been scffer.np frc :n a 
severe toothache and was ••bii^f 1 to s) - nd 
some time in a dentist's ol.air. At i; jon 
theMini>:cr returned to liis li nie i om 
luncheon and found there two e.epr.ims 
from his Government, forwanleJ frjiii :~aii 
Juan del Snr, the Xicaraguan e li le ,iort, 
' about 125 miles south of Corinto. The first 
cablegram stated that the British troops 
bad landed at Corinto and tliat the British 
flag was flying over the town, which had 
been deserted by the Nicaiagnan oliicials 
and the native inhabitants. 

The second cablegram showeti that the 
antborities had gone to San Jnaa del Sar, 
cutting the wires connecting the cable 
port with Corinto so that the British fdrces 
at the latter place could not communicate 
with their home Government except by 
sending a boat to the cable stat on. The 
main body of the Nicarapiuins, who had 
ahandonca Corinto. had crossed a lapoon 
v. h: ii «e; .iraies the town from be n:, in- 
land, and had strongly entrenched them- 
selves. This information was promptly 
communicated to the State Deparment. 

Dr. Onzman, who has been in il-health 
and has suffered so mnch from the nervous 
strain of the last few weeks as to be obliged 
to take to his bed this aftemooi. would 
not do so until he had gone thrmeh the 
rain to see Secretary Greshtm, and 
otlicia'lv fnmmunicate the substance of 
his e. ■ ■ jr to him. The new<, it was 
appar' ::t, was not exr)ected by the State 
Department, which had never Dclieved 
that the Nicaraguans would ^ro to the 
length of permittins the occupition of 
Corinto in preference to paying the in- 
demnity. That the only diihcult.v in the 
way of a speedy settlement of the troable 
was that arising from the trouble ex- 
perienced by the Nicaragnan Govtmment 
in raising the money hastily, and hat the 
British admiral would be induljent on 
this point when only satisfied of he dis- 
position of the Xicarazuaus to comjly with 
the terms of the nitimatnm otherwise, had 
never been doubted by the departm-nt. 

For this reason the first reports of the 
occupation of Corinto received at the de- 
Xmrtment from unofficial sources wure dis- 
credited and doubts expressed as tt their 
accuracy. The Secretary had beenjinable 
to obtain definite information from^isown 
agents as to the action of the BritisU. prob- 
ably for the reason that Mr. Balir, our 
Minister to Nicaragua, is not at pretmt in 
that country and there is no chaise at 
Managua. There is a consular agt it at 
Corinto, Henry Palazio, but he is n t an 
American, and could scarcely be tdied 
ui>on in a matter of this kind to kee^ the 
department informed in the absent of 
express orders. The situation at CoT.nto 
is now regarded as ominons of 8^.oiu 
trouble, for the dispatch^ indicate Vhat 
the Nicaiagtuuu are disposed to resist sny 
further advance by the British. 

The information reaching here is to 'be 
eSect that the Nicaraguans may furtier 
isolate the British at Corinto by bumiig 
the bridges across the lagoon separating 
the town from the mainland. The Briti h 
position is said to be very bad from a 
strategic standpoint. 

The town is jpractically on an island, b'- 
iug separated from the mainland by 
stretch of marshy ground. This is trav 
ersed by bridges, and without them Corint 
Is cut off from the shore. The Nicara- 
guans have retired to the shore end of tht 
bridges, and those well informed on the 
situation believe that if the Bri^sh make 
any movement to cross the lagoon tb^ 
bridges will be burned and the little band 
of Nicaraguan troops will make a stand 
against further encroachments. The Brit- 
ish are evidently apfirehensive of trouble 
on this score, as indicated by the cable- 
grams from Colon showing that the thr»p 
vessels, the Royal' Arthur, the Wild 
Swan and the Satellite, have been so 
placed as to command the town with their 
guns. It is probable that this disposition 
has been made so as to insure the occupy- 
ing forces, numbering about 400 armed 
men, from an attack from the Nicara- 
guans rather than with any deliberate pur- 
pose of bombarding the town, for there is 
no evidence that the British desire to ad- 
vance into the interior at present, and it 
was certainly not a part of the original 
programme of operations as made known 
tfi our Government to bombard the place. 

The news of the situation at Corinto 
created i eoninidtion here, and particularly 
in the .State iJepartment. Sir Julian 
Paimccfote, the Brilisli Embassador, came 
to the department, and after remaining in 
private consn!'a;iun with Secretary 
Uresham for a shcirt iime the two repaired 
to the War Department to consult with 
Secretary) Lamout. The latter was absent 
at the time, but, coming in later, repaired 
immediately to the State I>epartment and 
talked over matters with the Preaident. 
Later on the news eame to the department 
by the AssociaUd Press from Colon, that 
the Nicaragnan Government had made a 
sharp move by declaring Corinto a closed 
port. This was evidently a disturbing , 
element in the cal. Illations, for Assistant 
Secretary ITli! was at r,nee dispatched to 
the British emba-^y ,„ t-Asnfcr with Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, most unusual pro- 
ceeding in departmental etinnette. 

It was said at the embassv that Rir 
JulUn Pauncefote, the British " Euibx.ssa- 
dor, bad not received confirmation from 
the Foreign Oftice of the British oocnpati .n 
of Corinto up to the close of the embassy 
at S o'clock. The embassy did not expect 



direct information from London, as it is 
said the Foreign Office has no occasion to 
communicate with the British representa- 
tive at Washington. 

There can be no doubt that the action of 
the Nicaragnan Government in declaring 
( orinto a closed port has seriously oom- 
plicateilthe most troublesome question, 
and even if there is no reseirt lo lio-lilities 
at jire.sent. it opens a prospect of alarming 
events in the future, which may, and, in 
fact are even retrarded as likely to involve 
the I nited States directly in the affair, in 
spite of the earnest di.sposition of the ad- 
niif.;>tr.ation to avoid the entanglement. 
The action means that no poods can now 
be entered at Corinto, a port which has 
heretofore xeoeived over half of t he imports 
into the Country, without violating the 
national law of Nicaragua. The British 
may collect duties if any goods enter the 
place, but the latter would be liable to 
seizure the moment they crossed the Brit- 
ish lines into the interior. They must do 
thisto tind a inarKet, for the coast, being 
ui- :iea!i liy. thin-y populateo, and the 
gn .it loiisinning i lass of the population 
]i^ , s in the interior. 

1 he lirsi iffect of the decree closing the 
p. rt. there: 're, will probably be to divert 
n- arly all ii not the entire import trade of 
tl.e place to San Juan del Sur, or perhaps 
R>-alajo, a seaport near by, for it is im- 
probable that many merchants will take 
t ' e chances of getting their goods into 
> carag';.! through the British lines 
1 der tl ■ circumstances. In this case 
t e leii^'th of the stay of the 
' ritish ai Corinto is problematical, coii- 

tional as it is upon collecting enough 
. VI line ;rom customs to make good the 
.iidemnity demanded. But another con- 
sideratii'M arises at this i>oint, for our 
riovern^ ent has been assured that the 
.^irt;patiou will not be perniauenl, and 
indeed Uie tirst paragraph of the Clay ton- 
liulwer treaty expressly pleages Great 
Britain against any occupation of Nicar- 
aguan territory. So the problem will arise 
how to collect the indemnity within a 
reasonable time. This may be settled 
summarily by simply extending the occu- 
pation and blockade beyond Corinto, so as 
to include all of the Pacific ports of Nicar- 
agua. From the disposition shown by the 
Nicaraguans at present this can be done 
only by force and is likely to add very 
largely to the expense incurred in the col- 
lection of the indemnity, which items will 
surely be added by the British to the 
original sum. 

This course, moreover, will seriously em- 
barass the commerce of the United States, 
and on this point Great Britain has given 
Secretary Gresham certain assurances of 
the manner in which the British may be 
sure of attaining their ends by a prompt 
declaration of war and an invasion of Nic- 
aragua, involving the capture of the capi- 
tal, Managua, and the imposition upon the 
Nicaraguans of the British terms as the 
price of peace. 

It may be that the British government 
will be driven to the latter course in the 
interest of trade, our own as well as that of 
her own merchants, which she is bound to 
safeguard. If goods entered at Corinto after 
payment of duty to the British occupants 
should be seized in the interior the own- 
ers, British or American, would have every 
claim for reparation. The only question is 
as to whose duty it would be to secure this ; 
whether the United States would feel 
bound to intervene in the case of an^mer- 
ican merchant in stich case and therein 
lies one of the factors which may involve 
our country directly in the dispute. It 
has b(cn asserted as a hard-and-fast rule of 
international law that duties cannot be 
twice collected, and our Government has 
taken an advanced position on ttaSs dues- 
tion. 

At one time, when the diplomatic rela- 
tions between Great Britain and Mexico 
were interrupted and a revolutionary move- 
ment was in progress in the latter country, 
a British ship entering one of the revolu- 
tionary ports of Mexico paid duties upon 
her goods to the insurgents. Afterward 
the Mexican Government again assessed 
the duties upon the same goods, holding 
that tixe insurgents had no authority to 
make the. first collection and refusing to 
recognize it. The British Minister, Sir 
Edward Thornton, appealed to our conn- 
try. Great Britain having no representa- 
tive in Mexico, to secure the release of the 
goods from this imposition. We acted 
very promptly and ohliL'cd the Mexicans to 
release the good-^ and lo acknowledge 
the principle that duties cannot be twice 
levied. This case differs in many impor- 
tant features from the present one from 
the closure of Corinto and it is ditficlut to 
ascertain the application of international 
law in this case, although the general 
broad principle would seem to be similar.

of Great Britain for an indemnity for the 
expulsion of Consul Hatch and other Brit- 
ish subjects from 'Bluelields, has decreed 
the closing of the port. On account of this 
action of the Government, the Panama 
Railway Company has issued notice to 
the agents of the various steamship 
lines, whose vessels run to the isthmus, 
notifying them of the close of Corinto, in 
order that they may take the necessary 
action to protect freight and passengers en 
route for Corinto.

TOLEDO, Oaio, April 27.— The small 
steamer Sadie Shepard of Port Huron 

foundered and sank five miles northeast 
by e.ist of Tortle light, just outside of 
Maiinies Bay, this afternoon. The vessel 
had a load of salt from Marine City to 
Toledo, and cjirried a crew of seven men. 

It in thought that they are all safe e.t- 
cept one man, w ho is not yet accounted 
for. There have been heavy winds on 
I,ake Erie for two days, and the Sadie 
Shepard had a very rough passage across 
the head of the lake. 

While about half way between Monroe 
and Turtle light her machinery broke 
down, and shortly afterward she was 
swamped by the heavy sea. 

The first news of the wreck was received 
here in the shape of a message from Vien- 
na, Mich., signed by the captain of the 
vessel and asking for help to be sent into 
the lake, as there w<*re still two men on 
hoard. The tng F.oy was sent out and 
found the engineer, Albert Uamlin, float- 
ing on the dccichonse and nearly exhausted 

by cold and e.xponure. 

Hamlin was in such a mental state that 
he was not able to give a very coherent ac- 
count of what happened, further as to the 
vessel. He says that the captain and four 
of the crew left the sinking craft in the 
yawl, but does not explam why all of the 
men were not taken and he and a seaman 
named Elmer BK>wn left on board. 

ftrown put on a life-preserver and 
jumped overboard, and it is feared that he 
was drowned. It is presumed that the 
men who left the wreck in the yawl were 
saved though nothing definite has yet 
been learned from Vienna. The Shephard 
is lying in about twenty -live feet of water.

Orations 
on Grant were delivered by Luther Latlin 
Mills of Chicago and General 0. 0. How- 
ard, and military exercises afkd martial 
songs completed the programme, which 
was carried out in the presence of about 
4000 people. 

The Marquette Club celebrated the an- 
niversary by an elaborate banquet held at 
the Auditorium. President Dewitt of the 
club made a happy aildress, anil Mr. 
Houtelle evoked fre(|uent cheers from his 
audience as he narrated the career of 
Grant and recounted his military achieve- 
nients. 

William Warner of Missouri, ex-com- 
mander of the Crrand Army, came next 
with a speech on "Ameri;an Patrioti.^iii." 

Francis X. Schoonmaker of New York 
spoke at some length on "The Party of 
Grant, paying tribute to the work of the 
Republican party since the close of the 
war. Charles L. Holstein of Indiana came 
next with a reply to the toast of "The Vol- 
unteer Soldier," and Rev. Frank Gunssulus 
of Chicago brought the formal exercises of 
the evening to a close by reading an orig- 
inal poem on Grant. 

This afternoon between 5 and 6 o'clock 
Mrs. Grant and Mrs. Sartoris held a recep- 
tion at the .\iniitorium Hotel, greeting the 
members of the Orand Army, who called 
in large numbers.

Congressman William A. Smith of Ten- 
nessee, the next speaker, reverted to 
Grant's policy in Santo Domingo, and 
takingthe news from Nicaragua as a text, 
made a plea for the Monroe doctrine. 

Senator Pritchanl of North Carolina was 
the next speaker, his references to the 
progress of the South under the Republi- 
can regime being one of the features of the 
meeting. 

GALENA, Iix., April ST.-Oalcna paid 
homage to-dav to the memory of her 
great soldier-citizen. Grant. The city was 
in gala attire. Flags floated from all 
public buildings, and every private house 
and business block wss decked in flags 
and bunting. 

The exercises of the day began at 2 
o'clock, when a special train arrived from 
Chicago bearing Hon. Henry 0. I>talirook 
of Omaha, the orator of the day; H. 11. 
Kohlsaat, Thomas Nast, Melville K. Stone 
and others. A parade formed at the Illi- 
nois Central station and moved to Tiwner 
Hall. The column was headed by Dr. B. 
F. Fowler, grand marshal, with forty 
mounted aids and G. A. R., Union Vet- 
erans' Legion. Company M, Illinois Na- 
tional Guards, and civic organisations were 
in line. 

At Turner Hall J. R. Brown, president 

of the day, introduced the proceedings 
with a short speech. Rev. George D.

The event 
was of more than usual interest on account 
of the near approach to completion of the 
Grant monument in T?iverside Park. 

General Charles H. CoUis presided. 
Among those at the principal table with 
him were General .1. M. Schotield, ex- 
Oovernipr I 'anienm of Vir>:inia, Colonel F. 
I), (irant, Henry K. Howland, General 
Nelson A. Miles and General (i. M. Dodge. 

General Miles resp>nded to the toast, 
"Grant with the Army of the Potomac." 
He paid a touching tribute to Grant, and 
said he was the greatest general who ever 
lived in this or any time. 

Ex-Governor W. E. Cameron of Virginia 
responded to the toast, "Grant Before Ap- 
pomattox; After Appomattox, the Friend 
of Confederate Soldiers." He said in part: 
"There was a time when in the North as 
well as the .'^outh Grant's ability as a gep- 
eral and his magnitude as a man were 
alike misunderstood. But happy is he to 
whom increasing knowledge deepens the 
respect and broadens the admiration." 

Keferrinii to the close of the war, the 
speaker said : "No terms were required of 
them siive the disarment and a pledge 
against renewed hostility.

And by 
such gentle methods it was that Grant, 
after subduing tb« martial ability, con- 
quered the gratitude of the confederation." 

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 27. -The Amer- 
icus Republican Club gave its annual din- 
ner to-night in honor of the birthday of 
General V. S. Grant. C'ongrps.sman John 
Dalzell was toast master. The speakers 
were: Senator W. 13. Allison of Iowa, 
Congressman William P. Hepburn of Iowa 
and Congxessmaa Charles 8. Grastmor of 
Ohio. 

Mr. Hepburn responded to the toast, 
"The Republican Party," devoting bis 
remariu to the tariff legislation enacted by 
the BepnbUeaas and ttselbct upon the 



field of labor and the indnstrial lifs of the 
country.

shot and killed by Robert Luscomb, ex-

To-night she sought shelter in Luscorab's 
house, claiming that her husband had ill 
treated her.

As he (Sanger) had warned 
his wife that he would kill her if she went 
to Luscomb's he was afraid for his own 
and his sister's safety and he fired. 

Mr. Luscomb says Mrs. Sanger has suf- 
fered the harshest kind of treatment from 
her husband and is now under the care of 
a doctor. Mrs. Sanger's body is black and 
blue from the beatings her hu>band has 
given her and she has been under a doc- 
tor's care for several days. 

Emil Sanger is the president of the 
Sanger Sons Company, manufacturers of 
sash, doors and blinds, and is the well- 
known bicycle rider's elder brother. Lus- 
comb is the son of one of Milwaukee's old- 
est and best-known families and is a lead- 
ing lawyer with a large practice.

Crisp Speal<s of the Next 
Choice of the Democrats 
for Preslden't. 



At the Same Time He Sets Forth 
His Views* on the Stiver 
Question. 



KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 27.— A spe- 
cial to the Times from Atlanta, Ga., says: 
Speaker Crisp, who is at his home in 
Americus, in an interview with a corre- 
spondent to-day, declared for the free 
coinage of silver, and gave it as his opin- 
ion that the Democrats should nominate a 
Western man for the Presidency. In the 
course ni tlie interview, which is quite 
lengthy, Mr. Crisji says, among other 
thiiiL'S: 

• There should never have been any 
doubt as to my position on this question. 
1 made a sjieech for free silver ten years 
ago, before anybody but politicians had 
considered it I stand to what I then said, 
and I have never varied. 

"The disposition of the tariff clears the 
way for the settlement of the silver ques- 
tion. That question is now fully before us." 

"Will it be the issue before the people 
next year?" 

"It will," said he; "and in such a way 
that it must be settled directly — not by 
subterfuge or evasion, but openly, so the 
people may understand it. Tlie majority 
of American people in both political parties 
are in favor of the restoration of the free 
coinage of silver. They are to-day behind 
the free silver movement, and will push it 
on to success and have free silver re- 
established to its old equality with gold. 

"In the next campaign the rehabilitation 
of silver will be the main and controlling 
issue upon which tne Democracy will ap- 
peal to the people. The platform to be 
adopted in 18i)6 should declare for the free 
coina;:e of silvr'r direct with a set of princi- 
[iles re^IlMnlling to the ileniands of the 
common pe.)ple. We should select a good 
man with a record iilentilied with 
the nominal sentiment that now controls 
the party. The only fear I have is not 
that people are not in favor of free silver, 
but that the free silver people, who are in 
the majority, may divide into factions. 

"lam," concluded Mr. Crisp, "in tevor 
of the free coinage of silver, as I have 
always been, and the Democratic voters 
will declare for it next year. The talk of 
Mr. Cleveland for a third term, under any 
conditions, has no basis. The people will 
not make that break in the record. His 
views on the financial question are not 
shared by the people."

Naval Supplies Fixed by Congress 
and Cannot Be Changed by 
Any Officer. 



WASHINGTON, D. C, April 27.— The 
officials of the Navy Department are net- 
tled by the frequent severe criticisms upon 
the insufficiency of the naval rations 
which emanate from the Pacific Coast 
ports. 

The Secretary has no hesitation 
in ascribing thera to the " bumboat-" 
men and the keepers of shops patronized 
by- sailors who have been deprived of 
handsome "pickings" from the sailors, by 
the enforcement of the order limiting the 
the number of rations in a mess that may 
be commuted or turned into cash by the 
sailors ana spent ashore. 

The naval ration is fixed by an act of 
Congress and it is not within the pow er of 
any man, -even of the Secretary of the 
Navy, to change it, either by in- 
crease or diminution. The naval 
officers assert that it is the most 111)- 
eral of any furnished to the sailors of 
the naval powers and that a vast majority 
of the people of America are not as well 
supplied with good wholesome food as are 
our sailors. The ration as fixed by the law 
includes the followipg staples, all, it is 
said, in sufficient quantity for any person : 

Bread, flour, pork, beef, preserved meat, 
beans, peas, rice, dried fruits, butter, toma- 
toes, coffee, tea, cocoa, sugar, pickles, 
mslasses, vinegar, fresh meat and vege- 
tables. 

When within reach of a market, the law 
is so construed as to ])ermit a wirie 
range of foods under these general heads. 
For instance, the sailor may have fresh 
bread or biscuit, under the head of floiu-. 
He may have cornmeal, hominy, oatm^, 
rye and cracked wheat. 

If he tires of beef and pork ha may try 
mutton, veal and poultry, or he can turn 
to canned beef and mutton, ham, bacon, 
sausage and fish. 

Any kind of fresh vegetables the market 
affords may go ou the mess table, and for 
de.-sert he can fall back on dried apples, 
peaches, raisins, currants, prunes, figs and 
dates. 

Hut the sailor who still has an ungrati- 
fied appetite may indulge it, for in every 
mess of twent)--four persons six rations 
may be commuted each day, involving 
$1 80, which may be applied to the pur- 
chase of luxuries. 

No distinction in persons is made in the 
issue of naval rations, and the admiral 
commanding the fleet receives the same 
rations, no more nor less, than the young- 
est apprentice aboard ship receives, and 
can receive only the same commutation for 
each ration. 

The food supplied the ship from the 
market must be carefully inspected when 
brought aboard the ship, and to Insure 
good quality and good cookery the captain 
tastes a sample ot eaen meat cooke^ for the 
men. 

No one can withhold the full ration from 
a sailor, and he has simply to go to "the 
mast" to have a complaint entered, and, if 
he persists, a board of three officers must 
be appointed to inquire into it and see that 
the law is complied with.

SUSHKEDS MABE HOMELESS. 



Immense Damage Done to French 
Provinces and the Loss Will 
Reach Ten Millions. 



EPniAL, Fr.\>-ce, April 27.— The cnor- 
tnous reservoir near here burst to-day, in- 
imdatiiifr many village? in the district and 
drownint: many people. So far thirty- 
eight b("i;.- i. i.r been recovered. The 
damage to proin rty is tremendous. 

The Great Bousey dyke <a the Epinal 
district of Vosges, it now appesrs, btust at 
' 5 o'clock this morning. The cubic area of 
the dyke is 8,000,000 meters. A great rush 
of waters followed. It is impossible at this 
hcnir to get a correct estimate of the 
damage done or the number of lives lost, 
but from the number of bodies already 
found tnc indications are that the loss of 
life will be very heavy. 

Tlif railways in all directions arc inter- 
rupt pd and a large inimhpr of villages are 
entirely Hooded. lu some places entire 
houses were swept away and large trees 
were torn up by the roots. 

The reservoir was close to the village of 
Bouaey and connected with the Uanal de 
I'Este. The breach caused the msh of 
water is over 100 meters broad. 

Everything possible is being done to 
rescue the imperiled persons. Many fam- 
ilies are still in danger. The authorities 
arc also takiuj; steps to provide relief for 
the homeless. Assistance and cupplies 
will be sent from the nearest point. 

Later.— It seems the disaster caused by 
the bursting of the dyke at Bousey is more 
serious than was at first supposed. In a 
single commune, that of XJzogeney, seven 
kilometers from the scene of the disaster 
proper, twenty -three persona were 
. drowned. At Nomozy, eight bodies have 
been found. 

Whereyer the water flowed it destroyed 
every thin« in its path. The village of 
Bousey, with its extensive pisciculture es- 
tublisluiieiits, has disappeared. The steep 
vertical banks of the Canal de I'Est burst 
and cmi'tied a reach of water eleven kilo- 
meters lonp in the Aviere Valli'V, which 
the Hood foflowed to Xomoxy, where it 
flowed into the River Moselle. 

At DsmeiUnea all the houses were de- 
stroyed and few were spared at Anxirges. 

Hundreds of families hare been rendered 
homeless, and many who were asleep at 
the time lost even the bedclothes. The 
burst reservoir, which supplies the canal, 
is situated at Bousey and was formed by a 
dyke .jiXi meters long. It was built during 
the y.ars from l'-79 to 18M and was 
strengthened in 1889. 

It consisted of a wall of masonry twenty 
meters high and twenty meters thick at its 
base. The fouiidaiion was nine meters 
deep. The bed of the reservoir is of 
natural rock. The dyke was regularly in- 
spected, and no signs of weakness have 
been detected since 1890.

lliinois Democrats to Declare 
for the White 
Metal. 



Good Progress Being Made In the 
Educational Campaign for 
the West. 



CHICAGO, Ili,., April 27.— The most 
sensational political development for many 
a day in Chicago, if not the entire West, 
was made public this afternoon. The 
coming Democratic State Convention in 
Illinois will, beyond all doubt, declare for 
free siWer without an international agree- 
meet of any kind, and the movement is of 
such strength that other Western and 
Bontbern States will be prevented with 
great difflrnlty, if at all, from following the 
lead of Illinois. As a party, the Hemo- 
crals of Illinois are doomed to disorganiza- 
tion. The authority for these statements 
is John Mayo Palmer, the corporation 
counsel of Chicago, a decided "goldbug," 
and a son of United States Senator Palmer, 
who has been leading the money fight of 
the administration in Illinois. 

"The sentiment in favor of free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 
to 1," says Palmer, "without international 
confermce or agreement, seems to have 
taken complete possession of the Democ- 
laey of Illinois, outside of Cook Cooa^. 

"I eonfened with men of all shades of 
opinion npon the sobject, with the BepuUi- 
eans as well as Democrats. I talked with 
Republicans, because sometimes the 
lookers-on see more of the game than the 
players. I met old frionds with whom I 
cauld talk coulidentially and got the impres- 
sion that while there is a very strong and 
respectable sentiment throughout the 
Btate in opposition to the currency theory, 
yet the opponents of 16 to 1 are without 
otganitatton, ai^aieatly without any am- 
bition to succeed, and are singularly silent, 
while the rilver men are Tigotoos, active 
and aggiessive. 

"It seems to me utterly impossible that 
the opponeuts of 16 to 1 silver should take 
any iKirt in the .Tune convention to make 
any seri'iiis impression. The convention 
will, unquestionably, declare for 16 to 1 
without conference with any nation. 

"We who oppose that view, although 
there are some differences of opinion 
among us, will as a rule take no part in the 
convention, although in some counties 
delegations will be sent composed <rf iMd- 
ing men to reyescnt both views, wholly 
irrespective of the sentiment in that par- 
tiealai locality. 

"There has been a great deal of unneces- 
sary personal Irritation and controversy 
over this subject, which is very much to 
be deplored. There will be a goo<l deal of 
talK about 'reading men out of the party.' 
The immediate effect of the expected dec- 
laration will be to disorganize the Demo- 
cratic party in this State, if such a thing is 
possible.

1896, will be theieorganisation of both par- 
ties on new lines. Those who, like myself, 
may be called Conservatives have a faint 

hope that we may be able to in- 
duce the convention in June to 
declare that it is inexpedient to 
draw party lines upon the silver question 
by a State convention, but I confess I have 
no very great confidence that we would be 
able to secure this. Unless the refuiial of 
the Democrats who agree with mo 
to take part in the convention 
shall lead the' party elsewhere to 
believe that Democratic senUment is not 
thoroogliiy represented by the eonven- 
tion, this declaration will have a very 
strong and powerful influence upon the 
parties in the Western and Southern 
States, bnt will n.>t, I think, affect any-

LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 27.— United 
States Senator CuUoni of Illinois, who ar- 
rived in this city to-day, said: "Silver 
sentiment is growing rapidly. The Repub- 
licans will settle the matter in the next 
Congress satisfaot<mly to the people. I 
think there will be a combination of Popu- 
lists and Republicans which will control 
the House and elect whoever is a Republi- 
can candidate to the Presidency. I am not 
looking for this nomination, as has been 
reported." The Senator is here to investi- 
gate harbors. 

SALT LAKE, Utah. April 27. — The 
Tribune has received a letter from Gover- 
nor Kickardsof Montana in which he says: 
"The forthcoming silver conference to be 
held in your city on May 15 promises to be 
a success far beyond our anticipations, and 
will, I believe, prove an initial step in an 
aKgressive ednoational campaign for free 
silver.

Georgia Finds More Profit In Them Now- 
adays. 

This is the center of the watermelon dis- 
trict, which covers an area of about 150 

miles square, including the southwestern 
portion of this State and the northwestern 
portion of Florida, and when the season 
opens the freight department of the rail- 
roads in this section move their headquar- 
ters til Tiionuisville and the telegraph com- 
pany sends down five eitra operators to 
handle the increased busiuess occasioned 
by the purchase and shiijnienl of the crop. 
The seasons lasts about two nmnths. bo- 
ginning with July and ending with August, 
and last year between 7000 and 8000 car- 
loads were shipped outside the State, car- 
rying an average of 1200 melons to a car, 
which makes a total of about 9,000,000 mel- 
ons contributed to the Northern and West- 
ern appititi-s. 

That the crop of the approaching season 
will be even greater than that of last year 
is indicated by the amazing fact that 52.000 
pounds nf seeds have alrrady l)een sold at 
the single town of Montioello, and as my 
informant remarked : 

"That's a right smart lot of them, when 
you come to consider that a watermelon 
seed don't weigh nothing." 

I can obtain no complete report of the 
sales of seeds from any other town, but the 
dealers here tell me tlie demand is greater 
than ever before, and one grocer claims to 
nave sold $1.V'0 worth this month. 

Thf watermelon business has become 
systematized during the last three or four 
3'ears, and the prohts are so great and so 
certain that one would think everybody 
would go into it. But there is a curious 
conservatism among the elder planters 
and a prejudice ajfainst all innovations in 
agriculture and everything else, so that 
the old-fashioned people stick to cotton 
even at 5 cents a pound and look upon 
watermelon-raising as a degraded Yankee 
trick. While it is true that a few enter- 
prising Yankees taught these people the 
prolit in watermelons, a great many of the 
younger native farmers have gone 
mto tne business and cLjih- equally well. 

The first ripe melons that come in bring 
prices that are comparatively enormous, 
often 1200 a car, or from 15 to 20 cents each ; 
but as they get more plenty the rates come 
down and about August 1, at the height of 
the .season, farmers are lucky to get $25 a 
car, although tlicre is a fair profit even at 
that rate. The average for the year is 
about Sol.) a car, and as an acre of good 
ground will produce several carloads it 
will be easily seen that there are few more 
yirofitalile crops. No agent will buy 
melons weighing less than eigh'.een 
pounds. The small ones, called "culls," 
are sold in the local market and fed to 
hogs and cattle, and hundreds of thou- 
sands of them are left to rot upon the 
ground.J 

The greatest item of expense in raising 
melons is to carry them to market. AH 
the cnltivafion necessary is to plow the 
ground and plant the seeds and koep the 
weeds down by going over the soil two or i 
three times during the season with a small j 
plow or a harrow, and then "pull" the [ 
melons when they are ripe. Fifteen or \ 
$'20 an acre is ample to cover all possible 
expense, except the hauling, but they are 
so bulky and light that it takes several i 
wagon-londs to fill a car, and most of the ' 
farms are a considerable distance from a 
railway station. 

It is a curious fact that the soil abso- 
lutely refuses to furnish two crops of 
melons in succession, and it never pays to 
plant the same field oftener than once in 
three or four years. The wisest farmers 
alternate between corn, cotton and water- 
melons, making the latter crop tverv three 
yean.— Thomas vil le ( Fla. ) letter to Chicago 
Record. _

"With dogs it is different. The dog 
steps upon the zinc, laps his long tongue 
into the milk, and then throws a back 
somerset. He wants no more after that, 
but tucking his tail between his legs, 
streaks out of the yard as qolckly as 
possible. 

"If you want to tiy it ywu needn't use a 

whole pail of milk. Just take a crockery 
dish and it will answer just as well. Milk 
is cheap vip our way. you know, and I took 
the first thing that came lutndy."— New 
York Sob. 



RERUN, Germaxt, April 27. — The 
curious spectacle of Germany arm in arm 
politically with France and Russia in re- 
spect to the far East has completely taken 
the Germans aback. Germany has never 
been in such a position since before the 
war of 1870. According to trustworthy in- 
formation the Emperor himself is respons- 
ible for this turn of events, and it must 
be admitted he made a score in the game 
of politics in view of the fact that France 
is acting in concert with Germany against 
the natural inclination, which is amply 
shown in the comment^ >'f the French news- 
papers, in which dis>at i.^lactiou is ex- 
presseil at thr KriMu li i^uveniiiu ni in en- 
tering into a lumbinatiou witli (iermany. 

The imimrtant part whicli the l-lmperor 
took in bringing about this situation is 
quite equal to his previous exploits on au- 
tocratic lines. Up to the middle of last 
week Germany's policy was non-interven- 
tion in the aSairs of the far East unless 
her interests were directly interested, and 
an official statement at the end of the past 
week was to the effect that Germany would 
not interfere with the terms of peace im- 
posed. 

A sudden change, however, then oc- 
curred, for as a result of the inter- 
change of telegrams between the 
Czar and Emperor William, through the 
intermediary of the i;\i'^sian Charge 
d' Affaires at Berlin, his 'Majesty took the 
reins into his own hands and in view of 
certain expressions and half-implied 
promises made by the Czas' directed a 
change in diplomatic action in consonance 
with the views of Russia. 

The Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, was 
then away from Berlin visiting his estate 
at Schilllngsfurth, and neither his advice 
nor that of Freiherr Marshal von Bieber- 
stein, the Imj.erial Secretary of State 
for Fireign Affairs, was sought or 
given. I'rince Hohenlohe in tact did 
not return to Berlin until last 
Wednesilay and in the lobbies of the 
Kicchstag on Tuesday it was rumored that 
his position was shaken and Count von 
Eulenberg would probably replace him. 
The Chancellor is in failing health and un- 
able to devote himself as steadily to his 
functions as previously. Nevertheless, the 
rumor of his resignation is erroneous, or at 
any rate premature. 

The people of Berlin have been im- 
mensely entertained by the duel which 
has been proceeding between the Govern- 
ment and the Municipal Council nf Berlin 
on the question of the anti-rcvnlutiii;iary 
bill. The facts are that the magistracy 
of Berlin resolved to petition the 
lU-ighstag against the bill and in- 
vited the Municipal Councilors to 
press their adhesion to the magistrates 
petition. Herr von Koeller, the Secretary 
of State for the Interior, however, stepped 
in and directed the provincial President of 
Brandenburg to command the magistracy 
to refrain from presenting the petition and 
from inviting the Municipal Councilors to 
join them. This was done, whereupon a 
meeting of the magistracy and Municipal 
Councilors was held, and it was 
then n-^ulvcd to convoke a great 
meeting at this place of the city 
magistrates and munieii.al councilors from 
all parts of Cermany on May The sup- 
jKirt reeeiveil since then promised tliat the 
meeting w^ill be the occasion for an im- 
posing demonstration against the bill, the 
adoption of which all liberals agree would 
be a death-blow to freedom of speech in 
Germany. 

In the meanwhile the Mnnicipal Council- 
lors, in nowise overawed at Herr von 
Koeller's action respecting the magistracy, 
determined to persist in presenting their 
own petitions. Herr von Koeller then 
ordered the President of Brandenburg 
Province, Achcnbacb, to enter an objec- 
tion to the petition of the ' Municipal 
Councilors. 

Burgomaster Zello aooordiagly appeared 
at the I'hursday's sitting of the MMnicii>al 
Cceinnl and presented this objection, but 
the Councilors unanimously declined to 
recognize its validity and directed their 
president, Dr. Langerhaus, to forward the 
petition to the Reichstag inunedlately. 
This was done yesterday and President 
Achenbacb telegraphed to President Lan- 
gerhaus threatening him with a fine of 300 
marks if he forwarded the petiti<m. 

The petition, however, had been for- 
warded to the Reichstag twelve hoots 9ie- 
viously and President Achenbsdi neelved 
the laconic reply: 

"Too late." 

The Government is thus pl.aced in a sub- 
limely ridiculous jiosition and the Berlin- 
ers, who have a keen sense of humor, are 
intensely amused at the whole affair. 

As can be imagined, the matter is not 
viewed in the same light by the Govern- 
meut, and reports are current that Prince 
Hohenlohe and Herr von Koeller have 
fallen ont about the Mil. The lAter will 
undoubtedly resign if the bill is rejected. 

The programme of the ceremonies at- 
tending the opening of the Baltic and 
North Bea canal are now virtually settled. 
About twenty-two warships, German and 
foreign, are expected to take part in the 
procession through the canal. 

The troubles of Turkey in connection 
with the disjiatch of a vessel to Kiel to 
take part in ilie ceremonies are affording 
amusing reading. The Turkish Govern- 
ment at first declined to take part in the 
naval celebration on account nf the poor 
state of its linances. The Kmperor wrote 
an autograph letter to the Sultan asking 
him to send a warship to Kiel. 

The Sultan stunmoned the Minister of 
Marine, Hassan Pasha, and asked liim if it 
was absolntely impossible to comply with 
Germany's wishes. The Minister carefully 
stated the formidable list on paper of the 
Turkish warships and found that be had 
only three frigates at bis disposal which 
were suitable, and these needed refitting, 
which would cost a gnat deal of time and 

money. 

Suddenly Hassan Pasha remembered 
that the Turkish Government bad ordered 
a taWgs torpedo-boat fam the Omaaaia 



ship-building yards at Kiel. This vessel 
is already built, but has not yet been paid 
toT on account of lack of funds. 

The brilliant idea struck Hassan Pasha 
to send a crew to Kiel and hire this lx)at 
for a few days of the festivities. Difficul- 
ties, however, supervened to prevent the 
execution of this scheme, and it was finally 
decided to order the Turkish cruiser Hey- 
belnnma to go to Kiel. 

The Emperor has signed an order giving 
for the first time in the history of the Ger- 
man army a new complexion to the big 
imperial maneuvers, 'which is exciting 
deep interest in army circles. Instead of 
the osnal evolutions, regular army maneu- 
vers will take place, the Emneror having 
Hxed the number of troops to take pait in 
them at llO.i.UKj. 

Bishop Fitzgeralrl of New Orleans, La., 
is in Berlin, presiding over the European 
-Methodist conference. There are 300 dele- 
gates in attendance. 

The lower house nf the Prussian Diet 
has adopted Herr Camp's motion that 
preference be given to home products in 
purchases by the State of agricultural 
produce. 

During the course of the debate Herr 

Hammerstein-Loxten, the Minister of 
Agriculture, announced that the Govern- 
ment had decided, as an experiment, to 
establish in the chief trade centers cereal 

warehouses for the use of agricultural 
societies at cheap rentals. 

The second read ing of the anti-revolution 
bill has been (ixed for May 6.

LOXDON, Eng., April 27.— The English 
football season is closed and the West- 
minster Gazette publishes its annual foot- 
baU "butchers' UU." The "biU" shows 
that during the season there were 
twenty deaths from injuries received 
on the football field and that over 1-50 legs, 
arms and coUar-bOnes were broken, be- 
sides many cases of concussion of the brain 
or spine, paralysis, kneecaps split and hun- 
dreds of minor casualties. 

The committee appointed to raise funds 
for the purchase of the residence of the 
late Thomas Carlyle in or'Ier to fit it up as 
a Carlyle Museum have already collected 
£1700, and it is expected the purchase will 
be completed in May and that the museum 
will open in June. 

Carlyle's writing-desk was among the 
articles recently auctioned off at the sale 
of the belongings of Oscar Wilde. It 
brought fourteen guineas, and was proably 
secured by an American. 

Some curious details have been pub- 
lished here regarding the wardrobe of the 
Prince of Wales. 

It appears that lie jiossesses seventy uni- 
forms, at an average cost of £170. It is 
added that he pays 12 guineas ($02 50) for 
a frock coat, 15 guineas (about |78) for a 
dress suit. For trousers he pays 4 gtiineas 
($21). His ordinary trousers will cost 8 to 
10 guineas ($42 to 962 60). 

Daring the Lohdon season the Prince 
consumes two frock coats per month, and 
he uses about a dozen suits annually. He 
has an immense numl>er oi ordinary suits 
of clothes, and never wears one more than 
two or three times. 

In addition his shooting suits cost 300 
guineas a year. The Prince has three silk 
hats every fortnight and never wears a pair 
of gloves twice. In shoes he is the best 
dressed man in the kingdom. 

During the week the continental carnival 
with its battle of flowers, etc., was intro- 
duced into England at Eastbourne, the 
fashionable watering - place, and will 
doubtless become an annual feature here. 

Buyers from all countries, including the 
Fnited States, were present this week at 
the annual horse fair at Lincoln, where 
horses of every class were on exhibition. 

The great wheel at Karl Court, imitated 
from the Ferris wheel, was linished to- 
day, with the exception of the woodwork. 
It is said to be an improvement ami is 
much larger than the Chicago wheel, and 
has been sixteen months in building. 

The Earl of Lonsdale, who is a member 
of the Dnnraven syndicate which is build- 
ing Valkyrie III to compete for the Amer- 
ica's cup, has been elected commodore of 
the Royttl London Yacht Club. 

The late Mr. Comey Grain, who died 
shortly after bis partner, German Reed, 
seems to have done fairly well with the 
management of St. George's Hall, tor he 
left a fortune of $.SO,000.

Richer was a bay colt by Bucca- 
neer, and in l"!?!) was owned by A. Bal- 
tazzi. Tiiere were Jiti siibscribers to the 
Derby stakes in that year, and fifteen 
horses started.

POLITICIAIISJUST WE 

Governor Budd Wants More 
Time to Appoint the Board 
Of Health. 



Attorney Robert Y. Hayne Has De- 
clined a Place on ttte Code 
Commission. 



"I can't appoint the Board of Health 
before the middle of May," Governor Budd 
declared yesterday. "I'm going home to- 
morrow and I won't be back to San Fran- 
cisco till Tuesday. Before I give ont any- 
thing definite about the personnel of the 
board I want to spend a week or ten days 
in consultation with the Democrats of this 
City. The appointments, therefore, cau' 
not be made until the latter part of the 
second week of next month. 

"I assure you, too, that the only reason 
I have not made the appointment before 
is that I have not been able to give the 
matter sufficient thought. I know the 
politicians are disappointed, but I can't 
help that. I do not want to displace an 
able man toapi>oint as his successor a man 
I know nothing about. 

"I intend to carry out my first intention 
of giving audience to the doctors and lead- 
ing Denjoc ruts of the l^'ity. In this way I 
can learn everything that ca;i he said "for 
or against any particular candidate. You 
can rest assilred, though, that I have no 
one now in view. Of course I have my 
friends, but I have not fixed upon any one 
delinitely.'' 

Governor Budd had little to say about 
the lesser patronage connected with the 
Health Othce. That little was to the 
point. He declared that he did not intend 
to try t' 1 I'ont n il t he minor ii laces. 

"I have neither the time nor the desire," 
he said. "Of course, I may make sugges- 
tions, but as to dictating appointments, 
such a thiug is utterly foreign to my 
ideas." 

A number of Republican otlicials were 
spoken of. These gentlemen will have to 
meet grave charges from the Democratic 
politicians. The Governor smiled when 
they were spoken of and said that there 
need be no fear of those gentlemen remain- 
ing in office. 

This is in line with the desires 
of the horde of hungry politicians 
who aie looking for places. The declara- 
tion will meet with their clamorous ap- 
proval. In fact, every possible removal 
that is left untouched will cause bitter 
complaints. They feel assured that this 
announcement sotmds the political death- 
knell of the Superintendent of the Aims- 
house and the men whom his influence 
protects. 

"The Code Commission will beappointed 
in a few daw," said the Governor. "Of 
course, O. P. Baldwin is to be one of them. 

I am .sorry to say that Mr. Hayne will not 
be able to accept the place. I have decided 
upon another Democrat to fill the position, 
however." . 

Who 'this other Democrat was the Gov- 
ernor would not state. His reason was thas 
he wante^l to have the matter definitely 
settled before he made it public. If there 
were still a doubt the friends of opposing 
candidates, he feared, would make uis life 
miserable by jilying him with pleadings, 
arg\imentf and acciisations. 

"I have not had time to devote my- 
self to an investigation of the affairs of the 
various State institutions yet," he con- 
cluded. "You may rest assured that I will 
redeem my pledges in thatparticnlar, how- 
ever. My peregrinations over the State 
will begin snortfy, I hope. Then I will see 
to it that every possible leak is stopped. 

"No more canvasback ducks will be 
charged as contingent expenses," he 
ad<led. "And those contingent expenses 
will now have to be closely explained and 
the reason for them given." 

The liovcrnor said that he had no 
changes in view in tlie directorates of these 
various institutions, although he would 
undoubtedly make some in order to be able 
to insure a personal supervision of their 
affairs. As yet he declared he had not had 
time to con^i(ier where these changes 
would be aiUisable. And as a proof of the 
truth of his statements, he pointed to the 
fact that he had not yet been able to con- 
sider the proper men to appoint to fill 
three vacancies in the board of directors at 
the .Renews and Mendocino asvUifns. 

'•All I know, now," hesai<1, "is that I 
am going to the university banquet to- 
night. To-morrow I'm going to slip home 
and I will not be back to .San Francisco 
till next Tuesday, when I will try to ar- 
range to meet the Democrats of the City in 
order to decide npon the Board of Health 
department. 

"A Kepu'olican? Yes, sir. I have not 
changed my mind on that point. I do nob 
intend to appoint one Republican mem' 
on the board."

SIOniAH LEMOH SWUfBLE. 

Imports From Messina and Palermo 
Prove to be Spheroidal Stones. 
At an auction sale of 16,000 boxes of 
lemons from Messina and Palermo on 
Wednesday 240 boxes from the latter 
place, instead or containing lemons, 
were found to be filled with old paper, 
etc., topped oft' with layers of spheroidal 
stones of the shape and size of lemons, 
neatly wrapi)ed in regulation fruit- 
wrapping paper, says the New York Tri- 
bune. 

The strangely petrified lemons were im- 
ported on the steamship I.argo Bay, under 
the following circumstances: An Italian 
fruit-jobber in this ciiy for whom the lem- 
ons werefbrought, obtained a credit with 
some reputable bankers in Palermo, 
through a large fruit-auction firm in this 
city. 

He then wrote to a shipper in Palermo 
to send him a certain number of boxes of a 
certain kind of lemons, and to get what- 
ever advances might be necessary on the 
shipment from the bankers with whom he 
had established his credit. 

Tlie shipper, by smuggling his bogus 
leiiiuns aboard the Largo" Bay among a lot

some of his scientific investigations. Mr. 
Mills' object in studying science was 
to apply scientific methods to the study of 
the real truth in preparation fol''hiii doser 
work — that of a minister of the Sweden- 
borgian church. 

After leaving Harvard, Mr. Mills was the 
minister of a society in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
until his health broke down, when he re- 
sumed his scientific pursuits. His life has 
since been spent in the practical applica- 
tion of geology as a consulting geologist. 

From his boyhood Mr. Mills has lieen an 
earnest student of economic questions. In 
188.'i he published an article to slum- that 
according to the Christian law of service 
"service, and service only, entitles any 
man to share the service of his fellow 
man." In putting forth this principle in 
the article he felt that his brief expres- 
sions were unsatisfactory and incomplete, 
for the reason that in his condition of 
knowle<lge at that time he could indicate 
no way in which to apply this law to ex- 
isting conditions. X few weeks later, how- 
ever, he had the time and opj>ortuiiity, 
while stormed-stayed in the Sierras, to 
read Henry fieorge's "Progress and Pov- 
erty," and there In the single tax he 
found what he considered the way of ap- 
plying the (Christian law of service to the 
actual conditions of life and to secure all 
the blessings to society of the divine law 
of economics obeyed. 

Mr. Mills considers the expounding of 
his views the one sole aim and object of 
his life. Prominent single-tax advocates 
think very hichly of hisviewson the ques- 
tion, which he has expressed both in the 
lecture hall anil imlilic iirint.

George \V. Rumble, one of the two men 
who were lined $200 or I'lO days in jail by 
Judge Joarhinisen on Thur.suay for run- 
ning the "clock game" at fil.'i Market street, 
is wanted for a more serious offense. 

Yesterday morning Mi.ss Maggie Kane, 
1250 California street, appeared in .ludge 
Low's court and swore out a warrant for 
Rumble's arrest on the charge ot grand 
larceny by trick, fraud and device. 

The complainant said she went to Enm- 
ble's office, and at his suggestion pat np 
$,''iOOonan investment of 15,000 bushels of 
wheat in the Chicago market. After pay- 
ing over the money she walked toward the 
door and had just reached it when Rumble 
called out to her, "You've lost, the uiarket 
has changed," 

Miss Kane declared she had been robbed 
and immediately went to the City Hall 
and swore out the warrant. When a police 
oilieerwent to Rnmble's office he was in- 
formed that Rumble had taken all the 
money out of the cash drawer and had not 
returned. 

Miss Kane is not the only lady who has 
suffered heavily by buying wheat on mar- 
gin. An old lady, whose name could not 
be ascertained, had been notified by the 
Hibernia bank that a mortgage oil her 
property would be foreclosed. She had 
12000 in the bank and was foolish enough 
to risk the $2000 on a similar investment to 
that of Miss Kane, with a like result. She 
fainted when informed of her loss and is 
said to be in a critical condition. These 
are not the only women who are losers by 
Rumble's manipulations, and they be- 
sieged his oflice yesterdav morning in the 
vain hope of getting back a portion, at 
least, of the money they had so foolishly 
parted with. 

Charles D. Bush, Ramble's partner in 
the "clock game," swore est a warrant 
ycsteiday forth* aiiwt of A. H. Ifbniaoa,

How a .Pair of Clever Schemers 
Sold but Did Not Deliver 
Forelsn Bonds. 



The publication by the Calt, of the facts 
in connection with the closing of the doors 
of the Koyal Security Exchange and the 
departure of Managers Hirsch ami Wachs- 
mann for the East created a genuine sensa- 
tion yesterday among the unfortunates 
who had invested money in that concern. 
The deserted office in the Donohoe build- 
ing was besieged throughout the day by 
angry investors, and had either of the in- 
dividuals named been present it is quite 
likely he would have fared badly. 

"I lost $100 by the escapade," said a 
young clerk, who declined to give his 
name. "I bought an Italian Red Cross 
bond for f-T, about sixteen months ago, 
for which In as t ■ iiay $1 a month. Sev- 
eral months ago I paid all but %2 of the 
original $27, and then Wachsmann induced 
me to take a bond for $60, he giving me 
credit of $25 thereon, and I agreeing to pay 
)f2 50 each month. 

■'I obtained some money recently and de- 
cided to invest it in these bonds. 1 got 
one for $lo0, and paid all but $30 on it. 
Wachsmann told me that I would draw 
something in the shape ot a prize in July, 
and that induced me to keep on paying. 
The eagerness of Hirsch and Wachsmann 
to exchange my bonds for other of greater 
value is now apparent to me. The.y did 
not intend to deliver bonds when they were 
paid for, and under their system they were 
never )>aid for, as they kept customers in 
their debt continually. I think the police 
should get after these fellows and oring 
them back." 

(ierner Bros., the butchers at Valencia 
an<i Fourteenth streets, are suSerers to the 
extent of $100. They, too, were induced 
to exchange their bonds, and by this 
method Hirsch and Wachsmann were en- 
ableil to (>ost|ione tlie delivery of bonds 
until they were enabled to escape from this 
City. 

It is impossible to estimate how many 
people will suffer financial loss throug'h 
the oiierations of Hir.sch and Wachsmann, 
but the number is large. They dia an ex- 
tensive business in the country^ and had 
several agents traveling about m their in- 
terests. 

"They took in about $1-00 a month," re- 
marked an ex-employe of the firm. "It 
would not surprise nie if they got away 
with $10,000. It is well known that neither 

Hirsch nor Wachsmann had any money 
when they embarked in the huMiiess, but 
since that'time they have been living like 
lords." 

Mrs. W. Hartkop of 19.S2 College way, 
Berkeley, lost a bond worth $100 through 
the tirm. Wachsmunn iieiin ed her to ex- 
change a bond for that amount for a cer- 
tificate for $10<t, hut when she discovered 
that the certificate was valueless she 
demanded the return of her bond. Of 
course the demjind was refused, but 
rather than take the matter into court 
Mrs. Hartkop allowed the swindlers to 
keep her property. 

It has been ascertained that the firm put 
off all their customers who demanded that 
their bonds be delivered by stating that 
each would win a prize of not less than 
$17.') in the Kur-Hessen redemption in 
July. Despite the absurdity of this state- 
ment it succeeded in setting at rest any 
possible doubts that might nave been en- 
tertained by the purchasers and gave 
Hir-cli Hud' Wachsmann time to prepare 
their plans for leaving the City. 

Hirsch is an Hungarian, and has been in 
this country four years. Wachsmann is a 
f.'reigner. aud has lived in this city five 
ve.irs. He was formerly in the employ of 
Pulitzer & Co., brokers in the Stock" Ex- 
change building. While with this firm he 
was detected in some shady transactions 
and dismissed. Subsequently he openeii a 
shirl-faclory on Stockton street with in- 
different success. A fire occurred there 
one day, and he was strongly suspectetl of 
knowing how the tire originated. He is 
married, and has a wife and family living 
on Sacramento street.

Safe Beneath the Mole, the Wheel Mole 
and the Gun. 

"The Ninth Cavalry was the first regi- 
ment to use the HotchUss mountain gun," 
said Captain Pay, "and the way that gun 
was hauled about by our troop was a cau- 
tion. Lieutenant Humphrey commanded 
the gun outfit in our troop, and he could 
hit an ordinary target with it as far as it 
could be seen.

CAN BE m FAR AWAY, 



What Distanoes at Sea the 
Lights on the Coast Are 
Visible. 



HOW THE AIB HAS DECEIVED. 



Professor Davidson Tello of Some 
Strange Phenomena Due to 
Rafraotlon. 



Navigators will be interested in Professor 
George Davidson's correction of a state- 
ment that "the highest order of light in 
operation in the United ^States liRhthouse 
service can be seen only twenty-one miles 
in clear weather." When asked about it 
yesterday Mr. Davidson, whose work in 
the Government Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey has made him informed of facts ad 
infinitum, sMd: 

"The statement is wholly erroueoup. 
The old lighthouse on Point Loma, ban 
Diego Bay, 4G2 feet above , the sea, was 
visible at sea from a height thirty feet 
aoove a ship's deck a little over thirty-six 
statute miles distant. The present south- 
east Farallon light, off the Golden Gate, 
which is 300 feet above sea-level, is visible 
under similar conditions nearly thirty- 
three miles away, iloreover, yon will find 
in my 'Coast Pilot,' on page 200 of the last 
edition, that this light is clearly visible 
from Sulphur Peak, near the Geysers, at a 
distance of seventy five miles, or ftl.4 
nautical miles. Sulphur Peak is 3471 feet 
above sea-level. 

"All visitors to Mount Diablo know that 
the light on the southeast Farallon can be 
easily seen from there— a distance of sixty- 
two miles. The Cape Mendocino light can 
be seen thirty-five miles. Aud had the 
lighthouse on Point Reyes been built on 
the hifrhest jioint of that headland the 
focal plane would have been 020 feet above 
the sea and the light could be seen over 
fortv miles away. 

"the fact is we do not know how far one 
of our first-class sea coast lights may be 
visible; it is a mere question of elevation, 
and thereby overcoming the curvature of 
the earth. There would be no difficulty in 
seeing such a light as the southeast Faral- 
lon from Moimt Shasta to Mount Diablo 
at 3 a. II., when the refraction is greatest 
and overcomes the curvature of the earth's 
surface by lifting up, as it were, object^ 
That distance is 244 miles. 

"It has been asked why. then, the coast 
lights were not located iipon tiie highest 
altitudes possible. I can answer that With 
one word— fog. When, in the '50s, we un- 
dertook the location of these lights, we 
naturally started out to do that very thing. 
We placed the original light at Poiiit I^ma 
at an altitude of 462 feet ; that at Point 
Conception, near the west entrance of the 
Santa Barbara Channel, feet; that at 
Point Bonita, 306 feet; that at Point Reyes, 
020 feet, and several others likewise. But 
the experience of navigators, both mer- 
chant-marine and naval, satisfied us that 
the lights should be lowered whenever 
practical, for the reason that the most 
usual fo^;s arc pencrally from 15(1 to 200 
feet high— that is, their under sides, I may 
say, are that height, leaving a clear stratum 
of air beneath. So we lowered the Point 
Loma ligtit to 90 feet, that at Point Con- 
ception to KJj, roiut Bonita 12t;, made 
Point Reyes over 300 feet lower, and Car* 
Mcares, which is now 223 feet, was largely 
cut down to that height. 

"Some lights have had fo he built high 
to avoid the sea swells and waves, like that 
on St. Georges reef, which is 145 feet, and 
the Tillamook mefclight, oft the Columbia, 
which is ISSfeet, and other lights we have 
not been able to get any lower, or we 
would. These are; The southeast Faral- 
lon, ,360 feet: Point Bur. 272; Point Arena, 
156; Cape Mendocino, 43, and Cope Blanco, 
256. Among the very low lights are: 
Point Pinos, 91 feet; Cape Arago (Coos 
Bay), 75, and Point Adams on the Colum- 
bia, which is 99 feet, and is frequently vis- 
ible when Cape Disappointment, across the 
river, 232 feet high, is enveloped in fog. 

"I incidentally mentioned aerial refrac- 
tion a little while ago. Well, a great many 
peculiar phenomena are due to it. Owing 
to it a light may be actually repeated in 
the air vertically above the real light. 

"This refraction has been responsible for 
the discoveries by famous navigators of 
many islands which never had any ex- 
istence. A celebrated instance of this was 
the reported discovery of the island of San 
Juan (called also St. Johns) in the 8anta 
Barbara Channel. Martini'Z made that 
discovery in 178y during a passage from 
Monterey to San Bias, and in Vancouver's 
narrative you can find a very matter-of- 
fact reference to it. Vnncnuvei- said he saw 
it from the ^an Diego presidio during a 
very < lear evening. The truth is, it was 
simply the island of San Clemente lifted 
up, a))parently, by refraction. Captain 
Cook reported the discovery of some such 
islands m Bering Sea. 

"Refraction has fooled the Aleuts fre- 
qnentlv. Once upon a remarkably clear 
day with northerly winds they saw islands, 
as they report, to the southeast and north- 
east, and many trips were made to reach 
them, the liussian Commercial Company 
sending out vessels on that mission. In 
1867 I investigated the matter, and found 
that each direction was on a line with one 
of the highest peaks of the Aleutian 
Islands, and that what they mistook for 
islands were these peaks, which had been 
so liftea up as to make them easily visible. 

"Why, up in the Arctic, navigators, 
owing to this refriK tion, soiiictinies plainly 
see vessels which they know to be actually 
between 80 and 90 miles away, andyetthey 
become so plainly visible as to be ^stin- 
guishable. 

"I have had some amusing experiences 
on land. Once while locating the .San 
Pedro base line on the Los Angeles plains 
1 was most laughably deceived. You know 
we use white fJags and the .■\Iorse system 
for signaling. Well, my man was' some 
distance away aud it appeared to me that 
he was siKnaling all sorts of things which 
neither I nor Mephistopheles himself 
could interpret, and what 1 wanted was 
that flag to be kept still. Tlie more it sig- 
naled the madder 1 became. 1 felt like 
communicating back a few phrases that 
would best appear in print m plain dashes, 
but the Morse system is a little too slow for 
that sort of thing. Finally I went over, 
furiously, to have that fellow's scalp. 
When I got up to him I saw his flag lying 
on the ground. He told me it had been 
there all the time, so there was no scalp 
raised and I felt a little cheap. 

"I have observed most extraordinary in- 
stances of refraction from Mount Diablo. 
Three years ago I saw distinctly from that 
eminence across the Sacramento plains, a 
distance of 142 miles, the crest line of the 
Sierra Nevadas reflected in the sky. The 
mountain tops, except for being inverted, 
were an exact reproQuction. To make the 
matter conclusive there was my heliotrope 
signal on the tuii of Mount Conness 
(12,566 feet) repeated just above it, and the 
refracted light was nearly as bright as the 
real one. 

"During 1854, while on a bluff about two 
miles west of Port Townsend, and facing 
northward towanl Smiths Island, which 
is about the middle ol the Straits of Fuca, 
and noon whicti I had placed a signal on a 
site 1 had selected for a lighthouse, I saw 
a curious phenomenon. The day was re- 
markably calm— not a breath of wind nor 
a cat's paw. Some beach-comber had built 
a tire on the Point Partridge beach on 
Whidby Island, a few miles east of Smiths 
Island. 

"The smoke from it ascended in a perpen- 
dicular column about 1000 feet high, and 
then it was bent at a sharp angle and 
soread out horizontally to tue westward. 
My eyes followed that smoke until I saw- 
distinctly the inverted imago of Smiths 
T>iland in the sky. There it was with its 
f' W trees all there, aud mv signal on Its 
western end— a pole about forty feet high. 
I levejed my theodolite, carefully turned 
the telescope and moved the middle verti- 



cal thread upon the refracted signal. Then 
I turned tne telescope downward to 
Smiths Island and the signal proper, and 
the direct image of the signal was on the 
vertical thread. 

"I saw a very curious thing in 1880. It 
was late in the spring and I was making a 
night observation from the south station 
of the Yolo base line. The sign;il I was 
using was for azimuth observation. I uo- 
ticea it change from an apparent star- 
light to a series of pristuatically colored 
images racing up anu down the vertical 
thread through a space of five minutes ol 
arc, equivalent to a vertical distance of 
about fifteen feet. There was nO hori- 
zontal refraction becau.se the images kept 
on the vertical line. The line of sight 
from the telescope to the signal passed 
within twelve feet o* the earth at a point 
middle way between the two stations. 

"Another remarkable phenomenon due 
to refraction: The heliotrope signal at 
Mount Diablo during the daytime pre- 
sented the appearance of a great irregular 
flame issuing from the smokestack of an 
iron furnace. For two weeks I was unable 
to correctly locate this object owing to its 
great unsteadiness and area. It was 
about forty-six miles long and seemed 
about fifty feet in diameter. 

"This distorted image was occasioned by 
tlie irregular refraction of the beam of 
light from a heliotrope signal pass- 
ing throi!":h the warm air of the Pa- 
clieco Valley, then through the cold air 
rushing through the upper part of Snistm 
Bay. afterward through the very hot air of 
the low country, thence through IMxon to 
Davisville. 

"To give you an idea of what havoc re- 
fraction may play with calculations, 1 
need only say that from the summit of 
Diablo the summit of Shasta would be 
visible at 3 o'clock in tha morning, 4iX) feet 
above the ocean level, eight miles south 
ol Colusa, but at noon, when the refraction 
is least, the top of Shasta would he 400 feet 
below the tangency of the line south of 
Colusa. And mind you, refraction is not 
dissociated from even very dear weather."

DEATH OF QPEEJ OATEESnTE. 

A Famons Xad Woman of a New York 
Asylum. 

For the last twenty-three years there has 
been confined in the Kings Ckiunty Insane 
Asylum at Flatbush an old woman 'who 
was known to the attaches of the insti- 
tution and to all visitors as "The Queen." 
She died on Saturday afternoon from a 
stroke of apoplexy, aged about 80 years, 
says the New York Advertiser. 

General Superintendent Sylvester said 
yesterday that he could not divulge the 
Qi:een's real name, as he did not know if 
her relatives would like it. For twenty- 
five years this woman has imagined her- 
self Queen Catherine of Russia, and has 
insisted thst she always be treated by ordi- 
nary mortals in a manner befitting to one 
of her high station. On all other subjects 
she was comparatively sane, and would 
talk intelligently for hours, provided her 
visitors showed . her the proper respect 
from the time they were introduced to her. 
She always required the "bending of the 
knee," as she expressed it, and in return 
for this obsequious salutation she would 
give a haughty nod of her head. 

All visitors to the asylum were instruct- 
ed before goine into her presence just how- 
to act, and a:iy failure on tlieir part to 
show a proper amount of respect always 
put her in a bad humor. She never l>e- 
came violent, however. All the attendants 
humored "'The Queen," and even her 
daughter and other relatives, who called 
on licr often, were always as respectful 
and humble as she desired. 

Nearlv every visitor to the asylum dnr- 
iuL' tlie"last score of years has seen "The 
t^iieen." f^hortly after she was taken to 
the asylum she made herself a crown 
about two feet tall, which she nearly al- 
ways wore when visitors called upen her. 
This crown was made of pasteboard and 
covered with red cloth. Around. the bot- 
tom and up the sides were sewed every 
conceivable thing in the shape of a trinket 
or an article of show that she could 
hold of. 

There were beads and buttons of every 
discription, with pieces of colored glass 
and a number of small bright pieces of 
metal that had done service as pocketbook 
clasps, shoe buckles, hat ornaments and 
keyhole plates. These she called her jew- 
els. Topping off the crown was a large 
feather which one of the nurses had se- 
cured for her from a feather duster. 

Besides the crown. Queen Catherine had 
a arcss which she had ornamented in a 
like manner. When in Iter full regalia she 
wore, hanging loosely over her shoulders, 
a big brass chain of many folds. 

"I don't know how she got the idea that 
she was a (iueen," said the superintendent, 
"and I don't believe her family knows. 
She was not of foreign birth, nor were her 
parents, so I don't think the idea came 
from the belief that she had noble rela- 
tives. 

lOE-BOTJITD LABEADOE. 

A Mijed Comuiuuily Consisting of 
Trappers and Hunters. 

.Sometimes Labrador is ice-bound from 
September till June, but through all this 
long and dreary winter the lighthouse- 
keeper on Belle Isie must maintain his 
watch to be ready to liglit the lamp when 
the break-up comes. For months he sees 
nothing but frozen plain, uncertain of 
footing and impassable, and in the dis- 
tance the ice-sheathed cUffs of Newfound- 
land. The few who have made their way 
into the interior of Labrador say it is a 
vast wilderness of huge bowlders, varied 
only by morasses and lakes. An old 
French writer speaks of it as the "Land of 
Cain," and the latest explorers complained 
that they suffered bitterly from cold be- 
cause they could not And fuel enough 
to maintain camp fires. Often, indeed, 
they had difficulty in making even a little 
blaze for cooking. 

Naturally, such a country has not invited 
settlers, and it is not surprL-ing to learn 
that in its whole vast area— two and a half 
times as large as Great Britain aud Ire- 
land—there are not more than 4000 
dwellers; of these only about half are 
whites, the others being Esquimaux and 
Hudson Bay Company trappers and 
hunters. These are a shiftless lot who 
come down to the nearest company post 
early in summer and exchange their pelts 
for provisions, planting themselves down 
at the post and proceeding to gorge them- 
selves until tlieir entire stuck is exhausted. 
A pound of tea and a bag of flour is the 
most that one band of these "moun- 
taineers" has been known to carry back — 
all they had to show, except temporarily 
satisfied appetites, for their whole winter's 
work as hunters in that desolate region. 

These trappers and hunters are Indians, 
but always called "mooutaineers": while 
the Ksquimaux, who have notaarop of 
Indian blood in them, are called Indians, 
though "Huskies" is the favorite teiU for 
them among the fishermen. 'The fishei^ 
men, mostly Newfoundlanders, skirt the 
Labrador coast in summer in deep-water 
craft, or fill up the rough fi.shing-stages on 
the rocky islands, which, during the winter 
have been either wholly deserted or left in 
charge of a storekeeper. 

There must be some attraction in this 
wild life, for a keeper who, after living 
twenty years at one of these desolate out- 
posts of civilization, went to London for 
a little change, returned to Labrador as 
soon as possible, because he found London 
"so lonely"; and Hudson Bay Company 
agents who have given up their positions 
to go back to civilization have been glad 
to return to their posts. Thev missed the 
free, open-air life; out, above all, probably 
their autocratic sway, which makes them 

kings within the boundaries of the post.

The Fire Department is practically crip- 
pled for want of fuel and forage. Tlie 
Commissioners at their meeting last night 
were confroiitefi with a statement from the 
different engine, hook and ladder and hose 
companies, which showed that on an aver- 
age there was not enough feed for the 
horses to last over Monday night. In re- 
gard to fuel, there was only enough to 
serve for three or four hours at* fire; in 
other words, that a big tire wooid lead to 
the consumption of all the fo^ at the dis- 
posal of the department. 

The difHculty lay in the fact that the con- 
tractors had refused to give any further 
supplies of fuel or forage unless they were 
guaranteed payment of their bills. 

A resolution was introduced and adopted 
that the Supervisors be requested at once 
to see the contractors before Monday night 
and endeavor to make arrangements for 
further supplies, and failing that that the 
Commissioners endeavor to make arrange- 
ments with other contractors for fnrtner 
supplies. 

Joscjih Brandon of engine 10, who was 
charge<l with neglect of diitv, tendered his 
resignation, which was accepted. Krank 
Donneilv of honk and ladder 3 was fotmd 
gnilty of a similar charge and was fined 
fifteen days' salary.

The Potrero is booming. Not alone in 
real-estato transactions and the erection of 
buildings is that portion of San Francisco 
picking up, but also in the matter of street 
improvements. I'edestrians on Kentucky 
street, the main thoroughfare through 
which they were compelled to wade 
in mud two and a half inches 
deep or else give up walking and pay a 
nickel to ride in a smoke-begrimed one- 
horse car at the rate of two miles an hour, 
can now either walk on well-laid sidewalks 
or hop on an electric car and reach their 
destination in an eighth of the time for- 
merly required. 

The masses of rock which slide from the 
hillsides during every ratn and reach far 
out into the roadway no longer block traffic 
nor compel the pedestrian to take the mid- 
dle of the track in order to pass. As fast 
as the debris lands upon the highway it is 
removed by employes of the city and 
Kentucky street is kept clear. There is 
also an understanding with the bridge- 
tenders that the draw shall be swung shut 
as quickly as possible.

Judge ColTey Makes an Inquiry About 
TtaeBji tbe Oooaslon for an Kz- 
ptessloa on Women. 



The emergency meeting of the heads of 
departments of the City and County gov- 
ernment, held yesterday morning in the 
oflJce of the City and County Attorney, 
took no definite step toward the end for 
which it was called. That end was to 
pledge the salaries of all the employes of 
the City for one month or two months, 
allowing the money to be used for the pur- 
chase of supplies— fooil and medicines for 
the hospitals, Almshouse and jails, feed 
and coal for the I'ire Department, etc. 

There is no money in the treasury, but it 
is expected there will be enough from 
various sources of revenue to pay salaries 
during the next two months, but no more. 
The question to have been determined was 
whether the employes would keep their 
warranto in their pockete nntil the end of 
May and allow the money due them to be 
diverted to the other uses named in the 
meantime, accept what might remain in 
the treasury at the end of the month, and 
then hold out their May warrants In like 
manner for another month. 

It is difficult to realize that the City and 
County of San Francisco has come to such 
ail extremity as tnis, but the reiteration of 
those in authority and the refusal of the 
tradcspeoide lo sell it a barrel of tlour or a 
ton of coal, forces it home as a distressing 
fact. 

The plan of borrowing from the City's 
employes for a month or two the money 
which they have earned is an expedient 
suggested not so much because there is no 
other money as because it is declared to be 
law that the goods purchased duriin; this 
fiscal year must be paid for with the money 
of the year. The salaries of employes, 
however, do not come under this constitu- 
tional provision, because it is said they 
are a "c ontinuing" claim or obligation. 

So the tradespeople refu.se to furnish 
good.s Ix cHUse the money of the general 
fund for this fiscal year isexhau.stcd.and the 
money of the next liscal year cannot be 
leitaliv paid to them, while the clerks may 
withhold their warrants, allow the trades- 
peoi>le to take it and themselves be paid 
later on. 

The salary list amounts to abotit $1.30,000 
a mouth, and would be ami>le to rover the 
situation, but there are drawbacks to the 
scheme besides the fact thai the authori- 
ties are by no means a unit in their judg- 
ment about its fulfilling the conditions of 
the law. 

As a first essential to carrying out the 
plan, however, the employes must consent 
to it, and at the meetiiiL' held yesterday 
there was not manifested that eagerness to 
do so that was anticipated by the father of 
the idea. The argument was offered by 
several of the heads of department that 
the men needed their money a:id very 
many had drawn their month s salarv iii 
advance through brokers, and the brokers 
cannot be pledfted. Their being required 
to wait for their money through another 
month those who .' ad not heretofore 
sought the brokers would be compelled to 
do so and "the brokers would rob them." 

But the gravity of tbe situation is such 
that everybody in the employ of the City 
admits that .some heroic maaaures must be 
taken, and the Ciiy Hall is suffering a 
nervous tension tlia lhas scarcely been felt 
before in its history. The salary question 
is being discussetl in every office, and 
another meeting will beheld on Monday 
at which it will oe Hnally determined. 

At the meeting held yesterday morning 
nearly every department was represented, 
there" being first, Ma.vor Sntro, City and 
County Attorney Creswell, t'ountv Clerk 
Curry, Street Superintendent .\sliworth. 
Sheriff Wlielan, Coroner Hawkins, IJeputy 
Assessor Herzar, Deputy Tax Collector 
Cook, Acting Chief Dougherty of the Fire 
Departnieut, License Collector Xewman, 
Clerk Williams of the Justices' Courts, 
Clerk Sullivan of the police court, Super- 
inteniient Titus of the City and County 
Hospital, Deputy Treasurer Jacobs, Chief 
Cniwley, besides Chairman Taylor and 
other members iif the Finance Commiitce. 

Chairmaii Taylor presided at the meet- 
ing and stated the case.

License Collector I^ees said that the 
clerks, like the firemen's horses and tbe 
people in jail, wanted to eat, and he 
wanted to know how it could be arranged 
if they had no pay. If they went to the 
brokers they wouhi he robbed. 

Assistant' Chief Engineer Dougherty of 
the Fire Department said the Fire Depart- 
ment horses would have to be provided for 
at once, and Deputy Assessor Herzer 
asked him if the employes in the depart- 
ment would be willing to hold out their 
warrants on behalf of the horses, 

Dougherty said he could only speak for 
himself— he would be willing. 

Mr. Herzer moved that the City Attor- 
ney be requested to draw up a petition, to 
be signed by the heads of departments and 
their deputies who were williiie to with- 
hold their salaries, and Hiram Cook, chief 
deputy of the Tsx CoUeetor's ofBce, seq- 
onded it. 

E. W. Williams, clerk of the Justices' 
Court, declared it to -be his opinion that 

those departments that had nothing to do 
with creating the dclicil should not be 
called upon to suffer through it. The 
warrants once withheld, he said, they 
would not be paid for six months and tbe 
brokers would eat them up with interest. 

Chairman Taylor said that it had been 
suggested to him, as another way out of 
the difficulty, that the street lights be shut 
off foracoiiple of months. Some|45,000 
could be saved in that way. 

Clerk Williams .said the only legitimate 
way out of it that he saw was to call a 
special election and secure the right from 
the people to levy a tax to pay the indebt- 
ed ness.

Creswell chine lo.his original suggestion. 
He thoneht the clerks would be willing to 
withhold their warrants if they were not 
placed at the mercy of over-greedy bro- 
kers. He thonght some bank could be in- 
duced to purdiaae them at s reasonable 
di.scount. 

M. Greenebaum, representing the associ- 
ated creditors, said that the merchants

The Board of Education will find itself 
in trouble next Thursday if a former 
teacher in the public schools does not 
change her mind before that time. 

Mrs. S. C. liaker is a teacher with a 
grievance against the board on account of 
certain acts alleged to have been commit- 
ted by that body, which she has vainly en- 
deavored to have it correct. The (|ue,s- 
tion involved is one of money, combined 
with unjust dismissal from the teaching 
staff of the City's public schools, and Mrs. 
Baker proposes to have the merits of her 
claim passed upon by the courts. 

The facts in the case, as told by At- 
torney J. A. Hall, who is Mrs. Baker's 
counsel in tbe proposed suit, are as fol- 
lows: 

"Mrs. Baker has been a teacher for the 
past twenty-five years, and is well known 
and liked in ncarlv every city on the 
coast. She was elected a regular teacher 
on October 14, 1890, having for five months 
before that time been on the substitute 
list. Mrs. Baker served as a regular 
teacher in the Washington Otammar 
School until the close of the term in Hay, 

"Then came vacation, daring which time 
sbe continned to draw her salary of $k) per 
month. Now tbe iXMition of the Board of 
Eaucation is that my client was simply a 
probationary teacher and subject to dis- 
missal at any time, bnt we propose to show 
that sbe was a regular teacher and was so 
regarded by them. At the close of vacation 
she went back to her school and to her as- 
tonishment found that sbe had no class, a 
gentleman having been placed in charjie. 
She was directed to tbe board and was then 
told that the first vacancy would be given 
her, the opportunity coming shortly after- 
ward in the Point Lobos school. Miss Mag- 
ner principal. 

"She stayed there two months and then 
went to the Jefferson School, teaching 
there during the months of Seidember, 
October and November, when her class was 
consolidated with another. Later Mrs. 
Baker was assigned to the Peabody Pri- 
mary and then went from place to place, 
as occasion demanded. On the l.'ith of 
November, 18iH, without the formality of a 
charge or trial, sbe was dismissed from the 
staff. Mrs. Baker claims to have been a 
regular teacher and, consequently, not 
subject to dismissal except on a spgcified 
charge and conviction. She seeks back 
salary and reinstatement." 

Everybody recalls the wholesale dis- 
charge of teachers in November last, Mrs. 
Baker, Mrs. L. E, Kider and Professor A. 
J. Itsell being among the number. The 
two last-named teachers were not satisfied 
with the summary action of the board and 
they carried their cases to the courts, 
finally winning a substantial victory, the 
court ordering that they be restored to 
their positions. It is on the strmgth of 
this case that Mrs. Baker hojies to secure 
a decision favorable to her. 



The Board of State Harbor Commission- 
ers met at U .\. m. yesterday for the pur- 
pose of considering the bills of A. Page 
Brown againsi the State. 

Governor Budd was not present at that 
meeting. Later in the day the Governor 
visited the Commissioners. There were 
also present the attorney for the hoard, 
Tirey L. Ford, and ex-attorney Mr. Btrat- 
ton, and these matters were informally 
discnssed. During the discussion the Oov- 
ernor stated the qnestiona that had arisen 
in the Board of Examiners, of which he is 
himself a member. 

Tbe Governor eaid that a question had 
arisen as to whether or not they should 
authorize the payment of the demands of 
Architect A. Page Brown for his services 
in relation to the new depot. He called 
attention to the act of .\.pril 1. 1872, fovind 
at pace 925 of the statutes of 1871-72. Tl»e 
first section of that act is as follows: 

When by any statute of this State power Is 

given to any State or county officer or officers 
or to any board of supervisors or corporation 
or any board of tmstees or commissioners or 
any person or persons created or appointed by 
authority of any such statute to erect or cause 
to be erected or constructed any State or 
county or other building or structure it shall 
be the duty of sneh officer or officers, board of 
supervisors, corporation or board of trustees, 
or couiniissuiners or <itlier person or jiersous to 
advertise for plans and specifications in detail 
for said bnildlng or other structure, and to 
state In said advertisement the amount author- 
ized hv law or otherwise to he expended for the 
erection of said building or siructure, and also 
the premium to be awarded to the architect 
whose plans and spedfleations for the same 
may be adopted. 

The question that arose in tbe Board of 
Examiners was as to whether the pro- 
visions of tbe act applied to work done by 
tbe State Board of Harbor Commission- 
ers. Judge Sanderson in a recent decision 
in a case before him determined that a 
similar act, that of March 23, 1876, in rela- 
tion to the erection of public buildings, did 
not apply to the Board of State Harbor 
Commissioners, for tbe reason that the 
Harbor Commissioners operate under 
special provisions of the Political Code 
which relate to Harbor Commissioners 
only and not to Slate officers in general. 

If the law f)Uoted in the foregoing should 
be determined not to be applicable to the 
Harbor Commissioners then the Board of 
Examiners will allow Mr. Brown's claim; 
otherwise they may conclude that the con- 
tract nnder which he was employed was 
not in conformity with the law, and in 
that event they will li-.e to approve his 
demands.

Kow aU this happens because of certain 
laws that, lacking a better term, we call 
heredity. Modem science teaches us that 
the embryo of any creature passes 
through the various stages of develonment 
through which the order that the creature 
belongs to has passed. The condi- 
tions snrronnding development, how- 
ever, are such that we cannot 
watch the process with all species 
as we can in the case of the frog. Do you i pr

order, of which man is the culmination, 
began with the Jishes. They are lowest in 
the scale of vertebrate life'. Feet, wings, 
bands, they have none; they breathe 
throu|[h gills, the oxygen in the water 
purifying their blood liirectly without the 
intervention of lung ai tioii. Tliey lay 
eggs. There are a few lishes whose 
younc; are born alive, but only i 
a few. Now between the fishes and the 
land animals come these grotesque crea- 
tures called amphibians, of wU i h our frog 
is the type. There is, however, a 
series of steps leading upward from I 
the fish to the frog. 'There are 
curious life-forms, such as the water- 
dogs, the newts and salamanders, and that 
queer "what is it" oi amphibia, the mu<i- 
bsh. that serve to connect the frog with 
fish life, just as the lizards, crocodiles, 
turtles and snakes carry the scale on to 
higher vertebrate form 



ine of the matter. "'I'he old ' law 
offers some chance of getting out 
of our difficulty. The new iaw 
multiplies our dlillcultles. Under the 

old law the Supervisors can fix any rate

The 
only thing to do is to ignore the new law 
for this year." 

The Supervisors are consulting with ex- 
Judges McKinstrv and Rhrodes as to this 
feature of the dilemma, and it is under- 
stood that they will go to the Suoreme 
Court with it in some fashion. 

In the meantime the utmost confusion 
prevails concerning the legal aspect 
the stranded treasory. As has 
been repeatedly stated the con 



tractors .are cjuite ready to furnish 
sujiplies if the City can show tliat it will 
pav at any time within a reasonable future. 

Bat the City and County Attorney 
has been steadfast through severa'l 
years past to the constitutional 
Jloctrine that no money can be jiaid out of 
next year's revenue for k<"-"1s purchased 
this year. This doctrine has bf n rough 
on the oontractors heretofore under wliich 
they are out some $210,'XHi. The City has 
preserved a perfect equanimity heretofore 
in the face of these conditions and only 
the contractors have walked the floor. 

Now, however, they are having an in- 
ning. Tliey take the City at its word and 
the warniii;.' 'if the court that "every man 
is eijiected to know the condition of the 
treasurv," and they iiuit furnishing sup- 
plies when the money runs out.

Every child knows the tadpole, but not Supreme Court which will break down the 



so familiar to most observers is the mass 
of transparent, jelly-like substance, dotted 
with black specks, to be found in our way- 
side pools and ditches. E;ir!i of the.se 
black sp«'cks is a frog's eg.; and the sur- 
rrurjti]! : mass is merclythe gelatinous en- 
vr!. ;., ju which the eggs are held. It be- 
gins to decompose in the water long before 
the eggs are hatched, and the puffy bulk is 
made nn of the gases of decomymsition. 
Within the egtr tlie embryo frog grows un- 
til it is stront; enough to burst its cell and 
then appear in public. It is now a poUy- 
wog, beloved of childhood. It is really as 
true a fish as swims. It breathes throueh 
gills, it 1ki" a fish heart, that is with only 
two cavities or chani'oers. It is not only 
a fish, but is related to one particular kinil 
of fish. Its anatomical structnre is exactly 
analogons to that most ancient of fishes, 
the lamprey, whose fatal effect upon Brit- 
ish royalty is known to every soli.jolboy. 

By and by the tadpole begins to undergo 
further change. The heart develops into 
the three-chambered heart of thereiitile; 
the gills are drawn in ami lun^js beuin to 
develop. Then appear lirst the hind le,-^. 
then the fore, and the creature is of the 
newt type, air-breathing, with four legs 
and a long tail. Now, if it does not look 
out something dreadful happens to it. It 
cannot get about in the water so fast as 
can its relatives, the tadpoles, and the 
latter are very apt to eat it up. 
In this way a pondful of tadpoles 
have tiecn known to devour each other.after 
the lamentable example of the famous 
crew of the Nancy Jane, until there was 
but one survivor to continue the traditions 
offroghood. The survivors in due time 
lose their tails, not, as is popnlarlv sup- 
posed, by shedding them, but by absorb- 
ing them, and presently hop upon the 
land, full, perfect frogs. 

There are many varieties of the species. 
These bagpipers of Cress Green are a verv 
<Sommon variety with pretty green and black 
'backs and yellow throats. There are three 
of them in the middle of the pool 
engaged in a game of leap - frog. I 
drop a stone on the water, and presto! 
They have disappeared! You must look 
closely to detect them, flat in the mud, 
hardly to be distinguiK>icd from the 
leaves of tiie young cress just starting 
along the bottom. Our small batrachiau 
is protectively colored, and be has 
need to be, for he has many 
foes. He is a tender morsel, and there are 
not wanting any number of creatures 
only too glad to gobble him down. 
So in the beginning those frogs 
that were so colorea as to escape 
detection did not get eaten, and 
reproducing their kind, the protective 
coloring became still more accentuated in 
the next generation, until the character- 
istic green-coated, yellow-vested chap has 
been evolved as the fittest to sur- 
vive. See that fellow yonder in the middle 
of the pond ? He has climbed upon 
a broad leaf, and is piping away like a 
veritable Highlander. His bagpipe is dis- 
tended nearly to the bursting point. His 
little body" is swelled to twice its 
ordinary size and his eyes are 
lairly starting oat from his head 
in the ardor of nfs ▼ocal exertion. He has 
a very hoarse croaK as though he 
were suffering from a cold. T 
touch him with this slender stick 
and he fairly turns a somersault in 
bis fright. His btrpipe disappears witli 
an alarming convulsion that makes one 
think of nothing but ■\Vljit< omb Kiley s 
"sqneechy-cum-squees that swaUers their- 
ttbtok" Tha czeatare diaapi«at> so 



fence behind which they have stood off 
the creditors heretofore and allowed them 
to make a promise to pay, which the cred- 
itors can hold them to under the law. 

They have been in consultation with ex- 
Supreme Court .lust ices McKinstrv and 
Rhodes on this matter, and it is under- 
stood they will endeavor to brim; the mat- 
ter before the Supreme Court in some man- 
ner, with the hope of getting such a de- 
cision. 

Judge McKinstrv. it is understood, de- 
clares that, inasmuch as the obliirations 
for which the indebtedness is soueht to be 
contracted is for the maintenance of the 
institutions Of the Government, no consti- 
tutional ornatatory provision can inhibit 
them. 

The Government must be maintained, 

and to do so money is necessary, and 
neither the Legislature nor the constitu- 
tion can stand in the way. 

"Hie money was taken "from the general 
fund for purposes beyond control of the 
Supervisors and by means sanctioned by 
the court and not lo be foreseen by the 
Siiiicrvi-ors. 

Therefore, it is held that the constitu- 
tional provisions do not apply as against 
replenishing the treasury for the legiti- 
mate needs of the Government. 

Belies of the Past. 
In excavating for the foundations of the 
new bouse upon the site of tlie old "Horse- 
shoe," in Newington causeway, a number 
of relics of pa.st times have been found. 

"The site has been occupied by an inn 
bearing the same name for npward 
of two hundred years. The late Mr. 
Gallant po^ses^<"l a tavern token 
issued fioiii tl.e bouse in 1667, 
when .Tohn Ives was the host, and probably 
its first landlord, as no building upon the 
site is shown in maps of an earlier period. 
Coins liave lieen found dating from the 
time of Charles II to the present century, 
about twenty of them being together in a 
small box, says the Westminster Gazette. 

There are fragments of pottery and glass 
oftbeHoman period, a horseshoe, a tusk 
' of the wild boar and a great i|uantily of 
j bones of the horse. Under the front of the 
old building, about six feet from the sur- 
face, was found the perfect skeleton of a 
I man of irreat stature, and the remains were 
lying parallel with the run of the street. 

Among the other finds were a well-made 
seventeen-century knife, some pottery of 
the Kiizabethan and other periods, and 
tobacco-pipes from the period of Charles I. 
It would appear that the old inn was once 
struck by a thuuderlxilt, as a portion of a 
meteoric stone was found embedded in the 
gravel. 

The proprietor of the tavern, Mr. Elliott, 
has at present charge of these relics, which 
for some time will be on view at the new 
house. A good deal of interest was taken 
in the old "Horse Shoe" during the Wilkes 
and Liberty riots in 1768, because among 
others who were killed was William .VHen, 
son of the then keeper of the "Horse Shoe." 

He was pursued by a soldier into the 
cowhouse, then at the bottom of the yard, 
and was shot. The vonng man was buried 
in Newington churchyard, where there is 
a stone with an inscription giving particu- 
lars of his death.

Morrison, president of the Alumni .\sso- 
ciation, and next to her sat the State's 
chief executive, bramin,' with smiles and 
happy with t!ie world and everybody else. 

Maple Hall was iiev.T brii^hter on a ban- 
quetnight. Thericli apartment was ablaze 
with electric lights, while the taoles were 
beautiful imleed with theil decorations 
and fioral adornment. 

There was a sparkle everywhere, the sil- 
ver candelabra, pink shaded and shining, 
contrasting richly against rows of green 
palms and growing ferns in ornamental 
pots. Then strewn along the center of the 
tables were cnt flowers and fern leaves, 
from out of which rose silver vessels flow- 
ing over with luscious fruits. 

Invitations bail been sent to all memliers 
of the Legislature, to the board of regents 
of university and the faculties of the uni- 
versity and its afiiliated colleges. A few 
hundred persons responded ami were pres- 
ent when tiie (iovcrnor arrived last night.

When their applause ceased the Governor 
began his address, in wbich he first thanked 
the party forthrfr warm reception. 

The (Governor mentioned tlie bills appro- 
priating J'-'.W.OOO for the afiiliated colleges 
and $350,000 for a Bute buildine in Ban 
Francisco, known as the Biny Dill. He 
brought Senator Biggy and Dr. Cole to- 
gether. 

"l!ut when Bitrgy found that both bills 
could not carry be said to me," Continued 
the Governor, ' Mim" — for he always calls 
me 'Jim'— 'it the two bills cannot go 
through in the interest ot the university, 
let mine sleep.'

the taxes of the State below the pledges of 
both parties. The two parties — the Repub- 
lican represented by the Legislature and 
the Democratic by the Governor — have 
kept their pledges to the people. 

"We are now one of tlie proudest uni- 
versities of the country. I have heard 
that there are 1300 students in the univer- 
sity to-day. When some of my friends 
here with myself went in in 1869 there were 
but twelve students." 

He spoke about the Stanfonl University, 
saying it is in a precarious eomlition 
through litigation, which is very unfortu- 
nate. It spurred on the University of t 'ali- 
fomia, which imiiroveil iinderthe competi- 
tion. 

In closing, the Governor held it would 
be better far to let it be sustained as it is 

than that the money on which it was 

founded shotild no into the coffers of the 
United States Government. 

Senator iiiggy was introduced and re- 
ceived three hearty cheers. He said: "I 
am at a loss to cxjiress my ieelini;s this 
evening. I love the iniiversity. beause it 
IS tl.i- |ieople's univerpity; a place where 
the poor and the rieh can obtain an ad- 
vanced education on a footing of equality.

Letters from Arthnr Rodgers and Pro- 
fessor Holden were read, tlie latter's beine; 
conlincd uiiuost e.tchii'ively to the Lick 
Ob.servatory, which he was proud to state 
was the strongest in the world. 

Timothy Guy Phelps, a regent of the 
University, said: 

The regents have felt how much was to be 
done for the affiliated coUeifes, realizing how 
importaui it WPS that they should be brought 
into closer a^soelation ana nearer t« the Uni- 
versity itself. All our energies were directed 
toward securing this appropriotion for a col- 
lege building, and I doubt not that the hopes 
of those men who have struggled for years on 
behalf of those colleges have been more than 
fulfilled. 

I had the honor to be a member of the last 
Legislature, and fennd Aat the lefislators 
were aware of tha wants of the University of 
California. We fotmd that It was easy beeaiue 
the alumni had said so mnch to make the 

Seople familiar with the work of their Alma 
later. 

And they knew that the chief ezecntlve was 
one ot those alumni, and by refusing to 
sign bis name to unnecessary bills he proved 
hlmsell to be the friend of the people. I doubt 
not that in the next (our years the Unlveraity 
of California will receive double that appro- 
priation. When tlie Stanford University was 
esublisbed we thought it might affect our 
universltr; but since then the students have 
Increased in numbers by 400, and I doubt not 
that before another four years will have 
jiasfed the hnildings will not he large enough 
to uccoiiimodatc the growing demuiiUs. | 

The university Is In Its Infancy, hut it is j 
young and strong, supported by the hearts of 
the people ; and let me say that no Institution | 
can ever fail that is Bupported by the manhood j 
of this State. 

Professor Bernard Jloses was introduced. 
AVhen he stood up the applause grew long 
and ujiroarious. He regretted that the 
head of the university cotild not be present 
to s]ieak for it, and continued, saying:

The professional 
departments needed this monev very badly 
that they might be properly housed and 
have a place to properly do their work. 
The university could not' afford to be be- 
hind other universities in any of its de- 
portments, and it was behind many. But 
now that we have this appropriation I feel 
satistied we will be ei-iual to any of them. 
This means bringing us nearer to the peo- 
ple and giving us a tremendous stimnlnsin 
inducing young men to study in the differ- 
ent departments of the university.

By erossing the belt the roller will 
be foToed to revolve the reverse wav to that 
of the car when it is in motion. The roller 
is covered with rubber, and each of its 
ends is rounded to fit properly to the 
fender, leaving no space for an object to 
(aas between it and tbe fender. 

"If this Is properly adju'ted and tbe car 
comes in contact with any obstruction on 
the track or road the revolving roller will 
lift the obstruction to the fender, its own 
inotion keeping it there until tbe ear can 
De stopped.

The fender adopted is the Blackistone 
device. It takes its name from the presi- 
dent of the Central Bailwsy Company of 

Baltimore. 

The device, acoorHin;; to the New York 
■Kecoder, consists of a projectiiii; scoop 
fender and a supplementary wheel-guard. 
In operation the scoop fender runs about 
eix inches above tbe track at its front 
edge, which, as well as the netting, it wiU 



be noticed, is of rope. The wheel-guard is 
normally ^stened about eight inches 
•cross tbe track and can be dropped 
so that the front edge presses hard against 
tbe ground. This wbeel-guaid may be 
dropped into position to catch a body by 
any of three separate and independent 
means, viz. : (1) by the motorman's foot- 
lever; (2) by the raising of the front edge 
of the scoop one and a half inchi when 
a body passes under it. and liy Mioh a 
body striking the automatic trip shown 
suspended just back of tlie scoop. 

This trip is shown as a board in tbe illns- 
tmtion, but, <a course, may be« light metal

framework, if desired. Either the scoop 
or trip can be locked, so as not to act on 
the guard, that is sometimes necessary in 
case of sudden dritts of snow that will 
catch the trip. The principal operation is 
readily seen. If the scoop fails to catch 
the, person there yet remains the wheel 
guard to do so. The special feature of the 
wheel-guard is that it I'icks U]i ilie object 
and does not push it along over the stones, 
as do most of tbe wheel-guards in nse. In 
this connection Mr. Blackistone says: 

.'■Wliile I designed the front projecting 
fender at the same time that I designed 
the wheel-guard, I have only put it in use 
to meet tbe requirements of our Fender 
Commission, that demands both the wheel- 
guards and tbe projecting fender. My

thing off the front of the car and have an 
eflective wheel-guard. 

"Having in a year's service found tbe 
wheel-guard fender alone entirely suffi- 
cient, Tshould not, of my own choice, put 
on a projecting fender. For tho?o, Imw- 
ever, who believe in a projecting fender, I 
think mine is about ss good as any in nse. 
It at least minimizes objections."

"If Christ Should Come 
to Chicago." 



Dr. Albert Pliaw, cditor-in-ohief and con- 
trolling proprietor of the Review of Re- 
views of Xew "Vork, is in this city with his 
wife. Dr. Hhaw is a young American 
new^liaper iiuni. '.I :t llie Jlinneapolis 
Tribune to found tiie magazine, which is 
run much on tbe line of the English maga- 
zine of the same name established by W. 
T. Stead, who wrote, "If Christ Should 
Come to Chicago." Dr. Shaw is the author 
of an able work lately published on 
"Municipal Government in Oreat Britain," 
which has gone to its second edition, and 
will shortly publish another book on the 
municipal governments of Continental 
cities. 

Tiie American Review of Reviews was 
started by Dr. Sliaw at tlip su;:gestion of 
Mr. Stead, whom he liad known for tome 
time and had met while; in Knfjland for 
American papers. Stead asked him to go 
over there and discuss the matter, and 
that he did. 

The English editor has a small interest 
in the American magazine, and tlie twu 
exchange proofs. 

Dr. Shaw, in speaking of the work of get- 
ting out the monthly, said last night: 
"W^e get the advance proofs from nearly 
all the magazines, and so are able to re- 
view the numbers as they appear." About 
sixteen pages of the magazine are mostly 
written up by ])r. Hhaw himself, and con- 
sists of editorial comment on what is going 
on all over the world. 

Speaking of Mr. Stead the doctor said 
last evening: -.'I have known him for a 
long time and have seen a good deal of 
liim. Stead is a good many kinds of men 
rolled up in one. He is full of enthusiasm 
and very earnest abont his hobUes of re- 
form. 

"While he Is unquesttonsUy one of the 
most etHcient of newspaperjmen he regards 
that profession as merely his weapon. He 
once said to me: •! am a revivalist 
prearlir r rather than a journalist. I use 
riiaij-m merely as my instrument.' 
lie thinks nnly of the reform measures he 
may be iti, and when in the thick of the 
fiplit only If'ok." upon his paper or maga- 
zine as a soldier would his weapon. Still, 
any one who thinks Stead iss poor journa- 
list is badly mistaken. He is the fastest 
writer who turns out good copy I have 
ever known. He has a wonderful com- 
mand of fifjures of speech and his pictures 
are alwav? vivid. He is a man of versa- 
tile tastes, br.riid in his views and inter- 
ested in everything that is going on in tiie 
world." 

OAPTAUT VALLEB USED. 

Result of Hit Battery Upon Armorer B. 
G. Owens. 

Captain-elect Waller of the First Troop 
of Cavalry appeared in Judge Campbell's 
court yesterday for sentence. On Tuesday 
he was convicted on the evidence of Cor- 
poral G. A. Helniure, H. Thompson and 
Fraiik Burress of battery upon H. G. 
Owens, armorer, at the armory on April 15. 

The Judge, in passing .sentence, said: 
'•I have given tlii-^ case considerable care 
ana study, and after reviewing the testi- 
mony of the prosecution find that a bat- 
tery has been clearly proven against the 
defendant, but iH-lieving no great harm 
bad been personally done the plaintiff I 
will not impose a very severe sentence. No 
one had any right to use force, and were he 
a captain in the regular service he would 
lay himself liable to criminal prosecution 
by laving violent hands on his men. Cap- 
tain ^'aller could easily have enfOTOed dw- 
cipline by other means withotit resorting 
to violence. Tbe defendant evidently, 
from liii conduct in court, was of a very 
excitable disposition. I think justice will 
be served by imposing a line of |10or ten 
days in the County Jail." 

Owens will now institute a civil suit 
against C^itain Waller for |300 damages.

A OONIEDEEATE GEOGEAPHY. 



Some Aiuusing Statements iu a ^ueer 
Little Volume. 

One of the most ainu.sing instances 
known of "counting chickens before they 
are hatched" was tbe pmblication of a 
geography by au enthusiastic Confi-derate 
during the civil war. The geography was 
written by a Southern preacher for the 
education of tbe young sons and daughters 
of tbe Confedenwy, and the inculcation of 
a belief in the Confederacy's grandenr. 

The reverend gentleman's eSort might 
have been as he desired, but the tide went 
the other way, and the author's hopes eol- 
l.-iDsed, leaving the statements in the vol- 
ume false jirophecy, instead of facts, as it 
was lioiied they would be. 

A copy of the geu>rrapliy is in the posses- 
sion of W. A. Infjliam of this city. It is a 
little 10-mo. volunii' of L'il pai/es, bound in 
cloth. It is tiie first of a proposed series 
called the "Palmetto Series," and is en- 
titled "Geography for Beginners," by Rev. 
K. J. Stewart Tbe other parts of the 
series were never published, says the 
Cleveland News and Herald. 

Tbe edition purports to have been pub- 
lished by J. W. Randolph, Richmond, Va., 
but the printing and binding were done in 
England. The book was to be sold at $2 a 
copy. A cargo of these Southern school- 
books was intercepted by a Union cruiser, 
and the books were sold in New York at 
auction. Mr. Ingham bought ten copies, 
and gave them to frien'l". His iattciiiy 
was stolen from bis liljiary ten years a(;o, 
but recently he obtained acopy, whicli was 
sold with a library. With tbe geographies 
on the ship were a number of bibles and 
separate gospels, which were being donated 
to tiie Conferierate soldiers by friends in 
the En-'lish Bible Society. Sir. Ingham 
obtained a number of them also. 

The geography is remarkable for the 
facility witti which it ignores tlie United 
States of America. The Confederate States 
and (iovernment are prominent. Where- 
ever the United States is spoken of it is as 
"The Northern Clovernment." 

An extract which illustrates the style of 
the volume as well as tlie painful dis- 
crepancies between its statements and the 
facta is given below: 

"In 1862 the Government of tbe Confed- 
erate States was duly established at Rich- 
mond, Va., under a constitution which had 
been adopted by the several States, with 
the inauguration of Jefferson Davis as its 
first President for a term of six years, and 
Alexander H. Stephens as Vice-President. 
Kvery effort that human ingenuity could 
contrive or immense resources of money 
and vast armaments on sea and land could 
accomplish was made by tne Northern 
Government to capture the capital and 
other important 'jilaces, and break up the 
political organization of the Confederacy. 

"But by the couftant, evident and ac- 
knowledged aid of the God of battles and 
King of nations these efforts have all failed: 
and,'^at vast expense o! suffering and blood, 
the people of the Southeru States have 
fought their own way to political inde- 
pendence and the respect and amity of tbe 
great nations of the world. May that (lod 
who lias graciously blessed their efforts 
keep them in his most holy faith and fcur, 
and long secure to tbem the blessinits of 
peace and prosperity." 

At the foot of the paee is a list of ques- 
tions for review. The answers which were 
BUpiKjsed to be given were evident from the 
wording.and the contents of the page just 
quoted. Here are specimens: 

"When was the Government of the Con- 
federate States established under its pres- 
ent constitution Y Did the North trv to 
break it up? Wlio aideil the South? ■\Vho 
is King of nations? <'an a nation fall 
without His word? What will happen if 
we forget him ?" 

There is little doubt that the publication 
is the only textbook in existence which 
gives such an account of the leaolts of the 



great American strufrgle over thirty years 
ago. 

EEVOLTITIONAEY OEDSAHOB. 



Captnved 'British Cannon at the Water- 
Tliet Arsenal. 

Arranged in a semi-circle around tbe 
llagRtafl at the Watervliet Arsenal are 

seventy-six pieces of ordnance, captured at 
different times from the British during the 
Revolutionary War. Strange as it may 
seem no record has been kept by the Gov- 
ernment. Many of these troiiliies are of 
peculiar construction and would compare 
very favorably with the field guns made in 
the arsenal gunshojis at the present time. 
Through exposure to the elements many 
of the guns have become bright green in 
color, says the Troy Press. 

Kigbtof them are known to have been 
capturc'l at Saratojra in 1777. There is a 
24-pounder howitzer, with these marks in 
the chase: "Surrendered by the conven- 
tion of Saratoga, October 17, 1777. A. 
Schatch Kecit, 174X." This gun is embel- 
lished with iwn (Towns and the monogram 
"G. R." There is a 12-pouiider with marks 
on the chase similar to the gun described. 
On the breech are the /words: "Honi soit 
qui mal y pense." "Dieti et nion droit." It 
has dragon handles, and is embellished 
with crown, rampant lion and arras of 
Great Britain. 

The third cannon is a 12-poundcr, made 
in 17f'>0. Ihereisa l2-pouTider with tbe in- 
serii.tion, ""The Right Honorable Lord 
(ieurpe Sackville, Lieutenaut-General, and 
the rest of the principal officers of her 
Majesty's ordnance. Surrendered by tbe 
convention of Saratoga, October 17,1777." 
Its date of manufacture is 17.')3. Another 
12-pounder was made in 1700. An 8-iiich 
howitzer bears the date of 1758. An 8-inch 
mortar is among tbe trophies, it having 
been made in 17&B. A 34-pounder Cochorn 
mortar is another of ibe collection.

The Press of Shanghai. 

Shanghai is China's chief port and con- 
tains about tfXi.OOO inhabitants, who are 
under native rule, and the Enplish, Amer- 
ican and French "settlements,'' witii 250,000 
Chinese and 5000 foreigners, all of whom 
are under foreign rule. 

In that city tremendous congregations 
gather iu the mission churches, says tbe 
Cincinnati Enquirer, and there are to be 
found the largest Sunday-schools in China. 
In Shanghai is also the largest mission 
press in the world. More than 1000 Chi- 
nese converts are connected with the dif- 
ferent missions. In the missions press 
clectrotyping and stereotypifig are done, 
and over 35,000 pages are issued annually. 
The total number of books and tracts 
issued last year was 99^,496. 

The Shun-Pao is the best paying and 
most widely circulatcl of the three native 
newspaper dailies of f^tianj;hai. It is an 
eight-page sheet, printed on the thinnest of 
rice paper. It is so light that it does not 
weigb more than a man's handkerchief 
and so thin that the paper can be printed 
on one side only. 

The paper goes to press in big sheets, 
which are so folded tnat the blank side 
is turned inward when taken in band 
by the subscriber, and so that there is 
neither cutting nor pasiintr. Owing to 
the thinness of the paper it has a greasy 
yellow appearance, and it is printed so 
closely with Chinese type that not an inch 
seems to be wasted. 

The headlines or title of the paper con- 
sist of two Chinese characters, taking up 
a space not wider than one of the columns 
of our newspapers, and not more than an 
inch in length. Its price is 10 cash, which, 
allowing for the difference in currency, 
makes it eqtiivalent to ball a cent in our 
money. 

To ascertain the time at night the Apache 
Indians employ a gourd upon which the 
stars of the heavens are marked. As the 
constellations rise in the sky the Tmiin n 
refers to his gourd and finds out the hour. 
By turning the gourd around he can tell 
the order in which the constellations may 
l>e expected to appear.

An Arbitrary Order From Chicago 
Cause of the Trouble. 

This upward movement in the price of 
beef may have a good effect after all, 
though it is a mighty bad symptom. 
There's something wrong when a few men 
can fix tbe price of food ; and they must be 
foolish to think they can make an intelli- 
gent nation believe beef has gone np he- 
cause the com crop .has failed. Beef isnt 
developed in one season. It takes abont 
four years to raise marketable cattle. Sup- 
pose tbe corn crop to fail. Its effect would 
be to throw cattle on the market, not to 
cause their disappearance. Beef would be 
cheaper that year and tbe next and dearer 
later on. The explanation is too thin. 

The arbitrary edict from Chicago is at 
the bottom of the trouble. Talk about the 
concerns there being competitors ! Let one 
of their agencies at the East undersell the 
others and see how quick all four will 
know it and the combine call down the 
offender. The "rivals'' out there are about 
as antagonistic as rival lingers on the same 
hand. 

But this cruel lifting of the price of beef 
ouiiht to turn attention to the raising and 
eating of mutton. Mutton is a very fine 
article of food. Good mutton is just as 
eatable as good beef. At its l)est it has no 
superior in meat. Mr.tton is capable of 
being cooked in innumerable ways 
and from broth to roast it is nour- 
ishing and palatable. If people would 
turn from bieef to mutton they would 
escape the clutches of Chicago. A mutton 
syndicate couldn't work. You can raise 
mutton in a year and lamb in compara- 
tively less time, and, while veal is worth 
far less than beef, lamb is worth more than 
mutton, so that an early return for tbe in- 
vestmentis possible for the fanner, though, 
if he waits and doesn't sell lamb he later 
on has both mutton and wool. Some such 
stimulns as this Chicago combination is 
all that is needed to cover the New Eng- 
land bush lots and hill pastures with flocks 
of sheep which will give agriculture a new 
impetus here and give people a reasonably 
cheap and thoroughly good meat food, 
which they can eat without paying tribute 
to any comlnnc-^Hartford Couiant. 

CathoUe Winter Sobool. 

Prominent Koman Catholic citizens of 

New Orleans have decided to open a win- 
ter school in their fontliern city on the 
plan of the summer schools of New York 
and Wisconsin. A meeting was held re- 
cently under the presidency of Archbishop 
Jansenns, and the details of the scheme 
wefe discussed and a programme agreed 
upon. The tirst session will be held next 
year, immediately after the annual car- 
nival, which draws so many visitors to 
New Orleans, says the New York Tribune. 

It will continue three weeks. During 
that time the most eminent lecturers in 
the country will speak on tbe usual sub- 
jects— religious, literary and scientific— 
and four lectures a day will be provided. 
The novelty of the location and the time 
chosen are certain to appeal to the multi- 
tude of tourists and invalids who seek the 
South In winter, and the city will reap 
considerable advantage from the new idea. 
This is the third of the Roman ('atli<ilio 
schools established within the last four 
years for the benefit of those who cannot 
get a universitv training, and a fourth is 
talked of for the Pacific Coast. The offi- 
cers of the Champlain Summer .^chool, 
whose headqu.arters are in this city, are 
pleased at tbe New Orleans plan, which 
has been helped on materially by one of 
their own body at present in the South.

.College Boys Who Did Not Wish to 
Take Risks In a Frail 
Crr.f;. 

The largely ac.lverti?ed rnning contest 
between the oari-men of the University nf 
ralltornia and Columbia Boating 'iKl 
not draw a large crowd to the Oakland 
Estuary yesterday afternoon. Evidently 
it was the threatening weather which de- 
terred many pleasure-hunters from being 
interested spectators of the^ first amateur 
shell race of the season. 

The Columbia crew won the race very 
easily, but when it is taken into considera- 
tion tli.1t they rowed in a four-oared nliell 
as against a clumsy barge, whicii was 
u.sed liy the men of learning, no great won- 
der was manifested at the n .-i:;t. The 
time of the race - two miles witii a torn — 
was slow, even allowing that a strong 
south wind was blowing at the time. The 
Columbias finished in 15 minutes 59 sec- 
onds and the Universities passed tbe win- 
ning post in Hi minutes 24 seconds. The 
crews were as JV.'llows:

It was announced that the race would 
start at 2 :30 o'clock sharp but it was al- 
most 4 o'clock \\l.<::\ the men from 
the classic pre i-. -.s of old 15erkeley, 
dressed in their u h iie and golden aquatic 
garnienTs, Uiade their apjiearance. 

The reason for this ueiay was owing to 
the loss of their favorite Ijoat, which was 
burned a few evenings ago in the conflasra- 
tioii that swept the U. C. clubhouse from 
the face of the earth. 

The clubs had agreed to row in the new 
barges, both of which were built by How- 
ard, an old seafaring man, but as an un- 
foreseen accident came aloncc when least 
expected there remained only one barge, 
which was safely housed in tbe Columbia 
boathovise d\iring the lire that destroyed 
such valuable aquatic properly. 

The Columbia crew, according to the 
rules governing boat-racing, might have 
rowed over the cotirse in their barge and 
claimed the race, but. of course, such an 
act would nut b<' ennsidered for a moment 
by gentlemen sportsmen. The Columbias 
having the right, under the circumstances 
attending, to name any racing craft 
answerable to the occasion, they selected 
one of two four-oared racing shells, or, as 
professionals would term them, working 
lx>ats, to race in. 

■ When the men from Berkeley "sized" np 
the two shells, which in construction were 
alike, thev objected on tlie ground that 
they had had no e.xiierience in the menip- 
ulation of such craft, and, besides, their 
men were too heavy to successfully han- 
dle it. The college boys protested also 
against the steering api>aratiis. which was 
tnanipulatcd by the feet, thereby disjiens- 
ing with a coxswain. 

The two crews commenced to argue the 
why and where/ore at 12 X., and it was 3 
p. M. when the Ijuys from Berkeley decided 
that their only alternative was to get in 
and dig as Ix st ! Ley could in the shells. 
The Col umbia crew pulled out into the 
open water itumediately on hearing the 
result of the U. 0.

Half an hour passed and still the Colors 
of the "U. C." Club were under cover. The 
whistle of a tug, in which some sigbt-seers 
were shivering, blasted and blasted, bnt the 
l!i rkel. y b.jys I'aid not the slightest at- 
teiitii'n. 

(In..- huiir frniii the time Columbia had 
taken water and wind a big barge tras seen 
nosine out of the clubhouse until it ap- 
peared in full view of the spectators on the 
opjiosite bank. Quickly the boys of the bine 
and gold shoved their anatomier, into tlie 
uncouth-looking racing dugout, and when 
the order "all set" was given by their cap- 
tain the barge shot through the water in 
the direction of the starting point. 

It was ascertained that some of the 
Berkeley crew had positively refused to 
take any chances of a dump into tbe briny, 
and that was a reason for the delay and 
the appearance of the T»ew boat, which, of 
course, was never intended for a racer. 

The tide was about on the txirn when the 
start was given, and as exwcted the Co- 
lumbias took the lead, which thev held 
from start to tinisn, winning easily by lOi) 
yards or more. The most interesting part 
of the race was the grand-stand finish 
made by Faxton Howard, who endeavored 
to convince the spectators that he could 
.ictiially row with one hand, and still it 
has been freipii'ntly said that men have 
won races with hands down. There were 
many present who said, that in the new 
barges the crews would not have been so 
far apart at the finish.

Cycling Up Hill. 

In the first place, for general riding it is 
safe to say that one should never try to 
keep the same speed in going up a liill that 
he has l)ecn setting himself on alevel road. 
Yet this is the natural tendency of all 
riders. The bicycle should be allowed to 
slow down, and the pressure on each pedal 
should hp made the moment that it turns 
beyond the highest point of its arc. The 
push should lie strong tor the iiKiment, 
and then shnuld be withdrawn before the 
pedal has turned so far down that the 
piessure upon it is partially wasted. 

In other wonis, the jirinciple is the same 
as in rowing, where the stroke should be 
made most powerfnl at the motnenl when 
the oar is at right angles with the body, 
and therefore in the position where the 
oarsman's strength counts for the most. 
If the bicycle is allowed to run slowly, and 
this tiressiire is iilternatelv made on one 
(>«dal and then on the other, you will find 
It moves along slowly, to be sure, but 
steadily, and that vou are at the top of the 
hill l)efore you reafize it, antl without ever 
having even quickened vour nulsc to any 
great extent. A very steep nill may, of 
course, be made somewhat easier by taking 
it diagonally across from one side to the 
other if the road is wide and smooth 
enongh--tliat is, bv zigzaging upthe hill. — 
Harper's Young People.

Curioiis Klfeets of Such Kitreme Tetn- 
l>eratiire on Iron and Colors. 

Four hundred and twenty-four degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero I Just what this 
means it is almost impossible to imagine, 
and yet it is one of the temperatures which 
have been reached and used in laboratory 
research, and has been made the subject <rf 
some highly interestine experiments and 
explanations by Professor Dewar before 
the British Royal Institution. Four hun- 
dred degrees below zero is not ancvery-day 
temperature, nor can it be reached by more 
every-ilav means than the expansion of 
liquid air, which latter Professor Dewar 
has succeeded in producing in compara- 
tivelv large quantities, ana in storing by 
novel anil ingenious methods, to be used 
as required in the study of matter at ab- 
normally low temperature, e-xactly as a 
spirit lamp or a Bunsen burner is used in 
studying tne properties of different bodies 
at the higher temperatures. 

The tensile strength of ifon at 400 below 
zero is just twice what it is at IjO above. 
It will take a strain of sixty instead of 
thirty tons to the square inch and equally 
curious results have come out as to the 
elongation of metals tinder these condi- 
tions. It was an idea of Faraday that the 
magnetism in a permanent magnet would 
be mcreased at very low temperatures and 
experiments with comparatively low tem- 
peratures had rather negatived Faraday 's 
suggestion, but Professor Dewar has com- 
pletely verified the opinion of the famous 
savant, having shown that a magnet at the 
extremely low temperature made possible 
by the liquid air had its power increased 
by about ."iO per cent. Very low tempera- 
ture was shown also to have remarkable 
effect upon the color of many bodies. For 
example, the brilliant scarlet of vermilion 
and mercuric iodide is reduced under its 
influence to a pale orange, the original 
color returning with the rise of the tem- 
perature. Blues, on the other hand, are 
unaffected by cold, and the effect is com- 
paratively small upon organic coloring in 
matters of all tmts. — Cassier's Magazine. 

SOirO-BISDS.

India has the jocose bulbtils, often called 
nightingales from their remarkably sweet 
voices. The Hindoos train them to" sit on 
their hands and be carried about the ba- 
zaars. The black-faced thrush is a very 
line songster, and can imitate almost every- 
thing he hears. 

The white-browed or spectacled laugh- 
ing-thrush has a loud, powerful song and 
some melodious notes. He is sometimes 
called the Greater Peking nightingale or 
Japanese mocking-bird. 

The Japanese robin is a prettv bird to 
look at, and very livelv in his motions, but 
is overrated as a singer, his notes resem- 
bling our Baltimore oriole's, only shriller, 
with little variations. 

Australia has the piping crow, which is 
more of a shrike than a true crow. His 
song is rich and varied, the notes resem- 
bling a fllute. He can be tatight to speak 
and imitate many birds as well. 

Prom Africa arc sshipped large numbers 
of little birds to this countrv called African 
singing hnches. The plumage is handsome 
and of ten very odd. They lack voice, only 
one. the strawberry finofa, having a song at 



any power. They are cunning, however, 
and pretty to have in an aviary. A gentle- 
man iu New York has an aviary cage con- 
taining some thirty-hve varieties of small 
birds, among them many African finches. 
As one of the canaries sings a siiiall finch 
will fly to his side, and, placing his head 
against the singer's breast, listen closely, 
until the canary drives him away. 

A weaver bird with a thick' red bill, 
in this same happy family, will take 
all the threads rriven him and weave a 
close network down the side of the cage 
and out on the perches. His owner says 
that if he would give him enough material 
the bird would weave until he snnt out the 
daylight.— Philadelphia Times. 

DISRAE LI'S HAB AITGinB. 

TUen Claimed It. bnt Oarral ITas the 
Author. 

"Toby, M. P.," being an authority on 

Parliamentary matters and especially on 
Parliamentary anecdotes, should rectify 
the story he recently told of the borrowed 
eulogy pronounced by Lord Beaconstield 
on the Duke of Wellington when he died. 
Having nothing whatever to say about the 
Duke, and apparently possessing no knowl- 
edge of or sympathy with military per- 
formances on a grand scale, Mr. Disraeli, 
as he then was, declaimed as thoiigh he 
were improvising it a lament which had 
been called forth in the early part of Louis 
Philippe's reign by the death of a French 
marshal, Gouvion de St. Cyr. Mr. Disraeli's 
ingenious adaptation of another man's 
funeral oration struck many persons as 
absolutely wanting in origiiiafitv. and it 
was rejiorted that the true author of the 
original was M. Thiers, and "Toby, M. P.," 
still attributes it to him, says the London 
Worid. 

But while everybody was speculating as 
to who the true author could be of the en- 
comium which had been delivered by Mr, 
Disraeli in praise of the Great Duke, tbe 
late G. M. Crawford. Paris correspondent 
of the Daily News, called upon M. Thiers, 
showed him a copy of Mr. Disraeli's 
speech, and asked him who tirst made it. 
"Ca doit etre de moi." replied M. Thiers, 
with the utmost confidence. But he was 
unable to sav on what occasion he deliv- 
ered it, and, after a few inquiries, Mr. 
Crawford found that it (lid not belong to 
M. Thiers at all, but was the work of that 
vigorous writer on military and political 
subjects, M. Armand Carrel, who pub- 
lished it, soon after the death of Marshal 
Gouvion de St. Cyr, iu the Almanac Re- 
publicain. It was not. then, to M. Thiers, 
but to Jl. Armand Carrel that Mr. Disraeli 
was indebted for his teariul, dirgelike 
harangue. '

The oidintnce recently passeJ by tlio 
City Council against meeUngs on the pub- 
lic tboroughfaree has aroused the ire of the 
Vrcarhers, anil ihf nio;i>ure will be at- 
tarkpii from sc vi r^l direc tions if the police 
uiid Mayor insist on cuiorciiig it. 

The lirst light will be made by Justin 
Rice, the "cowboy" preacher, and his 
wife, who also talks on religion. They 
were convicted in the PoUce Court yester- 
day for breaking the ordinance and will be 
Eeutenced to-morrow. 

Rice was arrested about a week ago for 
preaching on the corner of Eighth and 
Broadway and was released on bonds. The 
next evenini; tlie wife tool; his place on 
the comer, and was in the niid-t uf an 
oration.|while her husband stood by and 
listened, when Officer Scanlan swooped 
down on lior, and the patrol-wagon took 
her to the local bastile. 

Tlie Rices ap))cared for thciuselves in 
court, and argued against conviction on an 
ordinance which they claimed was illegal. 
Judge Wood was obiiurate, however, and 
pronounced them guilty. 

They announce that" they will t.nke the 
matter into the Superior Court, and obtain 
a ruling from that tribunal. 

Judge Wood refused Mrs. Rice a jurj" 
trial under bis interpretation of the ^\ hit- 
ney act, and this will be a ground for 
attacking the decision in the case. 

The Sjuvation Army is also on the war- 
path against the ordinance, and the 
officers say tnat they will hold street meet- 
ings, and, if interfered with, will take tlie 
case to the higher courts to try to cf lab- 
lish what they consider their rights. 

After the ordinance was passed Mayor 
Davie issued permits to the array for some 
time, but finally withdrew his permission 
for street-corner nici'tini?s Hnd informed 
the army that if :• • ; ■ .M religious 
services they must i.i,..- ; ..n u in the City 
Hall Park or from the porch of the hall, as 
lie considered the street meeting an ob- 
struction. 

The same permission was accorded other 
persons desirous of preaching in the opi-n 
air and the result has been that there lias 
been a clash of enragements at the halL 

Three colored efliorters, two men and a 
woman, have been running in opposition 
to the army and nisln y j. reach and sing 
in front ol the police station, carrying on 
their services so long that by the tune the 
army gets to work the streets are destitute 
of pedestrians who might seek salvation 
through their aid. 

True to its declaration that it would 
preach on the stnets despite threats of ar- 
rest, the army turned out in full force last 
evening and started a meeting at Twelfth 
and Washington streets. Officers Stokes 
and Andrews had been detailed to watch 
the warriors, and soon after the meeting 
began arrestied fifteen of the participants 
and took them to the police station, where 
they were charged with obstructing the 
street. On promising that they would not 
hold further meetings until their cases 
were disposed of in the Police Court, the 
entire party were released on their own 
recognizance. 

The ofiicers of the army are emphatic in 
their statements that they will ngbt the 
case to the bitter end and try to overthrow 
fho ordinawse if possihie. .Soon after the 
Salvationists were released Rev. C. 11. 
Hotart, pastor of the First Baptist Church, 
appeared at the station jingling a pocket- 
fui of gold and asked to be allowed to bail 
the army. On being told that they 
• •een released he expressed satisfaction 
i::.a said that his church would aid tlie 
army in fighting the ordinance to a finish.

Polar Bean and Cats. 

Leoni Clarke, who has just finished an 

engagement at the Empire at Birmingham, 
has to carry around the country with him 
quite a menagerie of cats and rats and 
birds and mice. Although thirty cats are 
sufficient for his entertainment, he has 
sixty or more with him, for cats are very 
skittish creatures, and when they take the 
whim into their heads it is useless to take 
them on the stage. Mr. Clarke has trained 
all sorts of animals, from lions downward, 
and he says the most difficult of them al! 
is the cat. He has to treat her with extra- 
ordinary care. A dog is sensible, a mon- 
key accommodating and a rat either for- 
gives or forgets— but a cat! She is a hope- 
less bundle of sensibilities. Strike her 
once, if only by acoident, Ud the will 
never perform again. 

Kindness is not only poUtic, it is abso- 
lutely necessary, in the training of cats. 
When Mr. Clarke enters the stable the 
mewing is prodigious, and he is instantly 
buried in a moving mantle of cats. It 
took him four years to train some of his 
animals before he could put them u])on 
the stage. The paracliuto cat which climbs 
up the rope to the f .of of the theater and 
flics down by a paraciuilc, is the second 
which has done the trick. The first he- 
came too fat, and fell into bad ways. It is 
now Jim Corbett and boxes Mit- 
chell nightly. A curious feature of 
the show is the way in which the 
cats walk over a rope of rats and mice and 
canaries, stepping gingerly between the 
little fluttering bodies. Tljis mighty for- 
bearance is brought about i,y training up 
the cats from kittens in the same cage as 
the rats and birds. There are only six of 
his cats that Mr. Clarke dare trust among 
the rats. The rats and mice come from 
Java. There are some beautiful little ani- 
mals among them— not only albinos, pure 
white with pinkeyes, but fawns and blacks, 
and vellows and browns, and mi.Ttiires of 
all the lot, says the Birmingham Mail. 

Another good storv is that of the Polar 
bear whose toenails were cut by Mr. 
Ilagenbeck. "I expect," he says, "1 am 
pretty well the only man in the world 
who ever performed such an operation. 
The brar's nails had grown into his feet, 
and he was in greas pain. We had vainly 
tried to get hold ol the feet tiirough the 
bars of the cage to cut the nails. At last I 

§ot l;im into a narrow cage witli e.n iron- 
arred front, and turned it so that the 
animal stood on the bars. 1 went under- 
neath with a sharp pair of pincers and 
managed to pull the nails out. Then we 
gave him a foot bath to cool the wounds, 
and in a day or two ho was all right."

A pitltnl case of destitution and starva- 
tion was brought to the attention of Secre- 
tary McComb of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children yesterday. 

Living at Ta) Willow avenue is a widow 
named Mrs. A. Heath, f^hc has three chil- 
dren, the eldest being less than 8 years of 
age. Since the death ol her husband some 
months ago Mrs. Heath has made a pre- 
carious living for herself and children by 
doing various kinds of work. 

Several days ago she became so ill that 
she was unable to leave her bed. The poor 
woman had some stale bread and other 
edibles, and as long as this lasted she re- 
frauied from acqtialnting her neighbors 
with her sad condition. A sick feverish 
woman cannot live long on dry bread and 
water without suffering the penalty, and 
her illness became alaiming. 

Meanwhile the little children surroundfed 
her bed and clamored for food. She told 
them to call in one of the neighbors. The 
eldest child, already weakened by pro- 
lunged fasting, went to a neighbor and told 
him that her mother was dyin?. Investi- 
gation followed, with the result that the 
temporary wants of the lamfly were sup- 
plied. 

Secretary McComb at once reported the 
case to the Associated Charities. Pending 

action bv that body, he has taken charge 
of the children and they ^1 be provided 
with suitable quarters until their mother 
is able to u ndertake their support. 

RESCUED FROM THE 10. 



An Old Boat Which Was Once 
the Pride of the Bay to 
Sail Again. 

After Years of Repose the Tlta 
B^ns Her Career 
Anew. 



For over ten years an old sloop has lain 
high and dry on the Sausalito beach, near 
the Pacific Yacht Club. Nestled against 
the bank, and tmder the shade of the oaks 
that line its margin, it seemed as if, like a 
sea-weary mariner who had found a snug 
harbor, the wave-worn Iwat was to be per- 
mitted to rest in peace, lint recently a 
speculative fisherman spied her, probed 
her timbers, found that she was stil! sound, 
and with a little nursing would be lit for 
the sea again, and the Tita was launched 
once more. 

That boat is a chapter of the ancient his- 
tory of the peninstUo. She was built by 
one of the oldest settlers of Marin County, 
and when Captain Storey retired from 
plowing the waves, his son Leonard in- 
herited her. She was a bread-winner from 
the hour her shapely bow first touched the 
water to the day of her retirement. She is 
rich in traditions, and some of the most 
prominent of the old Californians have sat 
in her cockpit. At the period when the 
ferry service between Sausalito and San 
Francisco waslitfnl. uncertain and unsat- 
isfactory, wIm'U i1;p iij. rry gu< st, lingering 
late by the sin iki-of the < l;.u.l';'.lce, lost the 
last boat, the siicctacli- of tlie I'ita ridingat 
her moorings assured iiim that he would 
sleep that night under the domestic roof. 
||And so it was the custom for tliose early 
menymakers to charter the old sloop anil 
sail across with the sense of perfect secur- 
ity in her seaworthiness. She never be- 
trayed her trust. She was weatherly and 
stanch to the last. And when Leonard 
Storey married the woman of his choice 
the Tita ranked high in the category of 
his possessions, for the rates of freighting 
were high, and the fast and roomy sloop 
was never idle on weekdays. On Sundays 
she pat on her holiday attire, as it were, 
and took Ashing parties to the favorite 
grounds and back to town again were they 

so di*;posC'i. 

When the captain and owner's eldest 
girl was bom he called her after the sloop, 
reversing the order of things.where nsuall v 
the boat is named after the Individual, 
(ither children blessed Lis cottii^-e by the 
beach, who climbed over the rails of the 
good boat which brought them their bread 
and butter, and dived overboard from her 
decks, and learned to handle the tiller, 
and became e.vpcrt in putting her about, 
and luffing to tlie breeze, and rounding to 
at her moorings, and all the other arts 
of the boat sailor. The Tlta was their 
marine godmother, and her captain bc- 
lieveii that she never sailed us well or an- 
swered the helm so promptly as when the 
children were on board. The fiercest 
squall that ever came tearing down Hur- 
ricane Oulch was powerless to beam-end 
tlif lusty craft when her precious freight 
was crowded up on the weather rail, 
laughing at the spray that swept over 
them. 

But there came a time when business 
became so bad thai the sloop was hauled 
on the beach for repairs, which were never 
made. Her owner used to visit her every 
day and sound her timbers and discourse 
to anv one patient enough to listen of her 
mau'iliticent record and what a fortune 
there was in her still by the expenditure of 
a few hupdred doUars. He predicted that 
somedav the proper person would come 
along and the Tlta would be pnt once more 
in commission. He never Uvedtosee her 

rejuvenation. 

One dav he went out in a small boat to 
fish off "Lime Point. 1*e weather was 
threatening, but Storey was an expert 
sailor, knew all the tides and oorrento in 
the bay, and was perfectly fMriess. The 
strong afternoon oreete fresnehed to a 
gale, but the folks at home were not un- 
easy about him. 

Possibly he might have been compelled 
to run before the breeze to the San F"ran- 
cisco shore, or had found a lee to Horse- 
shoe Bay and was waiting there for tlie 
weather to moderate. Early on the morn- 
ing of the ne.xt day his boys climbed the 
headlands to look out for tiieir father, but 
his boat was not visilile. She was found 
afterward lying on the rocks, but not 
badly stove in, No other trace of the 
hardy mariner who sailed her was ever 
discovered. Some ventured the theory 
that he might have been picked up by an 
outward-bound ship, but when month after 
month went by without any tidings from 
him the conclusion became inevitable that 
the sea had claimed him, and had refused 
to give up its dead. But lo, long after the 
death of him whose fortunes were bound 
up in the old boat and who loved her, as 
sailors will love a true and sturdy craft, the 
Tita has begun a new era in her life, under 
new owners and with stranger hands at the 
helm. _

The Delicate Art of Cake-Maklnff 
Explained In an intereatlns 
Lecture. 



Pan Francisco is to have a genuine oook- 
ing school— « sort of normal affair, In 
which teachers of cookery and others in- 
terested in the IntrodniCtion of soientliio 
and economical methods of cooking may 
have the oppoitanlty of learning the art In 
a practical way. Prior to the coming of 
Mrs. Ewing, the great Chautanquan expo- 
nent of scientific cooking, Mrs. Harring- 
ton, Mrs. Wilson and others interested in 
this particular branch of home art, bad de- 
termined to establish a school of this char- 
acter in a small way, hoping in time to 
arouse such enthusiasm as would warrant 
greater expansion later on. Since the ad- 
ve'it of Mrs. Ewing there has sprung up a 
popular clamor for more of tiiis sort of 
teaching, and what promised to he a small 
institution at first now looms ap in mag- 
nificent proportions and more definite 
form. 

Three months ago there was incorpo- 
rated the Soc iety for the Introduction of 
Scientific (.'coking in the Kitchen, with 
Mrs. AVillard C. Harrington as president 
and Mrs. Horace Wilson, treasurer. These 
ladies, with others equally interested in 
the work, will next fall open up a normal 
school of cooking, and are now correspond- 
ing with some of tlie famous teachers of 
cooker}- in New York with a view of secur- 
ing their services. They are also making 
a strong bid for Mrs. Ewing, and the only 
thing Uiat stands in the way of closing a 
contract with this lady at the present time 
is the question of money. Mrs. Ewing is 
pleased with her reception here, and is 
also anxious to return. So the chances 
are strongly iu favor of that laay presid- 
ing over the destinies of the normal school 
when it opens for business next Scptunber. 

The opening of such a schoni a^ this 
would go a long way toward enlightening 
all classes of the community upon the im- 
portance of unadulterated food products 
in the market and in the household. This 
science has now liecome an important 
branch of education in all colleges for 
women and in all schools to which women 
are admitted, hence the venture of Mrs:. 
Harrington and her co-worker, Mrs.Wilson, 
could not be more opportune. Here work 
of this character zan be intelligently 
tested, teachers scientifically trained and 
equipped and a thorough instruction in all 
houseliola arts given. It is also claimed 
by the promotors of the scheme that as a 
means of regulating household labor as 
regards employer and employed it will be 
invaluable. 

The work that Mrs. Ewing hasdonesince 
her arrival in San Francisco a ft:w weeks 
ago is little short of phenomenal, so far 
as enthusiasm goes, the average attendance 
at each lesson being considerably over 30o. 
As stated before, her work has done not a 
little toward strengthening the foundation 
of the Normal Cooking School, and whether 
she returns next fall or not, the impetus 
her presence has given the science will be 
felt for some time. Friday morning Mrs. 
Ewing delivered her last lecture on scien- 
tilic cooking, taking as her subject, "Suc- 
cess in Cake-makine." 

"The simpler, the more delicate and 
tender you make your cake the more de- 
licious It is and least likely to hurt those 
who sample it," said Mrs. Ewing, by way 
01 iuiroductorv. "As it will take fifty 
minutes to make angel cake, we will start 
with that kind first. In cake-making 
please remember that we stick to our 
theory of principles. General formulas I 
will give, and with these foundations you 
may experiment to suit your fancy. 

"For the foundation of the most delicate 
cake, angel cake, I take one cap of whites 
of eggs and beat in this bowf with a fork 
until well broken. 

"Whv one cupful? Because sometimcsa 
cup holds seven whites, sometimes eleven, 
so that I cannot designate the number of 
eggs. Eggs vary in size, but to say 
one cup gives you a proiKirtion. When I 
have thoroughly broken the whites I sift 
in a level teaspoon of cream-of-tartar and 
beat again until the egg clings to 
the sides of the bowl." I now put a cup 
anil a half of granulated sugar into the 
sifter and sift a little at a time until I have 
stirreQ it all into the bowl, using my wire 
handbeater. Now I flavor with a" very 
light teaspoonful of almond. Next I put "a 
cup of flour that has already been sifteil 
into the sifter and gentlv, evenlv s!:ake it, 
just a little at a time, until it is all stirred 
in. Too great care cannot be taken in get- 
ting this flour in properly. .Tust barely 
dust the surface of your mixture each time, 
then stir just as slowly and gentlv as you 
know how, and just the minute tLe dusty 
coating is turned under give another shake 
at your sifter. To get the flour all in with- 
out stirring is the point. With this care 
your mixture does not settle and diminish 
in bulk. 

"Now I take this square pan, which you 
see has a square funnel in it, and I gentlv 
spoon my mLkture iu until it is one-half 
the depth of the pan. If the cake is per- 
fectly made it should double its size ex- 
actly, that is. come to the very top of the 
pan. 

"No, I do not grease the pans. I never 
grease pans for delicate cakes. 

"But the cake is ready for the oven. 
Now, the oven heat must be very gentle. I 
have turned down the gas until just the 
faintest glimmer is seen among the bricks. 
If we hM a thermometer the oven would 
register only 6 degrees. I know it is about 
that, because when I dash in a few drops 
of water they sizzle la:;ilv, not spitefully, 
and do not curl up into furious little balls. 
But I take still further precaution and fold 
half a dozen thicknesses of paper and lay on 
the bottom of the oven, and set the panpn 
this. Next 1 place this tin Cover gentl]^ dn 
the pan, resting it lightly. 

"Bow, I willleave my cake covered in 
the oven for half an hour, after that time 
remove the lid and bake twenty minutes 
longer, always maintaining the same gen 
tie, steady heat."

She is the second special teacher of sew- 
ing cinployeil in the department, and is 
herself an" illustration of the practical 
benefit of practical education. She gradu- 
ated from the Coirswell Polytechnic 
School while that institution was nj.en, 
and, while there, took the course in s.^w - 
iii.t'. A few days u^ro she was on tlie .lay 
substitute list 'in the School Deprtment. 
with a long wait ahead before she could 
e.xpect a regular appointment as a teacher. 
Her special ability as a needle-woniun irave 
her an appointment ahead of many otliers, 
and now she is organizing tho work of 
sewing in the Potrero School similar to 
that done in the Franklin. 

The Board of Educati. n i.- as heartily in 
favor of industrial cilr.ciiii.ui as was tlie 
last board, which was the first to take up 
the idea of mannal training in a large way. 
The present board will develop this work 
as fast as the money at hand will allow. 
In several sctiools cooking lias been intro- 
duced in the past few moHths, but sewing 
has not been introduced as extensiTely. 
Sewing will be added to the work of a 
number of schools as soon as jiossiblp, says 
r. it. St.Mie, chairniati of tlie cinssirication 
committee, who is an enthusiastic believer 
in this practical work. It takes money to 
do it though, for sewinK added to one 
school means the suhiry ot an extni 
tpitcher and .luite a little c.x].endil lire f.ir 
tables, chairs and working tools and ma- 
terials. 

What can be done at the liPfinninp of 
the next school year depends entirely on 
how liberal the Board of Sujiervisors will 
be w ith the appropriation for the schools. 

While the Franklin Grammar School 
was the lirst one in which a sjiecial teacher 
of sewing was employed, and is to-day, as 
a result of the efforts. .1 Principal Janics G. 
Kennedy, the one with the most seieiitilic 
and elalHirate course in needlework, there 
is a good deal of interesting viewing work 
done in other public schools as few people 
know. 

Miss Jean Parker, principal of the Broa.l- 
way Grammar School, can display some of 
the hnest salnples of plain and fancy sew- 
ing that can t>e found in San Frapcisco. 
She began sewing there ten years ago as 
an idea of her own which no school au- 
thorities interfered will.. Si.c :- a woman 
of practical ideas, and h. is nlw-nys taken a 
great Interest in the cliildren who satiier 
there, most of whom are poor md belong 
to foreign elements. She got all her teach- 
ers to take up the worK, ami f.jral..ng 
time it has been goini^ on, liegiiiiiin^- wilii 
the lirst year of school life and continuing 
clear through the nine years that end with 
the highest grammar grade. 

Up there on Itroadway the little babies 
begin to struggle with thimbles, needles 
and little scraps of cloth after thev have 
been to school for six months, and they 
spend one hour a week trying to make all 
sons of stitches. Each year they advance 
to more diflicult lieids", and simple gar- 
ments are made in the highest grades. 
When Raphael Weill was a member of the 
Board of Education, four or five years ago, 
he took a special interest in this voluntary 
work, and gave iiiuch ni;ilerial to bo 
worked up in tbe Broadway school. AU 
the teacher* in that school have become 
expert sewers, and some exqnisite work by 
the chil.lren is on exnibition. The girls 
delight in the work, as is always the case, 
and the parents are even more delighted. 
Many garments made up in the school 
have quietly fonntl their way to the homes 
of the poorer children. 

Sewing is also going on in the Denman 
school on the same plan and with the s:itna 
success, each teacher being re.iiurea to 
give instruction in it one hour a week. 
The work was begun there by .lames Den- 
man when he was principal of that school 
some years ago. The exhibitions of sew- 
ing made along with other scboid work 
each Christmas time at this school are 
always surprising to visitors. Principal 
A. L. Mann is a thorough believer in the 
work. The same course is being carried 
out in the Rincon school, of which Miss 
Cleveland is principal. 

The success of this work, taken up vol- 
untarily in these three schools led. four 
years ago, to sewing being made a jiart of 
the regular course of study for schools ex- 
clusively for girls, and tlic three schools 
named are the only exclusively girls' 
schools in the department. In all other 
schools it is optional except in the Frank- 
lin and Potrer.1 si Imols. 

Rut now. siiii-e in.lu.strial training has 
been taken up and is being rapialy (level- 
oped as a feature of public school educa- 
tion here, special teachers of sewing will 
be gradually employed, along with spet ial 
teachers in cooking in uuc graniiiiar school 
after another and tbe girls w ill becoiue as 
proficient in domesti.' . c. .nomy as in parn- 
ing. As ove.'90 per cent of the school rhii- ' 
dren en.t their education with the gram- 
mar sclii uls and go into practical life tiie 
extra knowledge this work will give will 
be of Inestiniable value.

After Mr. Lincoln became President his 
relations with Mr. MedlU continued to be 
of the most friendly character.

Lincoln had little time and less inclina- 
tion to write personal letters. Yet no pub- 
lic man, not even the first Kapoleon him- 
self, had a stronger appetite for intelli- 
gence or more Tarioiu methods of acqairing 
it. In last October's number of McOlnre's 
Magazine Mr. Mitchell descrilied how ad- 
mirably Mr. Dana served the President as

That very night he re- 
ceived this reply from the President : 

"1 iiave received your interesting dis- 
patch and am considering it." 

Mr. Medill's account of what followed 
cannot fail to be interesting, in view of the 
perennial debate over the bateleof Gettys- 
burs;, its leaders and their tactics. 

■■1 heard no more of il at tlic time," Mr. 
Medill says, "and knew nothing of Lin- 
coln's decision except what all tl»e world 
knows, until a few years ago when I met 
the Hon. Robert Lincoln in London, while 
he was Minister to the Court of St. James. 
In the course of a Gettysburg conversation 
I told him the story just as I have 
told it to you, and was rery much 
interested to hear his reply: 'Why,' 
said Mr. Lincoln, 'I remember the circum- 
stance very well. I recall that a few days 
after Gottysburg father got a letter from 
Hamlin urging him to order Meade to re- 
new the tight and push the battle to a final 
finish. Father sent just such an order to 
Meade by the Government wire, and the 
receipt of it was acknowledged. When we 
left the White House I made diligent 
search for that letter, but failed to find it. 
But I lemember the contents, because 
father read it to me before he sent it. It was

The editor had 
been for a fortnight down at Grant's head 
quarters (on a pass from the President), 
and returning^ to Washington was sum- 
moned from his hotel by one of Lincoln's 
secretaries to the White House. The 
President wanted a circumstantial account 
of Medill's observations at the front.

The department of botany of the Cali- 
fornia State University possesses about 
five acres of the spacions groondsat^ Berke- 
ley, which are devoted t9>tbe formation of 

its botanic garden. 

In this garden is grown material for use 
in the various botanical classes, including 
particular .-species pi-cnliariy adapted to 
illustrate various points in plant anatomy, 
•'uch as the spider-wort ( Trades-cantia 
Virginica), the stamens of which are cov- 
ered with long hairs, each cell appearing— 
when examined nnder a mieioscope— as 
thongh it were alive and had a regular 
circulation of blue blood, for as one 
watcl||B it he may see the minute grains 
of protoplasm moving atiout in streams 
from end to end and then back again, 
never still for a moment. This is known 
as the circulation of protoplasm, and is 
perhaps better illustrated in this plant than 
n any otner. Leaves of the shrub Iiepar- 
gyrtea Canadensis are used extensively in 
botanical classes to illustrate the peculiar 
modificalion of hairs which in this plant 
are flattened out at the top into broad star- 
shaped scales; and the stinging nettle is 
grown to show the remarkable structure of 
Its hollow hairs with little sacs of poison 
at the bottom of each. Plants of barley 
grown in llower-jiots will afford admirable 
illustrations of the exact "growing point" 
of the rootlets, with tbe "root capr' which 
protect them from injury as they ptish 
their way through the soil. 

J. Burtt L'avy, who is connected with the 
botanical garden of tKe University, is much 
interested in the work that it is doiiiK. 
Speaking of this matter yesterday, he said : 
"In addition to the things grown to illus- 
trate special points, an attempt is Ixing 
made to cultivate representatives of all tbe 
orders of plants which will bear otu 
climate, for dissection and comparison in 
the classes in systematic botany; a great 
deal of material is needed for this work, as 
these classes have grown from sixty to 
seventy students, and meet three times 
week. 

"We are also trying our best to get 
together a representative collection of all 
the flowering plants of the State. Wilii a 
flora so diversified as is that of California 
and having so many species peculiarly 
restricted in their distribution, it is abso- 
lutely es.sential for the thorou.'h working 
out of our systematic botany that we 
should have— as far as possible—the whole 
of the flora represented in one area where 
members of the same genus from all parts 
of the t-tate— tlie moist climute of the 
northwestern jportion, the liigh f-ierras 
and the hot and desert regions of the 
south— can be studied side by side. It is 
very important also tliat we grow side by 
side for several years those peculiar forms 
and vari'Ties of one species sometimes 
known a- eographical variations, because 
their peculiarities appear to l>e due to dif- 
ferences in soil and climate, in order to 
determine accurately whetner they will 
maintain their peculiarities when grown 
under uniform conditions. 

■■I''roni careful and protracted studies in 
this direction it may be that much light 
will be thrown on the various unanswered 
questions of evolution and plant variation, 
and it is in this particular branch of study 
that 1 am esjiecia'iv interested. 

"This collecticn .lud cultivation of Cali- 
fornia native pla .< should prove of con 
siderable importance to the commerce of 
the State. There is no reason why Cali- 
fornia, with its iK'autiful climate and rich 
soil, should not become the source of the 
world's seed supply. Already we ship 
onion and sweet i>ea seed by the ton to the 
Eastern and European markets, and in 
spite of long distances and high freight 
rates it yields a profit, because a larger 
percentage of the seed in each pod will 
reach maturity here than nnder cloudier 
skies, and California seed produces stronger 
and healthier jilants than that grown else- 
where. Now, why should we not supply 
the world with ue seed of some of our 
beautiful wild flowers? That there is a 
large market for them any one can see 
who kiuiws the Englishman's pride in his 
tlower-gardcn and his keen desire to ob- 
tain new kinds of plants which other peo- 
ple have not yet got. 

"The well-known firm of nurserymen, 
James Veitcli A Sofi of Ixjndon, recently 
sent a member of tbe firm on a six months' 
tour in Burmah, Korea, Japan, Australia 
and New Zealand to collect seeds of novel- 
tics wliich they will raise and propagate in 
their nur:^eries and sell at high prices. 
• itiier Knelish firms regularly employ 
>aiaiied collectors to travel in the tropics 
and send home seeds and plants of things 
worth cultivating. If they find it pays to 
do so, surely there is rooiii for u- lu" step 
into the market and send out the rich 
products furnished to hand free of cost by 
nature. 

"Not only ought we to grow and ship 
seeds of our own native products, but our 
climatic advantages will enahle us to pro- 
pagate with profit manvof the handsome 
and rare plants of Soutli Africa, Australia, 
New Zealand, Japan and China, and for 
these a good market would be foOndla tba 
Eastern States and England. 

"The university botanic garden is atready 
able, and will be better able in a year or 
two, to provide samnles of seeds of several 
handsome native plants not now known in 
the outside horticnltural world. Many 
plants are being raised also from seed re- 
ceived from Natal and Cape Colony in 
South Africa, and from Japan, 'Victoria 
and Qneensland. 

"Not only have we a foreign market 
awaiting our entry, but at home we shall 
find that as our State prow? older the taste 
for flower-gardens wiil increase, and we 
shall get tired of growing nothing but tea 
roses and chrysanthemums, callas and 
geraniums, beautiftd though ihev be; we 
shall wish to f;row something that our 
next-door neighbor lias not pot, in order 
that our garden may look oilferent from 
his, and so a demand f,ir new garden- 
plants will arise, and indeed the neetl for 
them is felt already. 

"The lx)tanic garden at Berkeley has 
another use. It will become erelong— if 
the present plan and iwlicy are permitted 
to be carried out unhindered, one of the 
most attractive features of the bc.intifnl 
grounds of the university. The garden 
has many visitors, especially on Sundays, 
who manifest great interest in the curious 
and beautiful jiiants always to be found in 
blossom. 

"The garden was started by Professor 
Greene about three years ago with a few 
seeds and roots collected on his botanical 
trips. From a small beginning itlias grown 
steiidily until al)out lOlO speciesaie r^re- 
sentedat the present time."

A mepting of the Harbor rommipsioners 
was held yesterday iiuTniii); for the con- 
sideration of the leiisi- C'liiia i5ii>iii to 
the San KranciFfo an'i .Immiiuim Valley 
road. John I>. Sprl•^k'^^ \v:i> the only ntu' 
present repre.-^eritin^ tlii' intcrt'sts of the 
road, Attorney I'rcston hi ini^ out t)f t.nvn. 
Mayor t-utro was on hand aiconiiiaiiitd by 
his private set retary. Colonel Rogers, and 
in addition to Harbor Coinmissioners (7ol- 
non. Cole and t'hatlbourne there were pres- 
ent Attorneys F. S. Stratton and Tirey h. 
Ford. 

Commissioner Cole opened the proceed- 
'ings by introducing a resohition to strike 
ont that part of the lease which rea<i: 

Also that it shall c msirni't and liave in opera- 
tion not less ihuM lint inilfs ui road witliiii live 
years fn>m the .hue ef ; lie execution hereof, 
and actually u>e snid j-rv mises in connectiou 
therewith as its railway terminal. 

The (^mniiissioner proposed to snb.stitute 
the following: 

Also that within (ive (5) years from ttie date 
of the execntion of this Iea:<e said party of the 
second part shall constrnet and have in opera- 
tion not less than one hundred (100) miles of 
continuous road, one end or terminus of which 
said one huivlred'tlOO) miles must be at some 
point on the bay of .<San Francisco, and actually 
use the premise's hereby demised in connection 
with th» such road as its railway terminal. 

At this point Mayor Sutro called atten- 
tion to the amendment to the lease made 
hy him at the last meeting. Mr. Sutro 
stated that while every cuncession should 
be made to the Valley road lie for one 
wanted to prevent the possibility of the 
competing road passiiij: into tlie liands of 
the Southern Paiilie. "I believe that the 
gentlemen who are now at the liead of the 
roail," .<.iiil Mr. Sutro, "have the interest 
of the I'nijert at heart, and that the rail- 
way will never cease to be a competing 
one by any voluntary act of theirs, but the 
stock may pass from their hands into those 
of less desirable people." 

Mr. Stratton saiu that the Mayor's 
amendment had \ieen boiled down ancl in- 
corjxirated in the lease, and read the fol- 
lowing extract from the instrument: 

Troviiled that if said ilemlsed premises 
should ever during the term hi rein iinn.ed be- 
come subject to the cntrol t-r d<iiiii ij ion of 
any person, company or e.irporaii"ii :;eu hav- 
ing railway terminal (oeilities f.iithehayof 
San Franeisco, then thereby and in that event 
this lease shall forthwith terminate and all 
Tights thereunder immediately cease. 

Colonel Rogers, on behalf of the Mayor, 
stated that the provision was not strong 
enough. 

"Well," said Mr. Cbadbonme, "the 
Mayor is a member of the committee on 

the lease, and I move that liis amemlment 
ami tliai of Mr. Cole be relerred to the 
committee. In the absence of Governor 
Budd and Attorney Preston, we can do 
nothing to-day which can be considered 
Jinal. Tliecoir.niittee.it appears, has not 
j-et completed its work, and 1 think that 
thev should be piven further time." 

Mr. Chadbourne's motion prevailed and 
the meeting then adjourned to the call of 
the rliair. The date of the next meeting 
(if the e"iiiiiiiuce was lixed for Wednesday 
afternoon. May 1, at 2 o'clock, in the office 
of J;'. S. Stratton in the Crocker building.

From a quarter whence it was hardly ex- 
pected antagonism has already met the 
call of the .\fro-.\nierican League for an 
i Afro-American congress to he held in this 
city ne.vt .Inly. A. L. liennis, who, in ad- 
dition to his labors as a messenger for the 
Standard Oil Company, edits a little week- 
ly paper devoted to the .social and other 
interests of his race, is the opponent, and 
be insinuates that T. B. Morton, the presi- 
dent of the league, has imitated the auto- 
cratic prerogatives of the Czar of Russia 
in presuming to call the convention. In 
an editorial in the Budget of yesterday Mr. 
Dennis, after penning some allusions to 
political iiihs aii'l many unpleasant refer- 
ences to Mr. Mortijii, e.\pressos himself 
thus: 

"The thinking portion of the race is 
agreeil. perhaps, to a man. that the time is 
most an.spicious for holding a State con- 
gress of Afro- -Americans for their general 
good, commercially and otherwise, and to 
consider and>discuss plans for united ac- 
tion. The State is to<lay a new otie and, 
unlikethepast.it is now the desire and 
intention of every progressive man and 
woman, black or white, in California to 
place their State in the ]«)sition in which 
the greatness of its unenualed natural re- 
sources entitles it. But the convention to 
be prolitic of gCKid results must be rcgu- 
hirlv called by the people or their repre- 
sentatives. It should be called for the 
lieit-rniei'.t of the masses, not the selfish 
desires of a few. Above all, it must be 
non-partisan, and only political to the ex- 
tent necessary to the moral advancement 
of the race."" 

Mr. Morton e.xjircssed some surprise at 
these strictures yesterday. He has been 
four times elected president of the Airo- 
Araerican League, was chiefly instrumental 
in getting Miss Ida B. Wells to come here, 
and has been popularly regarded by his 
rac« as being very conscientiously devoted 
to its advancement. He said: 

"Mr. Dennis is mistaken in thinking the 
call was my own personal dictum. It was 
siirned by all the vice-presidents of the 
league, I am pretty sure. It was neces- 
sary for some organization to take the 
initiative step, and as the league, which 
was organized August 10, four vcars ago, 
pretty well represents the prevailing senti- 
ment of the colored race, it was issued 
from that source. 

"The call for a congress is more in the 
nature ol an invitation than anything else. 
1 feel that these gatherings are beneficial, 
becau.se many important questions relat- 
ing to Afro-American welfare may be dis- 
cussed at such a congress. 

"Other races in this country come to- 
gether and organize, and 1 see no reason 
wliy we should not do the same thing. I 
believe that when we are organized our 
race will be able to secure recognition from 
both the ]iolitical and commercial worlds, 
and I certainly think we are entitled to 
that recognition just as well as other peo- 
ple. I believe I may say that what recog- 
nition we have receivedf has been due to 
the Afro- American League, and hence our 
call for the congress."

If I had only remained In St. Joseph or would 
have gone there, then it would have been all 
right.

A OUBIO FOB SHOFFEBS. 



A Statue of .Afia Rrhaii in Rolid Sliver 
to Be Kxhiblted In This 
City. 



Something in the way of a curiosity in 
the way of e.xhiliiticjns will be presented to 
residents of this City to-morrow. In "The 
Maze," at the corner of Market and Tay- 
lor streets, will be shown a solid silver 
statue of Ada Rehan, as "Justice." This 
emblematic tigare was shown at the 
World's Fair, Chicago, In the Montana 
State exhibit. 

Some curious figures, the result of care- 
ful estimates, are furnished in regard to 
the stattie. Its total weight is four and a 
half tons. It contains 97,000 ounces of 
silver, valued at $64,800. The pedestal 
weighs 890 pounds, the gold therein being 
valued at $224,000. The cost of sculpture 
was $74fiO and of casting $r)0<X). The height 
of the statue is 9 feet 2 inches. It will be 
in the United States only three months 
longer, after which it goes to Europe, its 
first exhibition taking place at the Bon 
Marcbe, in Paris, where it will remain for 
two months, afte r A liirli it will visit all 
the principal cities of Europe. At the end 
of a year and a half it will be returned to 
Helena and placed in the Montana State 
Capitol. It will be on free exhibition at 
The Maze for two weeks, beginning April 
29 and closing Saturday, May 11.

Thm Board of Trade Wants Monay 
Laft From a World's Fair. 
Appropriation . 



I ITIiere will probably be a grand display 
of all the products of California at UieAI- 
lanta (Ga.) exposition next fall withotit 
calling upon the county Boards of Supervi- 
sors for contribntions for an e.thibition 
fund. AStetefond exists which, it is be- 
lieved, can be diverted to this purpose. 

Several months ago O. H. McCarthy, 
representing the Atlanta exposition, vis- 
ited the members of the C.iliforiiia State 
Board of Trade, and urged the iward to 
make an exhibit of California products at 
the Southern fair. One thing stood in the 
way. The Hoard of Trade declined to send 
on an exhibit and pay for space in addi- 
tion to transportation expenses. jEarly 
last week a letter was received from Mr. 
Carthy stating that the directors of the 
fair would give the Iward 5000 square feet 
of space free of charge. 

It was i>racticaily deciiled by several 
members of tlje h.iapl that the offer should 
be accepted, and the entire exhibit now at 
575 Market street will be replenished, 
packe<l and sent on to Atlanta. To ac- 
complish this it will be necessary to de- 
vise means for raising a fund m meet the 
necessary expenses. J. A. Kilcher, the sec- 
retary, suggMted that each of the coimties 
exhibiting at the Board of Trade rooms on 
Market street should add $100 to their an- 
nual contribution of $lMip. which would 
make up a fund of nearly $7000. 

While this . plan was favored another, 
which seems to be better, has been sng- 
gested by Mr. Filcher. The State I.,egisla- 
ture in i"'.!'.') made an appropriation of $25,- 
000 for the publication of literature upon 
California and its resonices, to l>e dis- 
tributed at the World's Fair at Chicago. 

This appropriation was in no way con- 
nected w'ith the $.>0(l,CXiO that was set apart 
for the use of the California World's Fair 
CommisBion. A nnmber of writers were 
set to work, and H. H. Markham, then the 
Onvernor. issued many thousand copies of 
"Tlie Kesources of California" to the State 
Commissioners, .\tiout 5000 books by some 
misslip were not forwarded, but were 
stored away in a garret at the Capitol. 

While inquiring for these spare copies 
recentlv, Mr. Filcher learned that onlv 
about $18,000 of the S25,000 appropriatecl 
had been spent in publishing the books, 
and the remainder never reverted to the 
genenil fun<i in the State treasury. 

lie called upon Attorney-General W. F. 
Fitzgerald and asked if ttiis money could 
not oe used iot the State exhibit at At- 
lanta. He said: "The act appropriating 
the money specified that the literature 
slunild have in view the promotion of Cali- 
fornia industries and increasing immigra- 
tion. Now, this is exactly what is contem- 
plated bv a creditable exhibit at the 
Atlanta fcxposition, which will be visited 
by many thousands of penple from all 
parts of the United States and the civilized 
world. With this $6000 or $7000 we need 
not call upon any one for subscriptions." 

The Attorney-General promised to give 
the matter his attention, and further he 
said that he and Governor Budd would 
visit Mr. Filcher at tlie li .ard of Trade 
rooms and discuss the luoi^osition. This 
meeting was to have been held j'e,stcrday, 
but the Governor was too bu.sy. Mr. 
Filcher will probably meet Governor Budd 
to-ilav. 

llartxir Commissioner K. L. Colnon, late 
private secrettiry of the Governor, on hear- 
ing the subject discussed by Mr. Filcher 
and Mr. Fitigerald, gave as his opinion 
that Governor Budd would favor transfer- 
ring the remainder of the fund to the 
Board of Trade for the purpose stated. 

The question whether it shall be so 
diverted must be decided by the State 
Board of Examiners, which is composed of 
Governor Budd, Attorney-General W. F. 
Fitzgerald and Secretary of State Brown. 
The Board of Examiners'will meet early in 
the week at Sacramento. Mr. Filcher and 
a special committee of jirominetit mem- 
bers of the .'^tate Board of Trade will be 
present and request that the $7UU0 be used 
for an exhibit at Atlanta. It will be argued 
that while the money will be diverted into 
another channel, yet it will be for the 
same purpose as contemplated by the act 
of appropriation, namely the advertise- 
ment of the State with a view of increasing 
desirable immigration. 

Mr. Filcher states that it will require less 
than $1000 to bo.x and pack for ship]>ing all 
of the exhibits in the Market-street estab- 
lishment. This will leave a gnod sum of 
money for arranging the exhibits at At- 
lanta. 

THETo ITY "riN AHOES. 

Deeision of the Sapreme Conrt AiTeet- 
Inc a Similar Caae.' 

Nothing more timely coold have oe- 
cured than the handing down of a certain 
decision by the Supreme Court yesterday. 
It was a decision of a case from Mendocino 
County, but bearing directly upon the 
present condition of the city's creditors 
who claim over $2ai,000 as due on supplies 
furnished in previous fiscal years. Ac- 
cording to this liecision, which but re- 
iterates former decisions on the same sub- 
ject, the creditors have little chance to re- 
cover upon a direct issue of right. 

Accordine to the facts of the case im- 
meiliately umler consiilcration, Matthew 
McGowan had sued William Ford, Treas- 
urer of Mendocino County, which was 
represented as indebted to him in the sum 
of $4543 27 for work done nnder contract 
with the county in repairing the Court- 
house, County Jail and grounds in ITkiah 
City. On July 11, 1893, the Supervisors 
accepted the work, but the warrants for 
the same were not cashed, being returned 
by the Treasurer indorsed, "not paid for 
want of funds." In December, 1883, the 
Treasurer refused payment of the war- 
rants although there were funds in the 
treasury. 

There were two warrants concerned, one 
numbered 1740 for $2970 27, and the other, 
numbered 1747, for $1675, the'ftrst being for 
a balance on contract and the second for a 

balance on extra work. The lower court 
filed an opinion, holding that the respund- 
ents were entitled to the relief demanded 
as to warrant No. 1746 for $2970 27, but not 
as to warrant No. 1747. Afterward judg- 
ment was entered, making the writ per- 
emptory as to the last-naiiieii warrant. 
From these judgments the appeals were 
prosecuted. 

The appellant contended that the indebt- 
edness to respondents was incurred during 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, and 
could only be provided out of the revenue 
jirovided "for that year. According to the 
answer of ajipellant the work was com- 
pleted before April 6, 1893, but in the May 
toUowing, by agreement between the Su- 
pervisors and to evade the provisions of the 
constitution, the warrant tor the liabilitv 
was canceled and another sub"-! ituted. 
whereby the warrant should he paid out of 
the funds of the succeeding fiscal year. 

This the Supreme Court held to be with- 
out authority, and that therefore the lower 
court erred in granting a judgment on the 
pleadings. 

In the case of the other warrant no cause 
for refusing payment was shown. For 
these reasons the Supreme Court ordered 
the judgment involving warrant No. 174fi 
reversed and the judgment involving war- 
rant No. 1747 attirmed. 

According to City and Coiintv Attorney 
Creswell the Supreme Court only upholds 
its established opinion that no indebted- 
ness can be legally incurred by any county 
for any snceeMing fiacal year.

As representing one of the least reformed 
of the better known congregations, Rabbi 
M. S. Lew of tlie Congregation Beth Israel 
was asked' to express his views on the nt- 
terancea of Kev. Dr. Voorsanger. He 
said: 

I do not see how Dr. Voorsanger can speak 
authoritatively for his orthodox brother when 
he says he (Dr. Voorsanger) does not believe in 
the Judaism of 3000 years ago, which is based 
on the revealed word of Ooo as handed down 
to Moses, and which ha* for its fundamental 
principles the ten commandments. 

Orthodox Jndalsm also possesses principles 
that are progressive and liberal. There is 
notlilDg in reform Judaism that orthodox 1 
Judaism does not possess. Orthodox Judaism { 
is progressive and liberal and is intended to do i 
as great good to the greatest nnmber as is 
claimed is done by reform Judaism. It is a 
mistake to convey the idea that America 
j.ossesses the only panacea for Judaism when ' 
wc take into consideration that there are I 
7.000,000 of Jews thronghout the worhi, 
6,000,000 or more being orthodox. 

The best theological institutions that the 
world has, the greatest schools are the creation 
of the orthodox Jew; the leading philan- 
thropists, the men of Rreatest culture are or- 
thodox Jews. The Montctiores . the Ilirsches, 
the Mocattas, the Goldsmiths, the lendlns 
Italian and French and the eminent Jews oi 
other countries are actively identilied with 
orthodoxy. .\nd as specimens of inaiily and 
patriotic citizens of Itie respective countries 
in which they live they are the equal of any 
.American .lew. 

I represent a conscrvntive orthodox congre- 
gation. I believe that t!ie Jew has yet to fulflU 
themlssioii forwhich he was selected, anfl that 
for a great number of centuries to come ortho- 
dox Judaism will servive. 

I r^ret, petsoaaUyi T«r sraeh that tbtn 



should hare been any public utterances of this 
kind made, and tliat they should have ap- 
peared in tbe public press. I verv seriously 
doubt, from what I know of Dr. Voorsanger, 
w hether he used the terms published— that the 
orthodox Jew is dishonest and inconsistent in 
the practice of his Jinlaism. 

There is little doubt in mv mind that good 
men are to be found in the ranks of both the 
reform and the orthodox Jews, and, while I do 
not desire to become engaged in any contro- 
versy regarding orthodox and reform Judaism, 
yet I am willing to be considered anxious to 
do my work as a conservative and consistent 
orthodox Jew. 

Babbi J. Xicto of the Congregation 
Sherith Israel had tliis to pay with refer- 
ence to Dr. Voorsanpcr's stand : 

I believe with him in most of the things he 
said in refi renee t.- th^ Hl]e>ted orlhodox Jews. 
There are uo orlhodox Je\^s to be found in .San 
Francisco. There are three small places nf 
worship south of Market street where they ob- 
serve what is called the orthodox ritual, where 
they preserve archaic customs which have be- 
come meaningless to them and where ttae con- 
duct can scarcelv be considered reverential. 
To be consistently an orthodox Jew— that is, a 
follower of rabblnism— one must observe to the 
very minutest degree the sanitary and dietary 
laws, biblical and extra-biblical; must neither 
work nor cause work to be done on the Sab- 
bath, and must faithfully adhere to all the 
moral and ethical principles in the Bible and 
in the Talmud. 

The orthodox Jew too often forgets that bis 
mere obserranee of custom and ceremonial 
and the carrying ont of a few dietary regtUi^ 
tions do not constitute him a Jew. 

A very small proportion of tlie population 
here is orthodox. No place of wor-hip is ortho- 
dox that has, first, any instrumental music on 
the .Sabbnth : second, that has men and women 
seated to>;ether. I may add that there are. 
properly speaking, three distinct classes of 
Jews ami .Jewish congregations in .'san Fran- 
cisco. They inuy be divided into orthodox, 
conservfltive ancl reform. To which of the two 
former I>r. Voorsantrcr referred, or whether to 
both of them, IS iM.tc l. ar frnni tiie jnihlishcd 
report of the lecture, so I am not prepared at 
tills time to take issue with him.

Few of those who have had the interest 
to read through the preceding article will 
have failed to note the falsity of some of 
the analogies drawn. There are no Line- 
landers or Flatlanders. All animated ob- 
jects are inhabitants of space. The argu- 
ment was merely introduced to add in- 
terest to the discussion and to show the 
meager fonndation upon which some of 
the exponents of spintualism base their 
argnmeots.

somewhat after this form: There is an al- 
most universal belief in a soul and in a 
liereafter somewhere. Now, wliere is this 
hereafter to be spent and what is the soul ? 
These are questions that are difficult to 
answer; but is it not reasonable to believe 
that heaven is all around and about this 
space and that the soul at death becoiues a 
four-dimensional creature, able to go and 
come, appear and disappear, at will. For 
more than twenty centuries evidence has 
been accumulating that beings of a 
higher order than humankind do oc- 
casionally appear among men. The great 
bulk of such evidence is not worthy of 
credence. "Yet much has been written, 
both in the words of divine writ and in 
profane literature, of suiieriiatural arrivals 
and appearances.

Did they migrate across inhnite space to 
worlds unkuuwn, or are they here around 
and among us? If near us why do not our 
senses perceive them? Why, indeed, un- 
les,s they are of a higher order than human- 
ity and'in the space beyond them. 

"The riuesliiin may arise, Is spiritualism 
then reasonable? (..'an individuals from a 
higher world step in ainoiig men and out 
again at their own volition ? 

Before considering this question it may 
be well to say that tne assumption of such 
a space and a new direction oy mathema- 
ticians does not argue the real existence of 
such a space; or even granting its real 
existence, it does not follow that it is peo- 
pled by beings formerly of this World or 
that it is ]ieo)iled at all.

There is a conservatory in Alameda 
where a man has for his private edilica- 
tion a finer collection of orchids than can 
be boaste.l of by any other single owner 
on this coast. 

The nian is J. C. Siegfried, and he spends 
money like water and time as thougli life 
was eternity— and all over orchids. For- 
tunately he is wealthy enough to gratify 
his fad, and as business takes him fre- 
quently to far Eastern shores he looks up 
new and brilliant varieties of the parasites 
that grow, crimson-throated and purple- 
dyed, on great trees under moist East In- 
dian suns. 

The Siegfrieds have kept no account of 
the thousands of dollars that they have 
poured into their orchid-house. S'une 
rare specimens, brought from the very 
heart of deepest jungles, cost .several hun- 



ture is kept even. And the (Jerinan gar- 
dener, who knows all the Latin orchid 
names by heart, sees that the fires never 
go out. 

These particular orchids, also, arc very 
susceptible to onslaughts of insects. The 
<;erman gardener has to look very care- 
fully on the leaves to see that no ugly 
thing, bred in this atmosphere, is allowed 
to suck the life fluid from these greeii- 
vciued leaves. 

This is the sort of care these j)lants have 
had for six years. In preceding springs 
there have been a few scattering blossoms, 
but this year the Manila orchids decided 
that Alameda w.as not a half-bad [.lace to 
live, and as they had come to stay, they 
might as well make the best of it and 
bloom a little. And so it happens that 
there are 11(H) e.vijuisitely perfect I'halan- 
opsis (lowers m one corner of the t-iegfried 
conservatory, mixed with pink dendro- 
brums hannng from the ceiling in orchid 
baskets, and that all the countryside, the 
tlower laymen, are coming to see and ad- 
mire, as well as the men whose trained 
eyes see beauties in what to other people 
are merely ugly green flowers with Drown 
spots. 

There is a worship of orchids, similar to 
the .la|iaiiese feast of the fruit blossoms, 
that is the lad in .\lameda just now.

dred dollars apiece; but so long as the 
orchid was new and not numbered among 
the Siegfried pets the sahib from America 
paid the price ungrudgingly. 

.\iul <ii the Siegfried conservatory has 
come to be acknowledged as the repository 
of the finest orchids on the coast, with a 

frcater variety than Gk)l Jen Gate Park can 
oast. 

There are Cypripediums and Stuartianas 
without number in the conservatories. 
There are strange, wild blooms, spotted 
like the skins of the tigers in their own 

country. There are blossoms with dark- 
red stains, like spots of blond, and the 
Holy Ubost orchid, with a milk-white dove 
in its heart. In general, the ugliness of an 
orchid is in direct proporlioo to its rarity, 
but. like most generalities, this rule has 
important exceptions, and one of them is 
in glorious pink and white bloom in the 
Siegfried glasshouses these April days. 

There are just 1100 blossoms of the rare 
Phalauojisis in one fragrant corner of the 
hothouse this week. That is the family 
name, clumsy Fhalanopsis, though the 
Christian name. Schillenana, is not quite 
such a mouthful. But the ugly orchid 
name gives no suggestion of the ex- 
quisitely fragile and dainty orchid blos- 
soms, quivering at the end of long, pale- 
green stems. So delicately poised are 
they that the heavy, scented air in the 
close conservatory keejis them all a- 
tremble, so that tlie camera has to blink at 
them suddenly and swiftly, or else carry 
away no impression bnt a velvety, white 
blur. 

The thousand blossoms of Phalanopsis 
Schilleriana are worth, at wholesale, to 
put a commercial estimate on them, about 
15 cents apiece, if there were a market 
for them here, and if any amount of money 
could prevail on the Siegfrieds to cut 
tliem. 

Tliey are the brilliant harvest of plants 
that came from Manila. Their hideous 
Latin cognomen is the family name they 
were born to, but the Schilleriana was 
foisted upon them by the Qerman traveler 
who first discovered them. 

The Phalanopsis flowers are m two col- 
ors. One is an exquisite shade of pinkish 
lilac and the other a delicate ivory white. 
They are as larce as carnations and bloom 
with seven flowers on one stem. They 
show the familiar bird form and have a 
faint and delicate perfume, like that in the 
heart of a hvacinth. 

These particular plants from Manila 
have been drinking water and hot air in 
the Siegfried conservatories for six years. 
They are such thirsty plants that water has 
to stand inches deep on the floors and 
beds in order to satisfy them. The air has 
to be hot and heavy like the atmosphere 
of their own home in Manila, else they 
are not satisfied. You can positively see 
the moisture rise in clouds from the wet 
floors and cling in bendi to the wide green 
leaves of the orchids. There is a fog in the 
air that dims your eyes and settles like a 
mantle in your lungs, until the Anglo- 
Saxon, no matter how great a lover of 
beautv and the quaint and queer in flow- 
ers, longs for the door and breathing room. 
If this is Manila atmosphere, decidedly it 
must be an unpleasant place to live. 

These Manila orchids have a bouse all 
their own. Tbqr require more moisture 
and more heat than any of their cousins, 
and for sii years the temperature has not 
been allowed to vary six degrees. Ky day 
there is the sun to do it, for he loves to 
linger on the roof of the glass house, and 
when there is a pillar of cloud by day 
thera ara the steam-pipes that warm the 
orchids at night to aae that the temponp 



wi od enough in it for a whalchoat. and the 
movements of its ponderous wh^ls and its 
cordaeg were measured, dignified and labor 
ious. When it stmok at midnight its tones 
awoke half the mariners in the city and on 
a still day the chucking of its pendulum 
was audible to wayfarers in the tranquil 
streets. But the old clock began to behave 
very qiifierly recently. It skipped stitches 
in time and out of time mysteriously, whis- 
tle<l, clattered and grunted, and oneafter- 
noiin, in the mi'lst of a fog, it suddenly 
stopped with a long b-r-! s-h! It had never 
done such a thin»; before in all its long 
career; hence everybody wondered what 
WHS up with it. .'Xfterward it was learned 
that time was ii]' with it. It is the rule in 
New London when in doubt to send a man 
aloft That is to say. ii there is such a 
thing as a loft belonging' to the municipal- 
ity. In this instance an aL'ilp sailor for |1 
quickly shinned up the tapering steeple 
and disappeared into the wooden recesses 
of the tmiepiece, while a watohful crowd in 
the street below held its breath with con- 
cern as to his safety. 

The bold sailor, after half a dozen mo- 
ments of anxietv on the part of the crowd, 
reappeared on the outer wall of the steeple 
and slipped down to the street as uncon- 
cernedly as a tree toad. He reported the 
sum total of his experiences to his em- 
plovers. 

"It's all owin' to the durned pigeons," 
he explained. As near as he could calcu- 
late about two d(i7,en city pigeons had been 
roosting on the clock beams and bars for 
several years. ".Seems as if the old clock 
had got pretty blamed tired of the hull 
gang, be added, "specially since some o' 
the cheekiest pigeons have taken to mating 
on the internal small wheels ami cogs, 
sorter ridin' round on "em in a new kind of 
a merry-go-round. Finally," continued the 
sailor, "it appears that a big jiigcon got 
himself mixed tip with the gearing of the 
hour hand, an' was sliced into idgeonpie." 
"That wa.s on the day the old clock choked 
and gasped and stopped. "There ain't no 
use tryin' to fix her up," continued the 
nautical examiner, "fur she's clock-a- 
block, an' there ain't no more go in her." 

Nevertheless, the New London Town 
Covernment having taken the matter into 
consideration, at a special meeting, rue- 
fully, but with affectionate unanimity, dis- 
patched a more accomjilished cvjiert, a 
landlubber, it is true, up the steeple, and 
after an hour or two, when evervljody be- 
lieved he was lost, he also came back with 
a verdict verifying the sailor's. On the 
strength of the expert's decision, but with 
a pathetic reluctance, the Town Govern- 
ment has rendered judgment that the town 
must have a new cluck. 



Durlfuf; ill France May Cease. 
Should the bill drafted and submitted to 
the Chamber of Deuutics by the Abbe Le- 
mire become law, as seems iirobable, there 
is little doubt that dueling in France will 
soon lieciMue a thing of the past. By its 
terms dueling becomes a misdemeanor. 
Whosoever takes part as a principal in a 
duel is liable to from one month's to one 
year's imprisonment and a fine of from 
lOOf. to lOOOf. Should a duelist succeed in 
wounding his adversary he will be liable 
to from three months' to three years' 
imprisonment and a fine of from 2bOf. to 
2000 francs, and should he kill him, the 
punishment is to be from one to five 
years' imprisonment, and a line of from 
1000 francs to 10,000 francs, says the Lon- 
don News. Nor is this all, for the mere 
sending of a challenge is to be a nunisba- 
ble offense, and seconds and spectators, 
and even the papers which publish the 
particulars respecting duels or challenges, 
will bring themselves within the clutches 
of the law. It is significant of the state of 
French opinion on the subject that even 
so determined an opponent of dueling as 
the worthy Abbe does not propose to make 
the killing of a man in a duel willful 
murder, aa in England.

The 
oldest known wills are those of Egypt. 
Both oral and written wills not frequently 
contained imprecations on those who 
should neglect them. 

The oldest written will in cxistance is 
that of SennaclKT;!'. wliich was found in 
the r.oyai Lilir.iry of Kuiiyuiij.k, There is 
a great sameness about our own royal 
wills. They mainly relate to beds, bed- , 
ding, clothes, personal ornaments, gold i 
and silver cnps and payments for masses, j 
and are generally as prosaic as one coold

It is as^erteii that Max O'Rell, the cele- 
brated French wit, recently made the as- 
sertion that if he could choose his nation 
and his sex he would choose to be an 
American woman, and, as he imiilies by 
this assertion, the position of American 
women strikes with astonishment all for- 
eigners who travel in the States, for the 
American women are qb an equality with 
men. 

In Chicago, for instance, down in the 
city there stands an immense and very 
line building, and that is the Woman's 
Temple. At the exposition there in 1893 
one of the finest structures in the fair 
grounds was the Women's building, de- 
signed and built bv a woman. In the con- 
gresses and at the exposition penerallv 
woman took an equally prominent part 
with man. 

American women talk raciieallv on all 
subjects, even to the cbauges " of the 
laws and emancipation. In order 
to get an adequate idea of 
the ciMiditions of American professional 
women in isn.'), we have to consider the 
high state of education they have attained 
to to-day. the professions and occupations 
open to them and their political status. 

In America there are over PX) lirst-class 
colleges and universities entirelv open to 
women. Some, like Vaasar, \VelIesley, 
Buitb and Bryn Hawr, are for women ex- 
dnsiTely, and others are misced. Harvard, 



sion was the first sought by women, and 
now more than lOOO women practitioners 
of the healing art are scattered over the 
States and work on an equal footing with 
the men.

'There are -about TfKJ women 
preachers and pastors in the u'nited States 
to-day. 

The legal profession was the last of the 
three so-called learned professions to be 
opened to women in America, not bec aiwe 
of reluctance on the part of the courts, but 
because women did not so easily apply for 
admission. There are now not less than 
eleven law srhtiols open to women, and 
twenty-live States and Territories admit 
women to the bar. There are over 200 
women lawyers in America, nine of whom 
are admitted to practice before the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

The women of Wyoming have full suf- 
frage, and municiiMi suffrage is granted 
women in Kansas. In twenty-eight more 
States they have a right to vote upon 
school matters, and there are at least 
twenty-nine out of a total of forty-eight 
States" where women enjoy some form of 
suffrage. 

The political conditions of American 
woman to-day may be briefly summed up 
thus: Whileshe is not yet admitted to the 
full exercise o{ political rights except in 
Wyoming, she possesses very generally 
some right to vote on local matters, and to 
hold many executive offices; she, in all 
walks of life, is considered nearly, if not 
entirelv, the equal of man, and in many 
cases his superior. She is on a par with 
him in respect to freedom to labor and 
earn money; she may vote, hold office, do 
business, enter upon any profession as the 
social equal of man, enjoying respectful 
consideration and chivalrous treatment. 
Above all, she is a good wife and house- 
keeper, and a most devoted mother, in 
spite of all her outside avocations.— Queen.

The Frencii papers have lately an- 
nounced the appointment of Mme. Tou- 
rangin, M.D., to the post of chief medical 
officer, in succession to the late Dr. Dnjar-, 
din Beaometc, to the Lycee Fenelon, the 
only establishment for girls upon the lines 
of the public lycees for boys in France. 
Mme. Tourangin's life history is an inter- 
esting one, and a ii'rench correspondent 
who forwards it ttrinhalt wiliKe tead with 
some sympathy in this conntry, where the 
medical profession has become so well 
recogniTed as a woman's vacation. It is 
only within the last few months that Mine. 
Tourangiii changed her maiden name of 
Chopin for the one she now bears, as the 
wife of a well-known physician, who has 
practiced for some twenty years jiast in 
Paris, nnd under whom she had long 
studied. 

Mme. Toiirangin was bom in the re- 
motest wilds of Brittany, and came to 
Paris as a girl of 19 in 1S7!». Her education 
thus far had been of the most elementary 
character, and had been received at a con- 
vent. But she was ambitious and obser- 
vant. Scientific stuilies had great attrac- 
tions for her, and toward medicine she 
showed decided leanings. She consulted 
Dr. Tourangin, who was known to her fam- 
ily, and he strongly advised lier to enter 
upon a medical career. What seemed at 
first an almost insurmountable barrier, 
however, was the fact that the two exami- 
nations for Baccalaurcat es Lettres and 
se Sciences physique would have to be 
jiassed tirst; but she set herself to work 
with all the energy at her command, under 
M. Piperand. well known since as a muni-

cipal councilor, and in three years the 
first of these trials was safely ac- 
complished. A year later the second 
was achieved, she meantime having en- 
tered the Hospital St. Antoine. Here she 
was the favorite pupil of Dr. Dujardin 
Beaumetz, who gave her the full benefit of 
all his own knowledge and experience, 
and afterward did all in his jiower to 
launch her upon professional success. 

As a dresser she worked with Cochin, the 
eminent stirgeon, and also saw a good deal 
of surgery with Dr. Perier. while she spent 
some months with Dr. Hanoi, tlie great 
French speciulist In diseases of the liver. 
By IS*"} her medical degree was won, and a 
paper she wrote after six months' experi- 
menting with Professor Armand CJautier 
upon salicylic acid and its properties and 
uses caused considerable sensation in the 
medical world. Shortly afterward l)r. 
Dujardin Beaumetz reiiuested her to help 
him with his work as medical adviser at 
the Ecole Normale d'Institutrices de la 
8eine,and later on nominated her officially 
as his assistant at the Lycee Fenelon. He 
alwayshoped and predicted that she would 
be hCj successor, and his wish, therefore, is 
accomplished, as she is now responsible 
for tbe health and well-being of the pupils 
and staff of this great institution. 

She married in October last, having al- 
ready built herself up a valuable private 
practice. She intends to give np her old 
consulting rooms in order to have one un- 
der the same roof as Dr. Tourangin, but 
this does not imply that they will have 
the same patients. Mme. Tourangin will 
rather devote herself to gynecology and 
the diseases of childhood. In her rare 
moments of leisure she cultivates art, and 
is both an acomplished pianist and clever 
and pleas ing draughtswoman. In private 
life she is a charming companion, and is 
personally very popular alike in her pro- 
fession and with her patients. There are 
no more than live women doctors in all 
Paris, of whom Mme. Tiuir;iugin is one, 
and certainly not the least distinguished 
of that brilliant little band.— M. F. B., in

If it went not for the wonderful yariety 
of climates in California at all times of the 
year, our people would be denied one of 
the most precious gifts that nature has be- 
stowed upon the .*tate. It is so generally 
the fact that one cannot tell t!ie truth 
about California without seeming to tell a 
lie, that it rt-quires a certain de;jrrep of 
rouranc evea to tell what is trne. I ':il:f.ir- 
niaii« tliemscives know the truth, and are 
awriri- tii.it a cmn in eliension of it is irapos- 
siUle to a stranger. Thus, what person 
who has not lived here can understand 
that at any season of the year climates 
peculiar to all the fonr seasons elsewhere 
may be found in a few hours' travel? On 
its very face it looks incre<lible that these 
radically differentand opposing conditions 
should stand shoulder to slioiildvr ahnost 
from one end of California to thi i.ther. 
The "California liar" will never become 
extinct until he ceases to tell the truth. 
He is as absurd a creation in Eastern eyes 
as the carnal traveler who writes about 
our Stale is in ours. 

And yet very many localities in Califor- 
nia have their transitory local discomforts ; 
again, a partictilar place may have a cli- 
mate that is good for one person and bad 
for another; still again, a locality may 
have a climate agreeable to one person at 
one time of the year and disagreeable at 
another. But this is the one great fact to 
keep in mind: Any jierson under the >un 
can tiiid ."omewhere in California, al any 
time of the year, a climate that exactly 
suits him. 

Tlie close cuiitiiruityof these various con- 
ditions has pnuiured in California a pecu- 
liar social habitude. This is seen in the 
form of a kind rf seasonal migration, and 
it is the wisest thing that Califomians do. 
The residents of the coast, for instance, 
after a "winter" of balmy, soft, yet highly 
stimulating winds from the tropic seas, 
long for the crisp, dry heat, brilliant sun- 
shine and rarelied air of the mountains in 
summer; and during the growing season 
of summer, when there is nothing to do on 
the farms and viiicx aii!^ imd orchards, the 
residents of the K^eat plain.-* of the interior 
desire to escape from the heavy, j'alpita- 
ting heat of their homes and come over to 
the coast, where constant breezes are fresh 
and cool, and where sleep beneath a pair 
of warm blankets is infinitely sweet and 
as caressing as the gentle stroke of some 
good angel's hand on the weairy brow. 

But the finest of all these gentle pleas- 
ures is camping in the summer, whether 
on the coast by residents of the interior, or 
along the mountain streams by dwellers 
on the coast: for the change of climate is 
as valuable as the novelty of the outing. 
The Coast Kangc north and south of San 
Krancisco is the favorite and proi>er resort 
fur this pleasure, for there the noble, 
solemn and mysterious redwoods abound, 
with streams which are rivulets of sun- 
shine and pearls. There, too, we find the 
rhododendron, filling all the spacevrith its 
exquisite perfume ; the dogwood lUossom, 
big, white and bold: the tiger lily, luxuri- 
ating in its gorgeous panoply of splendid 
colors, and innumerable more modest 
blooms holding up their dainty lips to re- 
ceive the sun's bold kiss. 

There is no danger of rain in these long, 
shining months. A drowsy fog may linger 
now and then in the niorninL's, hut it only 
makes the bed feel more luxurious and en- 
ticing; and when it passes away the great 
sun empties its very soul upon the earth 
and pours its richest treasures into every 
human heart open to receive them. And 
BO slips away this glorious summer in the 
woods, where nature's unshackled limbs 
are stretched lazily abroad in the sun- 
shine and men have a foretaste of the 
peaceful life that lies beyond the ends of 
the earth. 



TEE DEBTS OP THE CITY. 



The City of San I'rancisco will, during 
the present wc' k, l e fi.-.-.-.l to f ice again 
the specter of its debts, and that in a way 
which always jiroves distressful to the in- 
dividual debtor, and which is likely to do 
so to the Municipality unless some of its 
wiseacres shall be able to point the way 
out of its present dilemma. 

The creditors of the City, whose claims 
for the unpaid balances of last year and of 
the present one amount in the aggregate 
to about half a million dollars, appear to 
be unwilling to go further in the way of 
furnishing supplies to the various depart- 
ments of the City Oovemment withont 
assurance from some source that their 
bills, at least for supplies yet to 
be furnished, will be paid. There 
seems to be an impre=sion that the .State 
constitution makes illejal all claims against 
the City for goods ftirn>lied to it or for ob- 
ligations incurred by ii, when its treasury 
is empty, and forbids the payment of any 
debt arising during one year out of the 
revenues of the succeeding one. The sec- 
tion of the constitution referred to reads as 
follows: 

"No city shall incnr any indebtedness or 
liability in any manner or for any purpose 
exceeding in any year tb» income and 
revenue i.rovided for it for such year with- 
out the assent of two-thirds of the qualified 
electors thereof voting at aii election to be 
held for tliat purpose, nor unless before or 
at the time of incurring such indebtedness 
provision shall be made for the collection 
of an annual tax sufficient to pay the in- 
terest on such indebtedness as it falls due, 
and also a ptovirion to constitnte a sink- 
ing fund for the principal thereof on or be- 
fore maturity, which shall not exceed forty 
years from the time of contracting the 
same. Any indebtedness or liability in- 
cur.'-cd contrary to this provision shall be 
void.'' (Const., Art. XI, Section 18.) 

It would seem at a glance that this sec- 
tion of the constitution could never have 
been intended to be applied to that class 
of the obligations of a city which includes 
either the salaries of its officers, which are 
fixed by law, or the necessary supplies for 
the conduct of its departments, and which 
are essential to their maintenance, in 
order that its functions as a city may be 
performed. The construction of the sec- 
tion of the organic law whioh would com- 
pel the City to close its almshouses and 
hospitals, to cease the operation of its Fire 
Deimrtment, to stop its gas and water sup- 
ply, and to have a general jail delivery of 
its prisoners, because, forsooth, its Silurian 
officials had faileil to make an adeuuat" 
tax levy to meet these absolutely essential 
expenses, is one which should not be 
adopted, if by any nicety of reasoning its 
avoidance is possible. 

A careful reading of this section of the 
constitution would seem to disclose that 
its only object was to prevent the incurring 
by cities of those obligations which its 
officers have the discretion to incur or not, 
and which are generally obligations for 
those civic improvements or ailorn- 
ments which lind their usual form 
of payment in a funded debt. The 
idea seems to have been to prevent the 
creation of a funded Indebtedness without 
first securing the assent of the qualified 
electors of the City, and without also pro- 
viding beforehand fbr the collection of 
an annual tax mnnine through a long 
series of years by which this special 
form of debt should be paid. Such 
is the only reasonable construction to be 
given to this section. The construction 
which is being attempted to be applied to 
it, and which is being used to siarm the 
oteditm «t tito Gl^ md t» iBrolTe 



it in embarrassment, is without any rea- 
son at all. Suppose, for example, that 
by reason of some defect in the process 
of levying the annual taxes, the whole of 
the revenues of the City for any single 
year should fail, and their collection be 
found to be impossible after the City had 
progressed through some months of its 
administration, is it conceivable that the 
outstanding bills of the City for its sala- 
ries and for its necessaries would be void, 
•»ud that during the rest of the year the 
wheels of its government should perforce 
cease their motion and its operations and 
functions be suspended until the revenue of 
the succeeding year began to flow in? It 
must be apparent that such could never 
have been the purpose of those who framed 
this section of the constitution nor their 
idea as to its operation and efiect. 

In a recent case before the Supreme 
Court a lone step was taken toward reliev- 
ing the constitution from this harsh and 
illogical construction. The court decided 
that the salaries of City oUicials which 
are fi.'ced by statute were not. intended 
to be included within the classilica- 
tion of this section, nor to be lim- 
ited as to their sources of pay- 
ment to the revenue of the year within 
which the service was performed. The 
court expressly limited the scope of the 
section to those debts or liabilities which 
the City possesses the discretion to incur. 
From the reasoning of this decision 
it follows naturally that if the salaries 
of City officials are to be excepted 
from the effect of this section the 
necessary supplies for those of its depart- 
ments which by statute it is t)ound to 
mainiain must always be excepted. The 
City ha- iiu more liiscretion with reference 
to the expenses ui iis Fire Department 
than it has with reference to the salary of 
the Chief Engineer of that department. If 
it is boimd to maintain the department it 
stands to reason tiiat it must be bound to 
pay the bills necessarily incurred in its 
maintenance. 

From this reasoning there is no escape, 
and there should be none. The City must 
be bound in law as it is bound in honor to 
p.ay its debts. There 5s no use dallying 
wi;!; this dilemnui nor postponing the 
settlement of the question because 
it hapi>ens to be disagreeable, nor 
because the City treasury is at present de- 
jdeted. It is due to the men liants who 
have already furnished the City with a 
large amount of supplies, and who are 
expected to continue to do so without re- 
ceiving their money due or about to become 
dne therefor, that the legal status of their 
debts should be established at the earliest 
possible time. Ifit the City officials take 
hold of this matter with a firm hand, and 
either resolve to honor these obligations as 
soon as the condition of tlie City treasury 
will permit, or else take the matter at once 
into the court and have the issue decided 
as to what the municipal Uability may be. 



A VOBLE BOULEVASD. 



Standing in the center of Market street 
and looking westward, we observe that the 
imaginary prolongation of this £reate.qt of 
San Franoisoo's thoroughfares sweeps up 
the roiling incline and disappears beyond 
the range of low mountains through the 
lowest point in the saddle of Twin Peak.i. 
It is known to most of the older residents 
that the original intention in laying out 
Market street was to extend it over the 
saddle of Twin Peaks and down the slope 
of the western side to the ocean. 

As the improvement of the City is now 
the order the hour, and every citizen 
possessed of a spirit of iiride and patriot- 
ism is casting about for the best means to 
that end, let us imagine what Market 
street would be if extended over Twin 
Peaks to the sea. 

At present the street stops, a little over 
three miles from the ferry, at the foot of 
the steeper hills which traverse the penin- 
sula from north to south. The Market- 
street Railway Company has a cable line 
from the ferry to this point, and there it is 
deflected southerly into Castro street, fol- 
lowing that thorouirbfare nearly two miles 
further, to its end at the base of the hills. 
If inst. adol" ih;- deilection Market .street 
were opened the cable would have to make 
a sharp climb to the summit. On the 
western side the grade would be compara- 
tively easy all the way down to the beach. 

The point where the extension would 
strike the beach is about eight and a half 
miles from the ferry and about the same 
distance from the Cliff House. Thus, the 
ferry, the Cliff HotLse and tne western end 
of Market street would be the three points 
of an equilateral triannle, and therefore 
would constitute the three salient points 
past which to run the grandest scenic 
boulevard in the world. 

Pursuing Market street, the grade from 
the present terminus to the summit would 
be too steep for boulevard purposes, but in 
nowise would lessen the charm and avail- 
ability of the route for a cable scenic road. 
For a boulevard a great deal better scheme 
than a straight road is available. The 
neighborhood of the summit is surveyed 
and platted into a most picturesque laby- 
rinth of crooked streets, which follow the 
bewildering contours thereabout on the 
easiest grades. It wonld be far better to 
construct a tortuous boulevard over a route 
which should wind in and about the nu- 
merous pinnacles that serrate the sky line, 
for by this means there would be secured, 
not only a comfortable grade, but an amaz- 
ing variety of panoramas, which wonld 
include the facing of every point of the 
compass and every one of the splendid 
pictures which the summits at these hills 
reveal. 

Once past the barren saddle of the neaks 
the westward-bound driver will find before 
him about four miles of a country totally 
different from that which he left behind 
on the eastern tlank. Much of this long, 
rolling stretch has been planted to pines, 
with wide plantations of eucalyptus here 
and there. A cable could follow the con- 
tour without difficulty, but a boulevard 
might have to make a slight diversion at 
intervals. The atieet would pass within a 
half mile of the Almshotise, would cross 
the Sao Miguel and ocean roads near tbeir 
jtmctuie, and passing over a large open 
cattle range would strike and cross both 
arms of Lake Merced. " Every inch of the 
route is beautiful and picturesque. 

Expensive though such an improvement 
would lie, its grandeur would compensate 
for all. From the ocean northward to the 
Cliff House we should have the ocean boule- 
vard, already made part of the way, and 
at the Cliff House we should find Golden 
Gate Park with its splendid drives and its 
smooth road back to the City. 



OUB EXOH AirOES. 

In referring to the action of tlie Cai,!, 
urging business men to give tupjiort and 
eucoi.r.igemciU to the San Joaquin road by 
pledging llieir business to it the liishop 
Iiciiittt:,- says: "This is identically the 
tame, in intent and motive, as the pledge 
the people of Inyo County were asked to 
sign when the teaming plan was advanced 
several years ago, when such a pledge 
would have helped the project to success. 
The San Joaquin Valley people have not 
been scared into a fear of such an agree- 
ment, as Inyoites were, and the enterprise 
will receive enconraj,enient accordingly." 

This reference to the experience of Inyo 
is osCtbat ilwaUl not emfe the kttaation 



of the people of any section along the line 
of the San Joaquin. As the RegUter "KeU 
says, similar pledges, if given in time, 
would have materially promoted a helpful 
enterprise in that county, and there can 
be no doubt they will be of gi«at advantage 
in the present instance, while fortunately 
there is not much danger that the 
monopoly can frighten the people into re- 
fusing to give them. 

The most notable of our Pacific Coast ex- 
changes of recent date is an issue of the 
Santa Cruz Surf oa the anniversary of the 
disastrous fire vtrhich destroyed the business' 
portion of that city last year, and to which 
the editor has given the appropriate title 
of the Phcenix edition. Even the most 
castml survey of the paper shows that dur- 
ing the past year Santa Cruz baa made a 
record for energy, enterprise and accom- 
plishment of wliich any community might 
be justly proud, for while one large illustra- 
tion shows the ruins of the city on the 
morning after the tire, others exhibit the 
handsome blocks of buildings that within 
a single year have been erected in their 
place. 

In addition to this, Editor Taylor has 
been sagacious enough to make the record 
of this particular display of energy the oc- 
casion for a general review of ibe advan- 
tages and resources of Santa t rii/ .■ ■.d an 
account of what has already been achieved 
there by the enterprise of individuals or 
the commendable public spirit of the com- 
nuinity. The showing in this respect is a 
remarkable one. Santa Cruz is one of the 
most progressive of American towns. She 
has not only had great advantages, but 
has made good use of them, as is made evi- 
dent in such public works as her streets, 
her sewers, her parks, her electric lighting 
and her water supply. 

Among the more noticeable features of 
the edition are two excellent maps; one 
showing the position of Santa Cruz in rela- 
tion to San Francisco and the adjacent 
counties, and the other a railroad route 
fnmi San Francisco via the ocean coast 
and Santa Cruz to Tulare. Thes(^ maps 
may well engage the attention of capital- 
ists and railroad builders, as they clearly 
reveal the possibilities of profit in con- 
structing lines along the route suggested. 
Kvery page of the issue, in fact, contains 
something worthy of study, and the peo- 
ple of Santa Cruz should see to it that it 
has a wide circulation. 

It is l>le,is|nu' to no: - the cordial way in 
which the leadinj; papers of the coast are 
supporting the ]iroposal to make an 
earnest and aggressive struggle to bring 
the next Kepublican National Convention 
to San Francisco. It is generally recog- 
nized that the assembling of the conven- 
tion here would be a benefit to the whole 
Pacific Slope from Washington to Arisona, 
and hearty promises of co-operation with 
San Francisco in the undertaking come 
from every side. 

One of the ablest and most forcible arti- 
cles on the subject that has yet appeared 
was recently published in the Los Angeles 
/.'//Tw, w hich in conclusion said : 

"l^Iitically it would be a wise move for 
the Kepublican party, which has always 
found its warmest friends aiul most loyal 
adherents in the West, We hope this mat- 
ter will be at once taken up by the press. 
Boards of Trade, Chambers of Commerce, 
and other organs of public opinion on this 
coast, and pushed to a successful issue. Iios 
Angeles will help San Francisco all she 
can." 

The enterprise is indeed one that may 

rightly engage the energies of every pro- 
gressive organization on the coast, and if 
it does so there can hardly be any doubt 
that it will be successful. San i'raucbco 
and Los Angeles make a strong team in 
themselves, and if they receive any assist- 
ance from other enterprising communities 
they will be almost certain to win. 

According to reports that come to ns 
from various parts of the State, we are 
going to have fruit crops this year that will 
afford excellent material to work on in 
building up an extensive industry in fruit 
preserving. The Woodland ilail says: 
"The late frosts were only a blessing in 
disguise, and will save the orchardist the 
trouble of thinning his fruit. It is better 
to have one large apricot than six that are 
small in size and inferior in taste." The 
Santa Cruz Sentinel gives a similar view of 
the case, in saying: "Unlessmuch greater 
calamities happen to the fruit from now 
forward than liave yet been felt, we shall 
have all the fruit of nearly every kind in 
Califiirnia that we can take care of." 

Equally good reports come from other 
sections, ami, what is more, there are signs 
that an effort will be made to preserve a 
good deal of fine fruit in this State, instead 
of shipping it as raw material. The Santa 
Clara County Orange has begun moving in 
the matter, and other counties will not be 
long in following the example. In fact, 
the Fresno Jtepubliean is already urging 
the enterprise in that county, and very em- 
phatically says : 

"We ought, in very shame, to cease 
shipping dried fruits Enst, tliat they may 
there be manufactured into yarious edibles. 
Regard for our pocketbooks and for our 
reputation for business sagacity should 
terminate anch a child's business." 



A good hint for the people of San Fran- 
cisco is fotmd in the recent statement of 
the Los Angeles Herald that the price at 
which I4O8 Angeles city bonds have been 
recently sold, and the eagerness of the 
multitude of buyers, would indicate tiiat 
there is no lack of money in the country 
for those who have the collateral. In fact 
there has never been a time when a com- 
munity with good credit could borrow 
money so cheaply as at present, and ac- 
cordingly it would he wi.sdom on our j)art 
to follow the example of those cities that 
are borrowing money for municipal Im- 
provements. When all the circumstances 
are taken into consideraton, it will be seen 
that the hint given in Los Angeles is not 
only good, but it is so broad there Is no 
getting arotmd it.

There is no denying that San Francisco is far, 
very far, from the madding etowd of mnalcai 
celebrities who annually eicapa from Europe 
and spread themselves over the Eastern States.

Other Suiopean artists, however, like Fade- 
rewski, are accepted on their own great merits, 
and are idolized nnd raved over in a mnnner 
jtecuUar to ,\incrica— that is, to Kastern Amer- 
ica, for tne Pacific Coast is rarely aLCi>rded an 
opporttmity of. bearing an ariist \v!iu is the 
idol of the hour, and there is little i.recodent 
as to the manner of treatment he v.ould re- 
ceive. Virtuosi whose glory has fled often 
come to UB, it Is true. Remenyl, for Instance, 
who has itist departed, once set London on firo, 
bat that was many years ago, when be wb< 
young and charming. Now, grand old man of 
music that he is, Eemenyi is in the sear and 
yellow leaf, and It would be a farce torSan 
Francisco to langtiiih ovwamusleal BipVan 
Winkle. 

However we are redly to hear at last the 
newest celebrity, for Ysaye, the most promi- 
nent fifura on the ardstic horiaan In the Kaat 
atvmeatila •oaiag to glT« aaa 



dUls at the Baldwin In May. Tsaye only came 

over from Europe a few months ago, hut he im- 
mediatclv filled the aching void that Pade- 
rewski had left in the dilettanti's heart and w as 
the]oy of the matinee girl who split her white 
gloves to shreds In applauding him. The *"" 
umpbant periormer at once crushed his rival 
and friend, the famous Ciesar 1 hon.son, who 
had also come over to star. Henri Marteau has 
been no more thought of since he appeared, 
and the great Padercwski's memory haj! sunk 
Into temporary oblivion from New Vork to 
Chicago. 

I Ysaye is a man of about 35, a native of Liege, 
I In Beluinm,anda pupil of Vieuxteraps. Oneof 
his charms Is that he is modern and emotional, 
a musical Impressionist la fact, and his follow- 
ers proftss to experience whatever feelings ne 
chooses to evoke in them. There Is nothing 
ethereal about Vsayc's appearance. If he 
were a mere ordinary mortal he might be de- 
scribed as a sort of fat boy, but when he plays 
Ms face is as the face of an angel to his art- 
i mlrers. As for his loolis, tliey are not so fluffy 
; as Paderewtkl's, but tliey are longer, and as he 
fiddles they wave about lu rhythmical ripples.

Deadheodism is a pernicious vice that per- 
vades all classes la every elty ol the Old World 
as well as the New, and of late years has become 

more and more noticeable and obnoxious. 
"No pent-up Utica" contracts its powers. Some 
managers of theaters have thought the vice 
might be restricted If a portion of the andlto- 
rium, to be known as "Deadhead Row," were 
assigned to seat those who do not pay, but the 
idea was abandoned, because there were per- 
sons who would stand the pillory, as well as 
the contempt of the honest ticket-buyer, 11 
they thought they could make a nickel by It. 
Now the Eastern managers, as well as those In 
this dty, propose to attack the vice In a more 
radical form, and make an effort to abate, if 
not destroy, It alto.iteiher. Tlie lowest form of 
"deadheadism" belongs to a species of the 
genus "deadbeat," who pays nothing and 
makes It the business of his worthless life to 
subsist on the honest labor nt others. He is 
chronic. He glories in his scheme. This spe- 
cies may be seen around hotels and other In- 
stitqtions of public resort. You can tell him 
as easily as a gambler tells a marked card , or as 
a police olficer detects a sneak thief by the 
hang-dog look he wears. He studies to victim- 
ize the theater, particularly, and when he 
succeeds in doing so loudly boasts of It. 

You will see this creature in the auditorium, 
seated by and annoying responsible ticket pur- 
chasers, and no matter how creoltable the per- 
formance may ne he wfU be sure to decry It as 
"a frost," a favorite term with him. 

This nuisance works a double damage to the 
theatrical manager's business. First, by Im- 
posing his worthless presence on the theater: 
and, secondly, by keeping those who wonld 
pay out of the house by disparaging, in season 
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and out of season, the dllfferent productions. 
There are scores ol these vermin about the dif- 
ferent Ban Francisco theaters. This species 
of marauder on theatrical enterprise has, I 
venture to say, done more to Impair the busi- 
ness, not only here, but elsewhere, than any 
other cun^e that may be cited or suggested. 
What Is it to him the heavy r^ni the lessee pays 
for the theater, the large and expensive com- 
pany occupying the stage, or that In whatever 
direction the manager reaches out his hand It 
must carry money. The deadhead has only 
one opinion of the performance, after beating 
his way In, and that is, tersely expressed. "I've 
been to see the 'show and it's no good." He 
knows ;i<i more about the merit or the demerit 
of tl.e play Il;;in a cow knows about Sunday, 
bi:t r,c thinks it is the correct thing to con- 
.1' TQi: ir,and he rubs his hands in glee If the en- 
terprise promises to fall. 

There is another kind of deadhead— a man 
who Inteuds to be honorable and respectable In 
his dealings among men, who would scorn to 
take any man's labor or substance In business 
life without recompense, and yet so insidious 
lathis deadhead vice that he does not scruple 
to avail Uiniself of the invesiinent c f the man- 
ager and of the time and iitudy of the "poor 
actor, who struts his brief hour on the stOKe,'' 
without making proper return. He had a free 
ticket given him once and thus became tainted, 
giving rise to the expression, "once a dead- 
head, always a deadhead," It is to si-ch indi- 
viduals, however, that maua^^ers liioii for a 
measurable cure of this vice of deadheadism, 
A little TOiIeetion wlU oonvlncs sncn men ol 
the Injustice of free admissions, and being 
business men used to reason from cause to 
( fffct, each one will put himself in the man- 
ager's place and get a correct view of the situa- 
tion. Their example would woric a most desir- 
able and wholesome reform in this respect 

I am happy to say that the managers and 
legitimate jouriiala all over the United States 
have joined In vigorous eflbrt to fling this 
"Old Man of the 8aa"-4hls vice of dead- 
headism— from the shoulders of the profes- 
sion. It wn«, indeed, high time to at 
least make an attempt to stop the abuse, 
one will acknowledge, when he reads of the 
condition of the theaters on account of it in 
the different cities of the Eastern States. The 
Philadelphia managen say that that olty Is 
' 'overstocked" with deadheads. They seek the 
merest excuse to get a ticket, and the man- 
ager's life is made a hard one hy them. \ well- 
known manager of that city says: "They 
usually lay for ms about a qnarter of 8 o'clock 
In the evening and wait aronnd the box'«floe. 
Ttiey come In singles, pairs, trios and quartets. 
And so I wait aronnd until 8 :30 o'clock before 
I put In an appearance at tbe theater. By that 
time the would-be deadheads have gone home 
or bought tickets, and I am often $100 the 
richer." 

In Cincinnati, It 'Is said, all the railroad offi- 
cers, from the president down, are deadheads, 
as well as every intlnenlial citizen of Herman 
extraction across the Rhine, all the force in the 
Mayor's office, the police and every hotel- 
keeper. 

In Boston, on one occasion, there were 1000 
litlifiFrnph-nickcts received at the door— an 
auditorium crowded from pit to dome counted 
up only $200— and It may be said that this 
same pernicious llthosraph and blU-bqard 
practice of free ad m ission prevails tp a greater 
or less extent In all the leading elUea of Uie 
Eastern .states. 

While the deadhead vice does not prevail in 
San Francisco to the extent it obtains In the 
places I have named, It has, at the same time, 
gained so firm a footing here that a united 
effort is demanded on the part of our local 
managers to displace It. Oiherw ise. In a short 
time the situation will become a fight for 
managerial right In this city, as it la In many 
of the cities of the East, and the dignity t,f the 
profession w ill l)e lowered beneath notice. 

As one of the managers of a new theatrical 
enterprise I feel myself constrained to write as 
above. I am heartily In sympathy with the 
flght against the vice of deadheadism going on 
in the East, ai.d consider it but just that every- 
body who desires to spend an enjoyable even- 
ing at the theater, or for any other privilege 
should pay a fair price for It. In this way our 
legitimate enterprises will be placed on a pay- 
ing basis, and managers will be enabled to 
supply a line of talent difficult to do at present 
where, on account of this deadhead practice! 
so much financial uncertainty exists 

It U the Intention ol the CMumbia Theater 
managers to cut off at the start ol the enter- 
prise what is usually eafled "the free list," ex- 
cepting members of the press on whom the 
public depend for correct theatrical uiforma- 
tion, and also such people as give tnU value for 
the privilege ol admission. It is a bold move, 
but I hope It will be reoogntsed as a Itut one 
and be sustained by an Int^lgent pnhUe.

Dating from the conquest, the Society 
of California Fioneera is the oldest society 
in tbe State, and IJiere is no branch of 
business enterprise or usbciatioo, social 
or political, in which they are not most 
honorably represented. And as matters 
pertaining to the society are, to some ex- 
tent, of interest to the genoal pnblic, at- 
tention is called to a propoaition now 
pending before it. 

If there is an organization in which the 
spirit of fraternity and good fellowship 
should prevail with all the force and in- 
tensity that those terms imply, su.rely it 
should be with them. 

Almost the sole and only dissension, dis- 
cord or recriniiruition that has ever pre- 
vailed among them has been caused by 
the annosJ election of their officers; and 
it would seem that anything tending to 
lessen or eliminate soch canses from their 
proceedings would be welcomed its 
members. 

Tbe proposition is io adopt so much of 
the Australian mode of election as would 
result in the elimination from future elec- 
tions ■ )! those jiolitical features that have 
heretofore in a degree marred the har- 
mony of the society. That would give 
every member who would present a peti- 
tion signed by thirty members of good 
standing tbe right to have bis name pluce'l 
upon the ballot as a candidate for anv 
office, as such petition shoold recommend. 
It would do away with prearranged nomi- 
nating committees and destroy the signifi- 
cance and unfair prestige attaching to the 
term • regular" ticket. It would abolish 
the custom of members circulating tickets 
upon the streets and the evil potency of 
money to influence the election. 

The objections of the few opponents 
of the Australian system are the 
same as those urged by politi- 
cians against its application to pablic 
affairs, and it is expected with about the 
same effect, as the principle h^s been and 
is bei ng adopted by all intelligent commun- 
ities throughout the country. It has been 
adopted by the Mechanics' Institute, the 
Olympic Club and other social organiza- 
tions in San Francisco, and has fully real- 
ized all that, its most ardent advocates have 
cl:nmcd for it. 

The proposition will bo debated and de- 
cided by the society »t their monthly meet- 
ing, May 6, and, no doobt, a foU attend- 
ante wilt be present. 



The railway passenger ticket agents, or 
at least some of them, have been kicking 
over the trace.-i of Kite, and there is trouole 
all along the lino. l''i>r quite a long time 
the a.L'cnts on Market and Montgomery 
streets have lield tof;elht>r on rates as 
directed liy their re.-^iicctive companies 
after a meeting at Chicago, at which 
■\Vestern passenger ratei were definitely 
settled. The Passenger Association made 
it clear to all agents that cutting rates 
should then cease, and to all intents and 
pnrpoees it did atop immediately. 

But in view of subsequent developments 
it seems that the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation rules were only made to be broken. 
So the story goes on the street, and it is 
for this very reason that an effort is to 
be made to whip into line some agents 
who, in their zeal for business, found a 
way of their own out of the dilemma in 
in which they were placed. 

With this object in prospect a meeting 
has been called for 10:30 a. m. to-morrow 
in the Palace Hotel. 

Every agent in town received a letter 
yesterday from General Passenger Agent 
T. II. Goodman ot the Southern Pacific 
Company askiup liira to bt present at the 
meeting. The invitation announced that 
matters connected with overland passen- 
ger traffic from San Francisco and vicinity 
will be considered at the meeting, and it 
urged upon agents the necessity of attend- 
mg or sending a representative. 

The railroad men claim to be at a loss 
regarding the nature of the questions to be 
discussed, and little could be learned from 
Southern Pacific otlicials further than 
a statement tliat purely business matters 
would be adjusted. Agents appeared de- 
sirous of saying nothing about it, though 
from two of them it was learned that the 
meeting was called for the purpose of stop- 
ping cutting through brokers. 

"Some ca the agents have been paving 
brokers an excessive commission to allow^ 
them an opportunity of cutting rates and 
thus getting the business. This has given 
rise to constant irritation and frequent 
complaints from offices that were daily 
losing business because they refused to 
have any dealings through brokers. Means 
will be (k vi.^ed on Monday to put a stop to 
this brokerage and put every office on an 
equal footing to sell tickets on its merits." 

^nch was the explanation of an agent, 
who for business reasons did not wish his 
name quoted in connection with the 
matter. 

The Southern Pacific agent said that no 

broker could do business through his offi- 
ces bevond buying at schedule rates a 
ticket for hiniself and signing it in his own 
name, in which case the ticket could not 
bo transferred. He regarded brokers as a 
nuisance and the cause of endless trouble 
in the different ticket agencies. 

"What the Union Pacific aud Santa Fe 
representatives may be doing I cannot say, 
though it certainly disturbs things," was 
the vague insinuation that these offices 
have been getting a large share of the 
passenger traflic. 

It is a foregone conclusion that unless a 
radical change be made immediately sev- 
eral railway companies will raise decided 
objections to continuing under association 
restrictions re<rarding pa.'^jenger rates, and 
then enter into an open tight by cutting 
rates, in this connection the Santa Fe 
and Union I'acific people say they have 
lost a certain proportion of overland busi- 
ness througli tne Southern Pacific's Sunset 
Limited train, which has been advertised 
all over California, and, consequently, they 
feel that tliey must onset the competition 
in some way. 

There is not a very wide gap now be- 
tween association rules on passenger rates, 
and a free fight at reduced prices for over- 
land tickets may be at hand.

Enropesa Snocess of Calder'i "Spaa of Life" 

Company. 

William Calder, who returned recently 
from bis F.nropean trip, says the N. Y. 
Mirror, is delighted with the success of his 
".Span of Life" production at the Flemish 
Theater in Brussels, where it is likely to 
remain on the bill for many months to 
come. 

'While in Brussels Mr. Calder was called 
before the curtain each evening at the end 
of the sensational "span" scene. On the 
evening of the fourth representation, after 
receiving his usual call, he was surprised 
to find himself virtually arrested on the 
stage by the manager cif tlie .-itate 'fheater. 
who presented him with a magnilicent 
laurel wreath in hammered silver, as a 
testimony of the ap|ireciation of his efforts 
and kindness to all concerned in the pro- 
iliiction of the play. On the wreath was 
inscribed "Honor to 'William Calder. A 
tribute of esteem and friendship from the 
artists and staff of the Flemish Theater, 
Brussels."

On ascer- 
taining that .Mr. Vane was an Englishman 
and could not converse in the language of 
the Vaterland, the Teuton proceeded to 
explain in 'broken' English every incident 
of the first act as it progressed, winding 
up with the observation that it was no 
doubt a dull and uninteresting perform- 
ance to one possessing no knowledge of 
German. 'It would be, no doubt, re- 
sponded Mr. Vane, 'were I not tbe author 
of the piece myself.' There was tti> farther 
explanation of the dramatic incidents." 
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I^VBL OF RbBIBVOIBS 

AND Skwkbs EMCtwoALi.T.— The new elec- 
tric reservoir level indicator has been evolv- 
ed from a succession of some of the greatest 
disasters of history. As a leading engineer- 
ing authority points out, if it had been 
practicable for the engineer in charge to 
obtain instantaneous .iikI reliable informa- 
tion of fluctuations in the water level of a 
reservoir a few miles away, even within 
the last fifty years, tbe bursting of iii- 
numerahle ilains might have been pre- 
vented, and thousandsof lives and millions 
worth of property might have been saved. 
In countries were there is little or no frost 
it has been pos.sible to do this approxi- 
mately by means of pipes. This plan an- 
swers" fairlv well where there is neither 
frost nor le:ikage, cilherof which may make 
the indicating apparatus inoperative or 
misleading. It is satisfactory to know that 
all uncertainty as to the transmission of 
intelligence, oh which such serious issues 
often depend in the conservation of largo 
bodies of water, can now be eliminated. 
Electricitv is now recognized as the 
one safe" and sure register of reser- 
voir levels. The latest form in which 
it has been utilised is an appar- 
atus consisting of a transmitter and a 
receiver, or indicator, of whicn the former 
is at the reservoir, and the latter at the 
pumping station, or engineer's office. The 
receiver can be duplicated, so as to give 
information at any number of places sim- 
ultaneonslv. The transmitting apparatus 
is encloscirin an iron cylinder, to secure 
freedom from oscillation. It consists of a 
Hoat, counterpoised by a weight to which 
it is attached bv a cnain passing over a 
pulley. This pulley is keyed on a shaft 
worliing the transmitter, whii'li is ar- 
ranged to register each inch of rise or fall, 
or any smaller degree of variation if de- 
sired. The rising or falling of the float, 
and the consequent movement backward 
or forward of the shaft, actuate an elec- 
trical commutator and a record is instantly 
made ou the distant receiving card. At 
the end of tbe week when this card is re- 
moved, there will be inscribed upon it a 
permanent record of the lluctuatious in 
the level during the whole time. 

BsAin SmanT loa Iwors.— An opera- 
tion has been performed in New York by 
means of an electrical saw which seems to 
indicate a distinct advance .n brain sur- 
gery. It is well known that idiocy is often 
caused by the premature closing of certain 
soft bones in the heads of children, where 
by the growth of the brain is olistructed. 
The usual treatment is to take a piece of 
the skull bone from the top of the bead, 
and thus afford the cramped brain an op- 
portunity to expand. Heretofore the bone 
has been" cut out with a punch, somewhiit 
resembling a conductors punch, but this 
method was so jarring to the brain that 
the resultant shock nearly always killed 
the patient. The new method, which has 
been soccessfnlly practiced by Dr. S. B. 
Fowell in nineteen cases out of twenty, is 



to make the usual four trephine openings 
into the skull, and to insert a broad strip 
of silver (reiitly into one of the openings 
and work it alo"ng between the brain and 
the skull until it protrudes from the next 
hole, thus forming a shield between the 
brain and the skull, which obviates all 
danger of accident from the slipping 
instrument by which the poriii >n of t he skull 
is to iw exiused. A minute circular saw, 
operated by electricity, is then brought 
into use. A cut is then made from one 
trephined hole to the other, and a second 
cut is made about one-eighth of an inch 
from the first. The intervening bone is re- 
moved and the brain is exposed. Two 
more cuts are made between the other tre- 
phined holes, the hone removed, the silver 
strips withdrawn, the Haps of scalp drawn 
back and stitched and the requisite band- 
ages applied. Ordinarily, the operation 
lasts about twenty-live minutes. The great 
success which has attended these opera- 
tions is attributed by Dr. Powell almost en- 
tirely to the great delicacy of treatment 
rendered possible by the electric saw. He 
thinks the operation has come to stay. It 
is not claimed that it will change idiots 
into persons of much mental capacity, but 
beyond question they can be improved so 
much in mind and brain that they will not 
be burdens to their friends and relatives, 
as idiots but too often ate. The electric 
saw used weighs less than an ounce, and it 
can be operated aa delicately as a scalpel. 

Wn.\T A Government Teleuraph Service 
CofLD Do.— Patrick B. Delauy, a veteran 
telegrapher, thinks that the Government 
could do the work now covered by the 
postal service vastly better by meaus of 
the telegraph.. Of course radical changes 
will have to taJce place. At present it costs 
the telegraph companies 3 cents to bring a 
message from a customer to the office and 
another ,1 cents to deliver it. As this rate 
is based on an average of twenty words 
per minute with hand transmission and 
sixty words per iiiimite with the qtiadru- 
plex worKing, it is easy to understand that 
the coiiipauies cannot telegraph for less 
than existing rates. But hand working 
and great numbers of cheap wires w ill soon 
be things of the jiast. Automatic .systems 
and a few big copi^r wires reaching out to 
the principal cities will have a vastly in- 
creased capacity, and will before lopg be 
emjiloyed to carry qiiantities' of corre- 
S]>ondence which at present we do not 
dream of. 'I'nere are about letters 
exchanged between New York and Chicago 
daily. Assuming that they average fifty 
words each, all could be telegraphed over 
two coyiper wires the size of a lead pencil. 
It has Kieen deiiioiistrateil that with tjie 
automatic chemical method 1000 words 
per minute can be recorded perfectly be- 
tween New York and Chicago over a 1-obm 
per mile wire. Messages can be perforated 
at the rate of twenty-live words per min- 
vite, and typewriters can print from the re- 
ceived tape at tbe same s[)eed. On this 
basis, letters of fifty words could be i>erfora- 
ted, transmitted, printed and delivered 
through tbe nuuls at a cost of about 5 
cents. ■ 

I'r.ESERvixr. TEi.Kcii'.Ai'ii Poles. — The per^ 
fccting of the creosoting of wood jirocess 
has proved a godsend to tclej/raoh compa- 
nies. Telegraph poles intended for the 
tropics are invariahly creosoted. The tim- 
ber is run into cylinders, which are then 
hcrmetieally sealed with immense iron 
heads. Steam is then admitted into tbe 
cylinder and surrounds the timber. The 
temperftture is raised by passing super- 
heated steam through coils within the cyl- 
inder, until the timber is heated all 
through at a temperature just high enough 
not to injure the woody libers. The 
vacuum pumps arc put to work and all the 
sap and moisture in the I'vliiidiT is ex- 
hausted, heat being still maintained in the 
coils to prevent the vapor from condensing 
and remaining in the timber. After this 
the oil is admitted into the cylinders while 
they are under vacuum and a heavy pres- 
sure is maintained until the requisite 
amount of oil, which is determined by 
gauges and thermometers, has been forced 
into the timber. The oil arrests decay for 
an indefinite period, but to have every 
part of the timber saturated is expensive 
and unnecessary. Provided that the tim- 
ber is treated by the heat and v.n ur.m pro- 
cess, if the crevices and pores are sealed up 
with the oil to a sutficient depth the 
timber is as good as if the heart has been 
thoroughly permeated. 

iNCANnEscENT Laup Cleaxer. — Many 
people blame the central station for the 
poor light from their incandescent lamps, 
when the fault is really their own ; they al- 
low their lamp to be dirty. It has been 
shown that one day's accumulation of dust 
on incandescent bulbs cuts off 5 per cent of 
the light, so the result of a few days' 
neglect can easily be guessed. As a means 
of removing, to a great extent, the frc- 
qiictit complaints ofpoornessof light a cen- 
tral station recommends the use of a lamp 
cleaner which greatly faoilitateE the process 
of dusting the bulbs. To a three-foot 
handle is attached a strong wire frame- 
work, which carries a number of felt mit- 
tens. By forcing the frame over each lamp 
and giving the handle a few turns the dust 
on the glass is removed, leaving the bulb 
as clean as when it left the factory. Each 
cleaner is provided with a set of nibl>er 
friction ^ds that will, when suitably placed 
on the mittens, remove and replace' burned 
out lamps. The handle can be extended so 
as to reach lamps at an^ distance. This de- 
vice makes the cleaning of lamps a very 
quick and easy task.

The children have cause to rejoice m the 
tidings from across that a complete man- 
us<.ri]it volume, entitled, "Letters to a Boy 
of Twelve," has been discovered among 
the un published manuscripts of Bobert 
Xronis StcTenson. Zangwill credits Stev- 
enson with baying set the fashion of litei^J 
ary interest in the cliild's piycholoey, and 
c^s books about children as diartinct 
.from cliildren's books, anew and delight- 
ful nook in literature, 

Mrs. Prances Hodgson Burnett's books 
have made much laughter and many 
happy tears on two continents. Child na- 
ture and the love of ii seem common to 
the nations, and Mrs. Burnett's books ^ 
have been translated into several Ian- I 
guages. 'The One I Knew Best of All" is i 
a jiretty little bit of autobiography, full of i 
revelations of childish sufferings and fears 
that ought to teach a lesson to those | 
grave "grown-ups" who have forgotten 
that sensitiveness is peculiarly a cliildish 
trait and that tlicre is no tragedy like that 
■which comes to the child w-i ■ t ]'er?[iec- 
tive. 

• How Fajintleroy Rea. _ • i is a 

charming biography of a cliild uud full of 
touches of good old-fashioned mother-love. 
Of the little new arrival his loving mother 
writes: 

"AVe were sure that the new member of 
the family appreciated the difBculty of his 
position, we wondered if he had under- 
stood when he had heard us refer to him 

as "Little Calamity." After a few davs' 
acquaintance with him wc were afraid he 
bad and felt a delicacy in using the term, 
which we had at first thought rather a good 
joke. Dear Little Calamity, how often we 
cave spoken of that misnomer since. 
From his hrst hour his actions seemed 
regnlated by the peaceful resolve never to 
M in the way and never to make any one 
ancomfortablc. • » • The unflincning- 
ness with which he devoted himself to tbe 
fine art of infant fascination was really 
worth reflecting upon. At 30 there are 
nomerons methods by which a person may 
prove that he is worthy of affection and ad- 
iniration; at 3 months his charms are lim- 
ited to a good digestion, a temiency to 
Eomnoleuce and an unobtrusive temper."

Kot too much faith is to be placed In 
school courses^ in solid information, in 
thorough trainincr and other mvths which 
mutilate the lives of youii;; cli.K'lren. 

The first aim is to give them a "wide and 
well-balanced interest in life." Herbart is 
the best philosopher on education. He 
nsed to begin with boys of 8 by teaching 
them the "Odyssey.'*' His di.scipies 
use "Robinson Crusoe" instead. In

A nice little question of law is now in 
dispute, the contestants being the Superior 
courts of San Francisco and the Federal 
courts of the United States. So far the 
authorities representing Uncle Sam have 
the HI !>cr hand and the State courts are 
out and injured. 

The bone of contention is the cigar-store 
and factory of Mrs. i'annie Rosenthal at 
t>:;l Market street. The United States in- 
ternal revenue oflicials charge that the 
place has been run in violation of the 
United States laws even though it Is in 
charge of a receiver appointed by Judge 
Hebbard of the Superior Court. In conse- 
quence Collector 'Welbnm and Marshal 
Baldwin went to the store yesterday after- 
noon and not only ousted the receiver ap- 
pointed by Judge Hebbard, butalsolockra 
up the place and scaled it. 

Mrs. Kosenthal has an interesting his- 
tory. For years she und her husband kept 
a cigar stand and manufactory on Mont- 
gomery street, but not long au'O they moved 
to the present location on Market street. 
The couple did not agree, and finally Mrs. 
Rosenthal secured a divorce on the ground 
of cruelty. Shortly afterward her husband 
died. Immediatelyafter assuming control 
of the property Mrs. Rosenthal was be- 
sieged by creditors, and tea a time it was 
thought she would have to dose up the 
concern. 

Finally Judge Hebbard went to her as- 
sistance and appointed James Riley re- 
ceiver of the place. Shortly afterward 
Chil i Peiiiity Hevpiiue Agent Thomas dis- 
covered that cigars and cigarettes were be- 
ing manufactured and sold without pay- 
ment of the internal revenue tax. A 
keeper was plaeed in charge and Judge 
Hebbard waxeil incli>;iiaiit. lie threatened 
to arrest Collector Welhuru and the rest of 
1,1- "tllcers for contempt of court, if they 
aiti-nipted to seize the store, and there the 
jiiatter rested for a time. 

The facts of tbe case were laifi before the 
authorities at Washington, and the reply 
came back, "Do not antagonise the State 
authorities." Full details were then sent 
on, and a couple of days ago instruction 
came from the Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue and. the Attorney -General to 
seize the store and factory. 

According to the Collector of Internal 
Revenue the receiver appoinleil by Judge 
liebljard knowingly alloweil .^Irs." Uuseii- 
thal to refill boxes, and further to take 
money out of the cash drawer to buy 
goods and carry on the business. Instead 
of closing the factory, the State ran it 
along on a bond ftirnished by Mrs. Kosen- 
thal, and now it looks as though the 
creditors will suffer.

His favorite theme was his old maid sister, 
to whom he sent his monthly money in 
I'hiladelphia, who, he said, was the 
homeliest woman this side of the Western 
ocean. Often when the softest of winds

An Immanae and Lonsr-N««l«oted 

R«srlon Beyond the Tehachipl 
Attracting Cfmital. 



Ono of tho !pa=t known jiortions of Cali- 
fornia may be found in tli.it pxtcn^ive 
mountain territory aluni; the borders of 
Kern and Los An^;eies countif-a ^vliich is 
known on the map as Antelope Valley. 
Although the Southern Pacific crosses it, 
sll that the traveler sees is a level stretch 
dotted with sagebrush and giant ynccas. 
Nevertheieas, the 1100 aquate mUes in- 
cluded in this upland valley, 2600 feet 
above the sea, includes a great deal of 
valuable soil and has many potential re- 
sources. 

Ivcaving Los Angele? on ihe night train 
four hours' northward travel brinirsone to 
the new station of I'almdale, tlio supnly 
point for croup? of colonics on the south- 
ern sirte of the valley iioth east and west of 
the railroad. Palmdaie is a strangling 
cioneer villuire. with a store, hotel, school- 
house and a few dwelling-houses, all 
cheaply built, as must needs be when lum- 
ber costs $90 s thousand. The little hotel 
was so crowded on my arrival that it car- 
ried my recollections back to pioneer expe- 
riences in San Luis Obispo at the season 
when the sbeepherders de>cend in force 
and take possession of a whole district. 

Two miles east of the station is another 
Falmdale, the old colony settlement, a 
little more mature, but hardly less primi- 
tive. Here there are irrieated orchards 
and gardens, however, and quite a prosper- 
ous community has established itself on 
the edge of a yucca forest. Driving across 
the dusty phun, one has a realizing sense 
of the many and sharp contrasts of Cali-

fomia outdoor life. South are the low, 
purple hills, treeless, desolate, sharply out- 
lined against vhe sky. Beyond them, to- 
'Vfcjd the southeast, rises the greater wilder- 
neaii, snow-capped, forest-clad, of the 6ov- 
Mim>ent reservation, and the sources of 
the Water s ipply of San Gabriel, the Chino 
Valley an.l many of the most niar\-elou8 
district^ of Southern California. Eastward 
the broad valle.y-plain, rising a little, then 
rfnking away agam, opens at last into the 
Mojav? and the Colorado, and becomes 
more and more barren, desolate and ter- 
rible. Across it the yucca forests ezte nd 
in belts, far more picturesque as one iour- 
neyj through them than when seen from 
the car windows. In these April days the 
ywtca trees are heavy with bloom— masses 
tbft weigh ten and twenty pounds, prcen- 
i>b-white flowers, tainted" with sickening 
nreetness. 

Tho beautiful Yucca Whippleyi and Yucca 
buci ata. so often seen on the" desert hill- 
side, have a charming fragrance, hut the 
^ant yucca is very different. Useless for 
- timber or fuel, except as tfae-trunks fall to 
the ground, are covereil with hot sand, 
and slowly baked and compressed into an 
almost petrified condition, the giant yucca 
seems to be hated by every pioneer, but 
when they have all disappeared one of the 
charms 01 the valley will be gone. Seen in 
great masses at twilight or sunrise they 

g've this mountain valley a strangely 
opic appearance. Perhaps the desert 
palm win some time be planted here in a 
small way, but the yucca forests are al- 
ready palm-lilce in their digni^ and 
artistic strength. 

JJorthward, along the rim of the valley, 
twenty miles away, another range of pur- 
ple hills rises into the Tehachapi Moun- 
tains. If one turns west the mountain 
walls converge to the winding pass of the 
Tejon. Lonely, desolate, unpeopled, as 
this mountain plain appears, it is cer- 
tainly the railroad gateway for an im- 
mense territoiy, and the strategic point 
where armies, in case of future war, would 
maneuver for the control of Northern or of 
Southern California. 

The raintall of Antelope Valley averages 
from three to eight inches— not solBcient 
to insure a crop except under pecnliar con- 
ditions. Along the southern side of the 
▼alley, near the foothills and extending 
into the mountains, where the rainfall is 
greater, a wheat belt of 70.000 acres' usuallv 
gives profitable returns. The quality of 
the wheat is unsurpassed for milling "pur- 
poses. A great deal of it is ha'.iled out 
through Tejon Pass and marketed at Ba- 
kersfield. It is thought tiiata flonrmill to 
supply local consumption will soon be 
built in the valley. 

The irrigation districts, present and po- 
tential, all lie along the foothills. West 
from Palmdale is the Amargosa irrigation 
districts — rather a dismal name, for the sink 
of the Araargosa is one of the most barren 
spots on the American continent. Kipht 
or ten miles further west lies the famous 
Eliy^abeth Lake, a favorite camping ground 
of Tiburcio Vasquez, the Spanish bandit. 
Harry Morse and his men when ptirsuiui.' 
Vasquez twice visited this little mountain 
lake, which is a mile and a half long and 
about a mile wide. It is now proposed to 
tunnel under the mountain rim and use 
the lake, which is fed by springs^ as the 
source of supply for another irrigatioB dis- 
trict. 

Still further west and northwest Kings 
Canyon and Lake Katrina furnish water 
for the land of the Manzana colony, the 
Almendro colony and the Fmit-Giowers' 
Societv, about seven sections. 

At the extreme west a much more exten- 
sive irrigation scheme, known as the An- 
telope Valley Company, under the auspices 
' of some of the large owners in the Santa 
Fe Railroad, is basM upon the use of an- 
other old lake basin and the accumulation 
of winter wu.teri from two large mountain 
nlltm. The significance of this enterprise 
tee tn the fact that its projectors have 



secured a good deal of land, have abundant 

means and evidently plan for railroad con- 
nections. 

The only irrigation possibilities of any 
consequence on the north Mde of the val- 
ley are from Cottonwood Creek, which is 

expected to develop an irrigation district 
covering about twelve sections, and Oak 
Creek of eight or ten sections. 

The most interesting irrigation develop- 
ment in the valley, however, is on Little 
Rock and Big flock creeks which He east 
of Palni'lali\ .\ description of the former 
will serve for both groups as the soil is 
similar and the prospects of Doth groups 
seem very satisftictory. The Little Rock 
colonies fiegin seven miles southeast of 
Palmdale station. The entire group is 
known as the Tierra Bonita Colonies of the 
Little Rock Creek irrigation district. An 
abundant water supply, well reserVoired 
for present needs, and with good sites for 
larger future reservoirs, is supplied first to 
Little Rook colony, then to Alpine Springs 
colony, Vallecitos colony, Alviso colony 
and Herniosillo colony. In Little Rock is 
the present town center, the postofflce and 
hotel, known as the Quest House. This 
(iuest House is a very attractive building of 
rubble and cement. The channel of I^ittle 
Rock Creek could furnish bowlders enough 
to construct all the houses in the colony. 



flowing water and will irrigate more than 

100 acres. The soil in many places is al- 
ways moist and varies from sandy loam to 
heavy loam. Analyses here and in other 
parts of the valley show good, strong soil, 
rich in potash, lime and pbosphoiic acid. 

Kvery farmer in California has a direct 
interest in preventing the Russian thistle 
from securing any further foothold. This 
notorious weed, which cost the people of 
South Dakota $2,000,000 last year, is a near 
relative of the California ereasewood, the 
desert atriplez, the pigweed and our com- 
mon tumbleweed. Botanically, it is Salsola 
kali tragus, a European form of a common 
and not especially dangerous weed of the 
I Atlantic States. 'It is not a thistle at all. 

It is an annual plant, very easily destroyed 
i when voung, but very difficult to control 
I when fairly establish'ed in waste places, in 
' extensive wheat fields, or by the roadsides. 
! The United States Department of Agri- 
culture and many oi the experiment sta- 
tions have publisheii pamphlets atxiut this 
noxious weed. It first appeared in Amer- 
ica in 1873, in Scotland County, South Da- 
kota, but caused little alarm until 1*<0. 
Investigations last year showed that it had 
extended over almost the whole of N'orth 
and of South Dakota ami was rapidly push- 
ing along railroad lines and irrigation 
canals into Minnesota, Iowa, Nebraska and

It is. of course, too early for any definite ! 
statement about the comparative value of 
these fruit lands. The soil api^ears deep, 
rich and easily worked. The great eleva- 
tion makes the district esjiecially valuable 
for deciduous fruit, and will greatly lessen 
difficulties with injurious insects. Many 
almond trees and olives have been planted ; 
the real test of these orchards can only 
come when they begin to bear. A great 
future is predicted for the district in the 
line of winter apples and winter pears. 

At present the most interesting district 
within the limits of the valley is [irobably 
the artesian belt M tiancaster. This arises 
from two facts— one permanent, the other, 
let us hope, temporaiy. The artesian dia- 



Colorado. It had even appeared in Wis- 
consin and Oregon. 
In the Lancaster Valley the thistle is 

found over an area about four miles in 
diameter, and has also appeared in a small 
area in the wheat district. Fortunately 
the native growth around Lancaster is of 
such a character as to greatly limit the 
rapidity of the spread of the Russian 
thistle. The T>eculiarity of this plant is 
that when dry it breaks loose at the sur- 
face and is blown over the country in every 
direction, distributing seeds over miles of 
territory and for three or four months at a 
time. If this haljit of perambulation can 
be checked, the plant is otherwise no 
greater a menace than our ordinaiy annual 
weeds of field and orchard. 

Nearly all the old plants about Lancas- 
ter have been piled up and destroyed. If 
the young plants can be harrowed under 
as fast as ttiey appear, .the worst will be 
over with inside of itbree years. The this- 
tle is liable to receive a wide distribution 
in hay and grain through shipments m«de

A letter received from Mr. George F. 

Weeks, the well-known editor and man- 
ager of the Bakersiield Californian, s;iys 
that it has appeared in that section, and 
adds : ■ 'The thutle matter is a serious one 
and no time should be lost in taking hold 
of it. It is growing here from seed 
evidently scattered from cars that have 
come from Nebraska or some other in- 
fected section, as at present it is only found 
along the railroad tracks." It is undoubt- 
edly necessary for land-owners along the 
whole length of the San Joaquin Valley to 
study the nature of this new pest and 
ascertain whether it is on their farms.

ly told his countrymen how to get the most 
healthful results out of bicycle riding, and 
now Dr. Just Charaponniere, the celebrated 
French physician, discusses the bearing of 
Ae bicycle on the female physique. The 
question he seeks to solve is: Are women 
to be encouraged in the use of the wheel 
or warned to leave it alone? After enu- 
merating the various modes of exercise 
available to women, who take almost in- 
variably far too little exercise. Dr. Cham- 
ponniere pronounces the bicycle the ideal 
instrument for t!ie purpose. It entails lit- 
tle exertion; the effort is gentle, and the 
muscles are at no time in a state of great 
tension. All the muscles of the body are 
brought into play ; the legs, and especially 
the thighs, are employed in propelling, 
while the arms and shoulders ari braced 
against the handle-bar, and the muscles of 
the back and loins have their share of the 
work. The respiratory muscles and 
those of the thorax are forced 
into action in order to keep pace 
with the quickened movements of inspira- 
tion and expiration. Finally, all the mus- 
cles of the trunk are brought into play in 
maintaining the equilibrium of the wheel, 
and herein Tie< the 'jreat superiority of the 
! bicycle over the tricyele. With the latter 
there is intinitely more muscular effort 
and less harmony in movement. Although 
Dr. Champonniere says that women will 
lind the wheel a perfect means of exercise 
lie sternly condemns the idea of bicycle 
rncine for women. "Scorching" by women, 
he maintains, cannot he too severely de- 
nounced, as it may lead to serious "evils 
and irretrievably injure the health instead 
of building it up. If wheeling is kept 
within wise limits it will give to women a 
muscular development, which many of 
them sadly need ; it will improve the gen- 
eral health and radically modify many | 
forms of malaise engendered by a too se- ' 
dentary life. It gives, besides, suppleness 
to the figure and precision and address to 
the movements and cultivates courage and 
quickness of eye^ ^ 

A Rdot-Risistikg Wheat.— Piscicultur- 
ists, who look forward hopefully to the 

evolution of the boneless shad, will proba- 
bly derive some encouragement from the 
fact th.1t a new inst-resisiing variety of 
wheat is being eagarly sinight for as seed 
by Australian farmers. It was noticed by 
a farmer in Soutu Australia several years 
ago, while reaping a badly rusted field of 
wheat, that among it were some heads 
wholly unaffected, lie picked and care- 
fully saved them and sowed the grain the 
ne.tt year. It yielded well and showed no 
sign of rust. From that beginning the 
stock has iniTcaved until twenty acres were 
raised last year, the crop of which was 
taken at a good price. 

Cleansing STREETCAii.s.— Compressed air, 
which has been used successfully, in con- 
junction with the sand spray, for cleaning 
the out.'^ide of buildings of brick or stone 
that have t>een begruuied by the smoke of 
cities, is now employed for the cleaning of 
cars. The hose containing the compressed 
air is run through a window or door, and a 
woman, handling it as she would a garden 
hose, turns it upon the woodwork, the ceil- 
ings and every part of the car. It is found 
twice as effective as any whiskbrooir, 
beater or duster ever invented. The irre- 
sistible blast of air drives the dust from 
every chink', and the cleaning is done at 
but little expenditure of time or lalior. 

FvDinLE AND Poisonous Mcbhrooms. — It is 
not generally known that there are some 
seventy or eighty common species of 
mushrooms which may be eaten with 
safety. Dr. 51. C. Cooke states the chief 
features exhibited by poisonous mush- 
rooms are : Disagreeable odor, change of 
color, especially to a dark blue, when cut 
or bruised, distinctly unpleasant taste 
when a fragment is eaten raw, and fungi 
containing a milky juice. 

To Determim; the Trie Position of 
THE Pole.- Caniille F'lammarion claims 
that it is possible to determine the true 
position of the pole by photography. He 
suggests that a camera be exposed to the 
night sky so that the circumpolar stars 
can describe their niovenicnts on the fixed 
plate. At the pole the stars will describe 
circles around the celestial pole or imagin- 
ary prolongation of the earth's axis to the 
zenith. 

WITHOTJT^A NAVY. 

The Kingdom of Belgioai Has No Ships 
of War. 

No invitation has been extended to the 

naval authorities of one neighboring conn- 
try to participate in the festivities at the 
opening of the ship canal between the 
North Sea and the Baltic, which are to at- 
tract the armed ships of various European 
and American ( lovernnicuts. That coun- 
try is Belgium, and it is peculiar among 
European countries having a water front 
from the fad that it has no navy. This is 
the more remarkable when it is considered 
that Belgium includes within its borders 
one of the oldest harbors in Europe— .Ant- 
werp— which, at the zenith of its commer- 
cial success, had as many as 2000 ships. 
The commerce of Antwerp is still consid- 
erable, and a fair share of it is done with 
the United States, says the New York Sun. 

When the war <jf itviO culminated in the 
independence of Belgium from the rule of 
the Netherlands, the two countries were 
so divided tiiat Holland had the larger 
share of the seacoast line, and Belgium had 
a larger measure of the inland country. 
Holland retained ail the colonial posses- 
sions of the two countries, and, in order to 
keep up- connection with them and pro- 
tect them, from hostile assault, the navy 
was maintained by Holland. Belgium, 
having no foreign colonies to protect, was 
under nn !.iiljf;ation to maintain a navv. 
Holland has now a considerahle navy, in- 
cluding lOO ships and 7500 sailors, bc.t Bel- 
gium is able to get along without any navy 
at all, though the Belgium army, on a 
peace footing, is '2000 men stronger than 
the Dutch army, and, on a war footing, 
has 100,000 men more.

The book had great popularity for a 

sea.son. I^ was for a time what "Trilby" 
is to-day, the talk of the reading world. 
It was crude, it was vulgar, it was trivial, 
but partly, perhaps, because of its anony- 
mous authorsh ip, it held public attention 
for a year and a day, ran through a fabu- 
lous number of editions and was solemnly 
welcomed by certain oi the heavy English 
periodicals as the long-expected "typical 
American noveL" 

This was ten years ago, and the other 
day the present writer, who in the days of 
its vogue penned columns of comment j 
anent it, just as, to-day, hundreds 
writers are x>enning columns of Trilby- 
phobia, actually bousht a stray copy of 
this literary derelict in absolute forgetful- 
ness of the ink expended in threshing out 
its demerits ten years agone. 

The incident is of passing interest as 
illustrating the fragile nature ot the huhhie 
reputation, as applied to novels. The list 
could be extended mdelinitely of hooks 
that have sjirung into similar prominence 
during the past twenty years to be an- 
nounced as the long-looked-for American 
nov.^1. They have sunk again into oblivion 
and the great American novel is yet un- 
written and likely to remain so. 

There is no reason to suppose that if it is 
ever written it will lay claim to what 
foreign critics will consider a character- 
istic American flavor. To have that it 
must have a cosmopolitan flavor. The 
American people are a composite people, 
and those things that are most character- 
istic of us are also characteristic of many 
other peoples. AVe are, moreover, of 
widely varying types. We may know the 
English, the French, the Russian people 
comparatively well through their fiction, 
but at most a "characteristic" novel in 
this country can only be characteristic of 
one section. "We have a New England

istic, prevails in the South, while the 
Middle West, the Far West and the Pacific 
slope present characteristics wholly 
unlike either of these. Moreover, what our 
critics are wont to style characteristic of 
any one section are often types that fill the 
people of that section witli astonishnient. 
Take for instance that amazing tale of San 
Francisco life, •■Golden Beak," the people 
of which so undoubted an authority as 
The Bookman declares are "drawn to 
life." There is a "characteristic" nine- 
teen - year - old divorcee from _ San 
P rancisco who gives a "chaiaeteristic" de- 
scription ot Sail Francisco society which 
The Bookman writer pronounces "deli- 
cious.' ' Here, for instance, is her account 
of a society leader who is in the insurance 
business and divides bis time at social 
functions between leading the german and 
taking "risks" : 

When a yonnglady llrst goes Into society In 
San Francisco, if he Isn't on her side she can't 
do anythinf at all. He is asked out to dine 
every night, and of course it all lielps his busi- 
ness, because he Is agent for both life and fire 
companies, and lots of people who are trying 
;o get into society do their insuring thrungli 
hiiii. Well, everybody thinks he has such a 
lovely time, but heiMi'i so very happy alter all. 
He i.s' nearly 4o now ; and la^t tall he began to 
get so fat that it wasawiul for him to have to 
dance; so he had to go without eating lots of 
things he likes. • • • After the theater we 
would go up un the car together to my llflit and 
eat pickled limes and lady-lingers; that'sat>out 
the only thing he can eat for supper. 

There is a Japanese servant who is in 
love with his mistress, the <livoroee, and 
doesn't like the society leader, whose name 
is Charley Hart. 'To bis mistress this 
characteristic San Francisco domestic dis- 
courses as follows: 

"Vou see, dnldrn Heak, I sweep your floor, I 
clean the mat when dug-Charley wipes his 
feel— and vou laugh. You laugh, 'all of you. 
You say, 'f)h, very clean: oh, very good boy.' 
When Charley-doi: have dinner here, I spit in 
his soup. Yo'u think I am a brcom: you think 
I am an iron to stir the tire with; but all the 
while I am a mau,<Jolden Beak, and ail the 
while yon ate a woman. And I love you, bad 
woman! " 

Of course any San Franciscan will recog- 
nize this character as tieiiig, to i|Uote The 
Bookman, "drawn to the life," and it 
will cause us no surprise to learn that this 
characteristic .Japanese servant follows 
the object of his admiration all over Eu- 
ro|)e, and finally strangles her. on the bank 
of an F.nglish river, with her friends close 
at hand, 

tloaquln Miller When He AVas a Girl. 

The current nunilxT of tiie Cliapbook 
gives, but incorrectly, a good story about 
Joaquin Miller. As this incorrect version 
of the occurrence has been published sev- 
eral times of late a veracious narrative of 
the event may be of interest. The Poet of 
the Sie rras has a penchant for writing his 
autobiography. 'There are saiil to be sev- 
eral of these in circulation, each cletailing 
a pleasing variety of events and none 
of them tracing any special relation to the 
others. When .loaquin came down from 
the north some son- of years ago he 
brought with him a little Indian halfbreed 
girl, his daughter, whom he put in charge 
of a friend. Between the poet and this 
daughter there has never been any love 
lost. The child, who is now a woman 
grown, inherited much of her. father's 
shrewdness and not a little wit! When 
she was about 12 years old Miller issued 
through a Chicago house one of bis peri- 
odic autobiographies. A copy of this he 
sent to the Indian girl, who went by 
the name of Carrie Shasta. The book was 
profusely illustrated with pictures of the 
poeti 'There was "Joaquin Miller at 
Home," "Joaquin Miller as a Scout," 
"Joaquin Miller in London," "Joaquin 
Miller in Indian Costume," etc. The only 
picture in the book that did not represent 
Mr. Miller was one of an Indian girl, with 
flowing hair, tearing over the plains on a 
pony, loUowed by two greyhonnds. "This 
picture was labeled "Carrie Shasta," and 
was supposed to illustrate a romantic ver- 
sibn of Joaquin's Indian marriage. The 
child was not pleased, either with the 
narrative or the picture, and erasing her 
own name, which was printed beneath it, 
she wrote , irreverently, "Joaqnin Miller, 
When He Was a Girl."'^ 

Carrie Shasta, who has since married, 
was, as a girl, quite a character in her way. 
At one time there came to visit at the 
bouse where she was slaying a lady and 
her small son. The boy was un enfant 
terrible, and in a couple of days had re- 
duced the whole neighborhood to a state of 
anarchy. Peace flcn the district, and his 
hostess was in a state ot distraction. One 
day, when the latter had planned to take 
her guest for a drive, Carrie prevailed upon 
the boy to remain at home with her. 
There is no knowing what visions of good 
times she promised him, but he remained. 
When his mother and her friend re- 
turned the boy was a reformed character. 
During the rest of their visit he 
never left his mother's side a moment, 
and he was docility itself on all occasions. 
Distracted and alarmed the mother short- 
ened her visit, taking the boy home to 
consult the family physician. He never 
told what had wrought his change of 
heart, and not until years after could his 
hostess ever prevail upon Carrie to explain 
the rajTstery. It was very simple. "1 let 
my hair down," she said, "sent him under 
the house to get his Pall, and then crawled 
alter him on my hanils and knees, with 
the butcher-knife, and told him if he went 
out of his mother's sight a^aiu while he 
was here or told anybtwy what I'd said to 
bim, I woula cut his throat from ear to 
ear." 



the Chinese of to-day and conliiies his 
book mainly to what he has learned by his 
own experience in the country. There is 
no attempt to reconstruct the history ot 
China— to account for its barbarisms and 
superstitions, to explain all the complex 
conditions of its swarming population, or 
to enter upon any speculations concf rning 
its future. In place of these things, which 
are so common in works on China. sTid 
which serve generally only to confuse the 
reader with a multitude of unclassified 
facts and ill-digested theories, Mr. Hol- 
combe gives us a well-defined account of 
the principal phases of Chinese life as he 
has himself seen it, and illustrates each 
pha.«e with one or more anecdotes of actual 
oecurreiH IS, which assist materially in 
f I giving a clear idea ot the subject. 
I The account given by Mr. Holcombe is 
much more favorable to the Chinamen 
than that generally entertained in this 
country. He warns the reader in a brief 
preface that it is far easier to criticize the 
Chinese tnan to understand them, for the 
points of contact are too few and too re- 
cent, and claims they are emphatically a 
race well worthy of serious study. The 
claim is fully justified in the course of the 
work, as every chapter in it contains more 
or le^s information tending to show that 
while the Chinese have an antiquity reach- 
ing hack to the days when Egypt and 
Assyria were great empires, tney have 
still enough of the vitality of youth to 
make it certain they are vet to play a 
large part in the destinies of the world. 

One of the i rincipal characteristics of 
the Chinese as a (leoi le is their satisfac- 
tion with their system of Oovernment and 
of society. This gives stability to the em- 
pire, but has a tendency to prevent inno- 
vations and reforms even when they are 
most needed. According to Mr. Holcombe 
the governing powers of the country would 
gladly have niaile many reforms years ago 
if they had dared do so; but wnile nomi- 
nally an absolute despotism, the Govern- 
ment of China is really under control of 
public opinion, and cannot act with any 
effect against the will of the people. 

While in its main outlines the account 
given in the work confirms the statements 
of others concerning the Chinese, it con- 
tains many anecdotes and incidents which 
throw a new light, as it were, upon the 
customs of the couniry, and by showing 
them in under a different aspect give a 
^different impression of their character 
from that wnich has been hitherto ac- 
cepted as accurate. In this way the cus- 
tom of Chinese officials exacting money 
from the people, which has been generally 
regarded as extortion and described as 
olHcial corruption, is made to appear more 
like a well understood system of ofiicial 
fees than anything in the way of ojipres- 
sion or dishcmesty. Other practices, 
usually depicted as evil, are presented in 
equally favorable lights, and in this way 
the general conception of the Chinese ile- 
rived from the nook is much higher than 
that usually accepted from the same state- 
ment of facts. 

The descriptive value of the book is en- 
hanced by numerous illustrations, which 
being photographed give accurate presenta- 
tions of the subjects they represent and 
materially a.ssist in conveying a clear idea 
of the peo, ic.

Nelgkbor Jaokwood. 

This is a revision of J. T. Trowbridge's 

famous anti-slavery novel, from new plates, 
the pnntiiig of many editions having' worn 
the old ones beyond the Tioint of service. 

It is not likely that American people 
will .soon tire of stories that go back to that 
interesting period — "liefore the war"— and 
one of the best of all these is the power- 
ful tale that more than anything else 
of his helped to make the author's repu- 
tation. In revising it he has added con- 
siderably totheconcludingchapters. What 
will greatly increase the interest of the 
general reader, however, is the autobio- 
graphical preface which Mr, Trowbridge 
has written to the book. 

It is somewhat surprising to read in this 
the author's confession ot having had, in 
his early manhood, a strong prejudice 
against any agitation of the slave (jiicstion. 
This he imbibed from his father, whom he 
ijuoKs as saying of ihe one abolitionist 
preacher in his native town: "I wish I 
had some sort of patent, long-action, quick- 
pressure gag to spring on him the instant 
he uses the word slavery." It was the en- 
actment, in IKA), of tiie "fugitive slave 
law," turning the North into a hunting- 
ground for escaping human chattels, that 
made an anti-slavery fanatic of Trow^bridge. 
He was then at work on the Sentinel, 
Ben I'erley Poore's paper. The latter went 
to Washington on business, leaving young 
Trowbridge in charge of the paper. 

It was then the latter, quite innocent of 
offense, wrote the famous editorial that 
placed the Sentinel on the anti-slavery 
side, called down storms of wrath from 
every direction and even caused threats 
from South CaioUna of secession. It ru- 
ined the paper, but from that day Mr. 
Trowbridge was a pronounced abolitionist. 

The story of "Neighbor Jackwood" turns 
on the struggles of a New England neigh- 
borhood to hide from the slave-hunters a 
young fugitive slave girl, nearly white, 
i)eautiful and lovable.

icabas issued, under this title, a handsome 
volume of addresses by the eminent Jew- 
ish scholar, ttusuiv Karpelesof Berlin. A 
surprise awaits the average reader who 
turns the leaves of this book. We are 
wont to think of purely rabbinical writings 
when the subject of Jewish literature 
comes no. The Talmud, the Pentateuch 
and a few obscure works in European 
libraries, known, as a rule, only to the 
faithful and a few bibliographers— these, 
to most readers, sum up the literary treas- 
ures ot the "peculiar people." It is,_there- 
fore, interesting, as well as surprising, to 
note the author's statement that in the 
neighborhood of 22,000 Jewish works are 
now known where, fifty years ago, biblio- 
graphers wereignonintoi the existence 01 
half these. 

The Talmud is, of course, the beginning 
and the foundation of Jewish literature. 
It has been the chief conservator of Juda- 
ism— "the most hated and persecuted, the 
most prized and honored, above all the 
most imperfectly understood of all 
books." 

The author contends that the meager 
achievements of the Jews in the depart- 
ments of history and history of literature 
do not justify tiie conclusion that they are 
waiiting in historic perception. The lack 
of writings on these subjects is traceable 
to the sufferings and persecutions that 
hav.« marked their pathway. "The Orient 
Mwells an exile in the Occident, and its 
tears of longing for home artf the fountain- 
head of Jewish poetry." 

The poetry reached its perfection in the 
works of the celebrated trio. Solomon 6ab- 
irol. Yehuda Halevi and Moses ben Ezra. 
As ancient Hebrew poetrv lloweil in two 
streams of prophecy and psalmody, so the 
Jewish poetry of the middle ages were 
divided into Hut and Selicha, songs of 
hope and despair. But secular poetry has 
also flourished. Its lirsi votary w as Solo- 
mon Gabirol, who was a distinguished 

Sbiiosopher as well.' By bis side stands 
[alevi, probably the only Jewish poet 
known to the general reader, to whom 
Heine has familiarized the name. But from 
these on the writer gives a long and re- 
doubtable list of names of Jewish writersand 
their works. JELe follows up the course of 
a literary devflopment. beginning in gray 
antiquirt^, with biblical narratives, assimi- 
lating Persian doctrines, Greek wisdom 
and Roman law; later Arabic poetry and 
philoojdiy, and finally the whole of 'Euro- 
pean science in all its ramifications, while 
contributing its share to every spiritual re- 
sult achieved by humanity. 'This litera- 
ture is still an unexplored treasury of 
poetry and philosophy, of experience and 
knowledge. 

Not the least interesting chapter is thaton 
women in Jewish literature, which tells ot 
women — the number reaching into the 
hundreds — who have been leaders, teach- 
ers, scholars, poets and seers of the Jew- 
ish i>eople. A long list and an honorable 
record is here given of famous Hebrew 
women. 

Other addresses are on Jewish Trouba- 
dors and Minnesingers, the Jewish Stage, 
Moses Maimonides, Humor and I.ove in 
Jewish Poetry, Heinrich Heine and Juda- 
ism, etc, etc [Philadelphia: The Jewish 
Publication Society of America.]

STAR! OF li LOST HEIR. 



Wresting Secrets From the 
Forgotten Recesses of 
Time. 



Some Fancied Slights Lead to the 
Discovery of a New Possible 

Claimant. 



Another heir is poinp to appear in the 
mysterious case of the e.-t.'ite of Ale.x.imler 
Smith. It is no less a person than James 
Smith, nrho was before thought to be a 
brother and is now found to be a son. 

Urged on by professional pique and the 
fascination which the tinearthing of mys- 
teries affords, Oscar T. Shuck is doing his 
best to bring this man to eonrt to share 
)us father's estate with his sister. 

Mrs. Jane Harvey, who up to a few days 
ago was supposed to be the sole heir to one 
of the unclaimed deposits in the Hiljcrnia 
Bank, w^as found by Attorney Shuck after 
he had with infinite pains and trouble 
established the Identity of the ownership 
of a ileposit now amounting to nearly 
fL'0,i»)0, which has teen acruraulatiiiK 
in the v.iults of the Hi hernia Bank 
since 1862. Shtict thought his work 
done at the time, but Mrs. Harvey 
did not recognize his elTorts, nor 
did she acknowled^re his interest in the 
case in any way. AVlien therefore, a few 
days ago, she said that she had no uncle, 
and that she had a brother alive, Mr. 
Shuck again put his shoulder to the wheel, 
and he is now fast on tlie trail of tlie 
missing brother. "I will get him. " hesays, 
"and I will bring him or his heirs into 
court to divide that money, and I only 
wish I had fifty more, whom I could hri:ig 
in for their shares,'' all of which ;;oes to 
show that the attorney di.es not like the 
wav he has been treated. 

*f hat he has bren working diligently in 
his new quest iS shown by the fact tliat be 
has alre.Hlv traced James Smith for thir- 
teen vears after his family la.«t heard from 
bim.' '1 lie last information of tlie missing 
nan showed him to have been m >outli- 
eastern Nevada in 1875. The la,st his sister 
bad heard of him was in 1862. 

The successful search for the owners of 
tliis unclaimed deposit reads like a ro- 
BAahce. In Dceemtier, 1SR3, incompliance 
With the law requiring it, the Hibemia 
Bank published iu its annnal report a list 
of the unclaimed deposits which tor 
years had resteil forgotten in its vaults. 
Among these uei.osm was one, originally 
small, but subseiiuently swelled by accn- 
jnuiated interest to %Vl,7S2, which was 
down on the books as belonging to one 
Alexander Smith of 233 Stevenson street, 
San Francisco. On the suggestion of J. 
D. Sullivan, attorney for the Public Ad- 
ministrator, Mr. Slui. k took in charge the 
Search for the owii' r of the money, or, if 
dead, his heirs. His search was a long 
one, iiut v.as intensely iiiterestins, and his 
treatment l>y the heir he found has had the 
effect of redoubling his efforts, and a snc- 
iecssful search for the second heir may give 
rise to a stor5' <juitc as interesting as that 
of hts original investigation. 

The lirst refuge was the old directories, 
those ol the years from 18S0 on and right 
up to the later ones. The name of Aie.x- 
ander Smitli of !!:« Stevenson street ap- 
peared hilt once in the directories, and was 
in the one published in IS'S, the year the 
deposit was made. Tin re was al.'-o a .lames 
Smith of the same numiK r on Stevenson 
street, who was put down as a clerk in the 
Kew York wauehouse. He was at first 
taken to be the brother of the depositor, 
but is now known to have been his oldest 
child. A search through all the names in the 
dirertorv of l^ei failed to unearth any one 
else who resided at 2:« Stevenson Street. 
An examination of tlie indices Of all 
estates in probate and of all mortuary 
records and all property conveyances of 
every kind in San Francisco from 1860 to 
1880 also failed to show the name of Alex- 
mder Smith. At the bank .they had 
;houcht he was a cook, and he had made 
lis dei osit in the spring of 1862, and that 
yas ail they knew about him.

had been heard of could admit of bat one 
I explanation — that he was dead — and, with 
that idea in view, the files of all the old 
papers were searched to see if in any of the 
many accidents thev told of the mysterious 
name appeared. The search was a success- 
ful one, for in one of the accounts of the 
loss of the steamer Oolden Gate, which 
was burned off the Mexican coast on July 
27, lbG2, the iniiue of .\. Smith ivas men- 
tioned as being among tbe list of the lost. 
With him, according to the report, per- 
ished his wife and family, with the excep- 
tion of his daughter Jane, who was to 
follow as the companion of a lady cuing to 
New York by the next steamer. Smith 
had not felt able to stand the heaver ex- 
pense of the fare of his whole family to 
New Y'ork, and he had offered the services 
' of his daughter as ccmig'aniun and maid to 
any lady going to New Y'ork. 

No one knew who wrote the article, nor 
anything more about the man than had 
been printed, but it was a step forward in 
the search, particularly when it was learned 
that on July 2, 1*62, Smith, the depositor, 
had drawn $S00 from the bank. The de- 
posit was made bv Alexander Smith on 
March 24, 1*12. On July 2 he drew %rm 
out. On July 21 -V. Smith sailed on the 
Golden Gate, and on Julv 27 tie perished 
with her. Alexander Smith, the depositor, 
had never been heard of after the death of 
A. Smith in the ii!-f;ited Golden Gate. 

A list iif ihe cabin pa9.sengcrs on the 
TJncle Sam, which followed the Golden 
Gate, showed that Jane Smith sailed with 
a Mrs. S. S. Phillips. She could not be 
found. Accepting it as s possibility that 
Jane Smith may have returned to San 
Francisco and married, the marriage rec- 
ords from 10 1-72 were examined. 
There was a .Ia;ie Smith, who became a 
Mrs. P. S. Marshal, out after she had been 
found she proved to be the wrong person. 

It then occurred to Mr. Shuck that as A. 
Smith had offered the services of his 
daughter as a ladies' traveling companion, 
possibly he might have done so by adver- 
tising. ' The old files were brought out 
again, and then s flood of light was thrown 
on ihe case by this advertisement, pub- 
lished a few days before th« Oolds&Qats 
set sail:

The niy»tery had been practically solved. 
The A. Smiili who perished on the hunt- 
ing steamer was Alexander Smith, the 
missing depositor. 

Having established the identity of the 
depositor the next task was to find the 
daughter who had so miraculously escaped 
the fate which had overtaken her family. 

Advertisements were placed in ail the 
papers, circulars were sent all over the 
State, an<i finally Mr. Shuck learned that 
tbe reaUJane Smith, or. as she is now, 
Mrs. Jane Harvey, liad been in corre- 
spondence with the bank and was about to 
begin proceedings in tbe courts to get pos- 
session of the money. 

It was due entirely to Shuck's efforts 
that it was made posidble for the estate to 
reach the hands of its owners, and to be 
ignored at the last moment made the at- 
torney feel hurt. Som« testimony was 
' taken a few days ago from Mrs. Harvey, 
I and she said she had had a brother who 
did not perish on the burning steamer, but 
1 slie had no knowledge of his whereabouts 
since 1862. Shuck immedistely thought of 
tbe James Smith who had all along been 
consich red a brother of .\lexander ."-mith, 
an.! the possiliility of his being a son suir- 
gesteu it.self, an<i working a short time on 
that theory was sutUcient to proreit. 

After Jlrs. Harvey appeared in court 
Shuck submitted a report of his labors to 
J udge Slack, and in htis dosing psragrsphs 
he wrote: 

My life is nearly all behind me, as betokens 
now. This piece of work has been my best. It 
was stubbornly kept In hand under adverse 
conditions. When it began one eye had lost 
its Bight, and now the other is threatened with 
coUapae. I will dip no more into fading prints 
among small advertisements in flne type for 
bints of lost depositors and missing heirs, nor 
worm into the coaches of time for the keys of 
fortone. My work and duty are fully acoom- 
plisbed. Tbe heir is in oourt, tlie story Is told 
and the record made. 

But now the new heir Has appeared, and, 
piqticd by the slight which he considers has 
been put upon him, the attorney has once 
more taken up the thread of mystery and 
Will follow it up, 1st it lead where it will. .

Silver as Legai. Texdeb— Enquirer, City. On 
.Tsnuary iK, lj<37, standard silver coin of the 
Cnited States was made legal tender ttw any 
amount. February 21, 1853, half-dollars were 
made legal tender for only 9S, February 23, 
1873, trade dollars were mede legal tender, but 
on tbe 22d of July, 1877, they ceased to be 
such. By the act of Felvuary 28, 1878, silver 
dollars 01 the weight of 412^ grains were made 
legal tender for aU debts. On June 2, 1870, an 
act was passed declaring that silver coins of 
less value than one dollar should be legal 
tender to the extent of flO only. These two 
acts are still in force. Five, three and one cent 
pieces are legal tender to the amount of 25 ' 
cents only.

FAKE STOPS Hr THE OE&AV. 

A Tnkle Secret ill the ConstraetlOB of 

ilie Instrument. 

Of all musical in.strumcnts known in the 
present day the organ is undoubtedly the 
"king." Not only in its complicated and 
inf(enions mechanism or In its wonderful 
control by one performer, bat in its powers 
of expression and imitation of the Tarions 
instnuiMntB of the orchestra it is unex- 
celled. UttHke other instruments that 
are perfected both in voice and siinplitied 
methods of iilayin;:- sueli as the violin, 
flute, clarionet, etc., the organ, as it now 
stands, is still oi>en to considerable im- 
provement, both in mechanical and acous- 
tic principles. 

The word stop" means a "set" or 
"rank" of pipe.s— one to every key on the 
board. Tbe word does not refer in anv 
way to the "knob" that the organist pulfs 
out or puslies in. It .seems neces.sary to 
explain this, as inaTiy persons are unavNare 
of it, and are dazzled by the amount of 
"knobs" they get for the money, and say, 
"Oh, our organ has thirty stops, and cost 
so and so." and "such a one's has thirty- 
six and cost only half that .sum." Now in 
in almost every specification received 
from organ-builders a certain number 
of "fake" stops are announced, 
in order to make it appear a great 
deal for the nionev. .^mou'; them are cer- 
tain "mechanical" contrivances, w^hich 
produce certain effects on the mechanism 
only, while others are used to affect the 
speech of the pipes. Others again are 
mere "claptraii " and. as a rule 
are inserted, the tender nuiy he mi 
fire, as the builder is untrusiworihy 

An idea maybe formed of the u-elcss- 
ness of some of these by the number 
of them run into tbe parlor organ. In the 
latter one mav find eleven "stops and 
actually only two rows of reeds, 12-2 in 
number, therefore really only two stops, 
divided Into trehleand bass, to swell the 
number toiour -the rcin.iiinier being made 
up of mecliatiica: claptrap. —Providence 
Journal. ^ ^ ^
